CHAPTER I 


THE OPENING OF THE GREAT WAR: “2.052 303275 


In the late summer of 1914, when the rst Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers had been some eighteen months in Madras and 
1914 rather more than four and a half years in India, those events 
rapidly came to pass which led to the outbreak of the greatest 
of all wars—a war in which India and her army were to play a very 
notable part, and to which she was to send some of her bravest and 
best, British and Indian. 

The outstanding feature in the great crisis which had arisen 
was the speed at which events moved; the Austrian Archduke 
was murdered on June 28th, but while the ultimatum was not 
presented to Serbia until July 23rd, within a fortnight of this latter 
date Europe was at war. Great Britain had done her best to avert 
hostilities, and all had hoped that even at the eleventh hour the 
peaceful counsels might prevail which English statesmen had 
offered ; but so soon as war was declared upon Germany there 
came, from all quarters of the world, “‘ evidences of United Empire. 
The Sovereign of the Empire had not to summon; he had only 
to respond ”’ ; while, so far as India was concerned, ‘‘ in the words 
of the prophetess Deborah, ‘ the people willingly offered themselves, 
and the Princes offered themselves willingly among the people.’ ’’* 

On September roth the following Royal Message was addressed 
to ‘‘ the Princes and Peoples of My Indian Empire” :— 

“ During the past few weeks the peoples of My whole Empire 
at Home and Overseas have moved with one mind and purpose to

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confront and overthrow an unparalleled assault upon the continusty 
of civilization and the peace of mankind. 

““ The calamitous conflict 1s not of My seeking. My votce has 
been cast throughout on the side of peace. My Ministers earnesily 
strove to allay the causes of strife and to appease differences with which 
My Empire was not concerned. Had I stood aside when, in defiance 


+22 Of pledgeg to: which My Empire was a party, the soil of Belgium was 
7 violated, and her cities laid desolate, when the very life of the French 
$3 ation was. threatened with extinction, I should have sacrificed My 


honour and given to destruction the liberties of My Empire and of 
mankind. I rejoice that every part of the Empire 1s with Me tn this 
deciston. 

‘“* Paramount regard for treaty faith and the pledged word of rulers 
and peoples 1s the common heritage of England and of Indta. 

“* Among the many incidents which have marked the unanimous 
uprising of the populations of My Empire in defence of tts unsty and 
integrity, nothing has moved Me more than the passionate devotion to 
My Throne expressed both by My Indian subjects, and by the Feudatory 
Princes and the Ruling Chiefs of India, and thetr prodigal offers of 
their lives and their resources in the cause of the Realm. Thetr one- 
voiced demand to be foremost in the conflict has touched My heart and 
has inspired to the highest tssues the love and devotion which, as I 
well know, have ever linked My Indian subjects and Myself. I recall 
to mind India’s gracious message to the British nation of goodwill 
and fellowship, which greeted My return tin February, 1912, after the 
solemn ceremony of My Coronation Durbar at Delht; and I find in 
this hour of trial a full harvest and a noble fulfilment of the assurance 
given by you that the destinies of Great Britain and India are indts- 
solubly linked.” 

In a leading article The Times of September 15th voiced the 
feeling experienced by all men of British birth on learning of the 
whole-hearted way in which India had accepted her share of the 
burdens of Empire, and was preparing to play her part in the 
mighty struggle upon which the British Government had entered. 

“‘ In all tts long annals,” we read, ‘‘ the House of Commons has 
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never been more moved than tt was yesterday upon the reading of the 
wonderful message from the Viceroy of India. The Indian Empire 
has overwhelmed the British nation by the completeness and the 1mmen- 
sity of its enthusiastic atd. India is sending 70,000 men—horse, foot, 
and artillery—British and Indian, Rajput and Gurkha, Stkh and 
Pathan, a formidable fighting force trained and maintained 1n constant 
readiness for warfare, to fall into line bessde their brethren and the 
French. The proudest princes of India have buckled on their swords 
and are hastening to battle in the fair land of France. At their head 
comes the gallant Sir Pertab Singh, the Nestor of Rajput chivalry, 
who vowed long ago that he would not die in his bed, and at seventy 
years of age claims to face the foe once more upon the battlefield. With 
him ts the knightly figure of the Maharaja of Bikanir ; the young 
Maharaja of Patiala, the head of the Stkhs; the hetr-apparent of 
Bhopal, the hope of a powerful Musulman ruling family; the 
Maharaja of Jodhpur, another famous Rajput ruler ; and many more 
representatives of the most ancient and honoured princely families 
of India. Seven hundred Princes and Chiefs of India have placed 
the whole of thety resources at the disposal of the King-Emperor. 
They have offered they swords, they treasurtes, their troops, they 
lives. The peoples of British Indta—the innumerable millions under 
the sole control of the Government—have been equally lavish in thetr 
outpourings and their demonstrations of loyalty. From the grim 
Khyber, from far Baluchtstan, from the mountain heights of Chitral, 
promises of assistance and appeals for enrolment are being pressed 
upon the Government of India. Nor ts this all. The Prime Minister 
of Nepal, the great Gurkha state, has offered the formidable troops he 
controls, an offer of inestimable value. Such ts India’s glorious 
answer to the Katser and his misguided dream of revolt in the East. 
Asta has joined tn the battle against brutal lust for power, and her 
weapons are turned against him. ... The Kaiser has lighted a 
torch indeed, for he has set the West and East altke afire against him.” 

But splendid and full of promise for the conduct and future 
issue of the war as were the offers of men and treasure daily coming 


in from India as from all parts of the Empire, it was to the Regular 
B2 
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Army, to the Army already in being, that the authorities looked to 
check the first onslaught of the enemy, and to form a human barrier 
behind which the Empire might fashion fresh armies and perfect 
new weapons; and the first great need of the moment was to 
transfer to the European theatre of war with the utmost possible 
dispatch all the admirably trained and seasoned units of the Regular 
Army which at this time formed the garrison of British India, 
replacing them by such troops of the Second Line as could be 
induced to volunteer for garrison duty in the East. 

In the late summer of 1914 there were no fewer than 52 British 
infantry battalions serving in India—17 battalions in Bengal, 14 
in the Punjab, 12 in Bombay, 6 in Madras, and 3 in Burma. Before 
the end of September ten of these battalions had already left India 
for Europe, some of them proceeding to France with the two 
divisions composing the Indian Army Corps, others voyaging to 
England to join the 8th Division then getting ready for service on 
the Western front ; before the year 1914 came to an end fifteen more 
battalions had sailed for the seat of war in Europe or elsewhere ; 
and when I9I5 opened something less than a dozen battalions of 
regular British infantry remained in the country, while the place 
of every one of those which had left had been filled, almost auto- 
matically as it seemed, by fine strong battalions of the Territorial 
Army. The reliefs had thus expeditiously been effected without 
anything even remotely resembling serious interference by the 
naval forces of the Central Powers. 

When war broke out early in August, 1914, the 1st Battalion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers was in occupation of two stations in the 
Madras presidency, ‘“‘ A,” “ B,” “ F,” “G,” and ‘‘ H ’ Companies 
being with headquarters at Fort St. George, Madras ; while ‘‘ C,” 
“D,” and ‘‘ E’”’ Companies were at Bellary under the command of 
Captain E. A. Molesworth, who had then only just returned to India 
from eight months’ leave in England. At this time or a little later 
the following officers were with the detachment at Bellary—viz., 
Captains A. M. Johnson (who was also station staff officer) and H. C. 
Crozier, Lieutenants H. M. Floyd, J. O. W. Shine, and F. S. Lanigan- 
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O’Keeffe. The following officers were at headquarters :—Lieut.- 
Colonel R. A. Rooth, Major E. Fetherstonhaugh, Captains C. T. W. 
Grimshaw, D.S.O. (Adjutant), A. Brodhurst-Hill, W. F. Higginson, 
D. French, A. W. Molony, and J. M. Mood ; Lieutenants T. L. M. L. 
Mansfield, J. F. K. Dobbs, G. M. Dunlop, D. D. Philby, R. Bernard, 
and A. B. Bagley ; Second-Lieutenants C. G. Carruthers, L. C. 
Boustead, R. de Lusignan, and R. V. C. Corbet. 


Captains S. G. Smithwick and C. B. R. Hoey and Lieutenant 
R. J. H. Carew were serving at the regimental depot, Lieutenant 
J. R. W. Grove was officiating as extra A.D.C. to the Governor of 
Madras, while Lieutenant D. V. F. Anderson was at Wellington and 
Lieutenant H. D. O’Hara at Poonamallee ; Hon. Lieutenant M. J. 
Kennedy was Quartermaster of the Battalion. 


It will have been noticed above that the companies have been 
described as lettered from ‘“‘A”’ to “H,” for actually the four- 
company battalion organization introduced in the Army quartered 
in the United Kingdom by special Army Order of September 26th, 
1913, was not introduced into the British corps serving in India 
until rather less than a year later; and it is only on August rst, 
1914, that a notice appears in Battalion Orders directing that in 
future companies are to be trained as double companies. The 
following officers were appointed double-company commanders :— 


“A” Double Company—Captain A. Brodhurst-Hill. 
“B” Double Company—Captain E. A. Molesworth. 
““C”’ Double Company—Captain A. M. Johnson. 
““D” Double Company—Captain W. F. Higginson. 


There being a considerable number of Germans and Austrians 
resident in the city of Madras, the duties became at once more than 
usually heavy owing to the necessity which arose for safeguarding 
the water-supply, the oil tanks, and all the public buildings and 
telephones, and accordingly ‘“‘ E ’’ Company, under Captain Johnson, 
was called in to Headquarters from Bellary, and arrived on 
August oth at a strength of 80 all ranks. 
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For some little time, however, there is no indication in Bat- 
talion Orders that war had broken out ; there are certain announce- 
ments which show that an unusual situation had arisen: thus, 
on August 11th that the holding of ‘‘ Lucknow Week” must be 
postponed sine die ; on the 21st that Captain Higginson is appointed 
Assistant Press Censor ; while on the 25th an order was published 
notifying that “‘ certain German and Austrian subjects will shortly 
be interned in the new Supper Room, Fort St. George, pending their 
dispatch to Ahmednagar,” and that they are to be treated with “ as 
much consideration as orders on the subject allow, and soldiers 
should avoid doing anything to aggravate their unfortunate posi- 
tion.”” But of the first real act of war there is no mention whatever 
in the Battalion Orders of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

When at the end of July, 1914, the “‘ War Imminent” message 
was sent out by the German Admiralty to all ships on foreign stations, 
the Emden (Captain von Miiller), a German light cruiser of 3,592 
tons, having a speed of 24.1 knots, and mounting ten 4.1 guns, 
had just left Tsingtau on a cruise to the entrance of the Japan Sea ; 
on August 2nd news of the declaration of war against France and 
Russia was received ; and early on the following morning the Emden 
captured a vessel of the Russian Volunteer Fleet and took her in to 
Tsingtau as prize. At this port the cruiser received orders from 
Admiral von Spee to join him at Pagan Island, which was reached 
on August 12th. From here the Emden, accompanied by the tender 
Markomanta, was ordered on an independent visit to the south, and 
at the end of the first week in September she had entered the Bay of 
Bengal, and for some days she cruised between Calcutta and Colombo; 
about 9.30 p.m. on the 22nd the Emden appeared off Madras. 

“Only on the preceding day had the gladsome news been 
officially announced in Madras that the Emden was disposed of. To 
celebrate the event, a festive gathering had assembled at the Club. 
Unfortunately, since we did not know of this at the time, we were 
unable to prevent our shells falling into the soup; otherwise we 
should naturally have postponed our bombardment until the fol- 
lowing day. One should not unnecessarily irritate one’s opponent. 
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As far as possible all sacred institutions should be spared, and 
Englishmen are specially sensitive as regards their dinner.’’* 

The following are extracts from an account of the bombardinent 
which appeared in the Madras Mail of September 23rd :— 

‘‘The German cruiser, Emden, which has been creating such 
havoc among the merchant shipping at the mouth of the Hooghly 
and on the Burma coast, is still at large in the Bay of Bengal, as the 
citizens of Madras now know to their cost, for she visited Madras 
between 9g and Io o'clock last night, accompanied by the Marko- 
mania, stood in the offing to the south-east of the harbour within 
range of the beach, and proceeded to bombard the port. . . . Sub- 
sequent shots set the petroleum tanks on fire. The oil in the tanks 
immediately blazed up, rendering the sea face of the town as 
brilliant as day, aiding probably in the short, sharp cannonade that 
took place ; but this was hardly necessary, as the Emden was using 
a particularly brilliant searchlight, under which every detail of the 
sea face was distinctly visible. That the visit was altogether un- 
expected may be judged from the fact that the lighthouse was 
working as usual, and undoubtedly helped the cruiser to take up 
its bearings and fire with the accuracy with which it did.... 
The call was paid early enough to find the shore lights all ablaze, 
the trams working, and all the business of the town at that time of 
night going on as usual. 

“‘ As far as we can make out from personal observation, and 
from information received, she fired the guns of both broadsides 
before she extinguished her searchlight, in response, we believe, to 
a return fire from the shore, and vanished silently in the darkness 
with all her lights extinguished.” 

On the alarm being given, the Battalion paraded and occupied 
different prearranged defensive positions, but after a couple of hours 
the men were dismissed. Beyond the material damage done, the 
loss of life was not great, five people in all being killed, while 
something like a dozen received wounds.

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Things now quieted down again, and it was not until a month 
later that the rst Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers received intima- 
tion that it was to play its part before long in a European theatre of 
war. On Wednesday, October 21st, the rOeEN. was published in 
Battalion Orders :— 


‘‘ Orders have been received for the Battalion to hold itself in 
readiness to proceed to England at short notice. 

‘‘ It will proceed on relief scale. 

‘“‘ Families will not accompany the Battalion. 

‘“‘ Companies will get packed up ready to move. 

‘* All British kit-bags and suleetahs will be handed into Quarter- 
master’s Stores, commencing with ‘A’ Company, at 
II.30 a.m. on Friday next, 23rd inst. 

‘“‘ All surplus S. and T. Stores will be handed in at the same 
time. 

*‘ All Reflectors, Mirrors, Axes, felling, Binoculars, Compasses, 
Handcuffs, Pouch weights, Dummy dnill cartridges will 
be handed in at the same time.”’ 


Battalion Orders of October 31st contained the names of some 
sixty-five non-commissioned officers and men of the Battalion who, 
by reason of ill-health or employment on important duties, were 
not to proceed with the corps to England; but some at least of 
the sick were found fit to accompany the Battalion when the time 
of departure actually arrived. 


Finally, on Thursday, November 12th, the long-looked-for 
announcement appeared in Battalion Orders that embarkation was 
actually at hand ; we read :— 


‘“‘ Orders have been received for the Battalion to embark for 
passage to England. 

‘“‘ The Battalion will parade at 4 p.m. to-morrow to march to 
the Railway Station. Dress—Marching Order. 

“‘ Officers to carry the Colours (cased)—Lieutenant Boustead 
and Second-Lieutenant Corbet. 

“‘ The Battalion will entrain in two trains :— 
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Ist Train—Headquarters, Band, ‘A,’ ‘B,’ and ‘E’ 
Companies. 
and Train—‘ F,’ ‘ G,’ and ‘ H ’ Companies.” 

In accordance with the above, the rst Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers marched for the last time out of Fort St. George on the 
afternoon of November 13th; many times previously in its history 
had the Regiment started out from the city of its birth to take 
part in the wars of old John Company and of the Empire, and now 
it marched away to the greatest of all wars, upon a Great Adventure 
from which few of those then serving with the Battalion would 
return, and after the close of which the very name of the Battalion 
was to disappear. 

The duties of Fort St. George were handed over to the Madras 
Volunteer Guards, pending the arrival of the 4th Battalion Somerset 
Light Infantry, who were to relieve the Dublin Fusiliers, and, 
escorted by the Southern Provinces Mounted Rifles, the Battalion 
marched to the railway station, the route lined by the Madras 
Volunteer Artillery, the Madras Volunteer Guards, and the Southern 
Mahratta Railway Volunteers. 

His Excellency the Governor, Lord Pentland, had come to bid 
the Battalion Godspeed, and in a short address said that he knew 
the good work “the Blue Caps” had done; that the people of 
Madras were proud of their Regiment, who had behaved in a most 
excellent way during their stay in the city ; and that he and their 
many friends in Madras would follow their doings at the front with 
pride and sympathy. 

In replying, Lieut.-Colonel Rooth spoke as follows :— 

“ Your Excellency,— 

“We are very grateful to you for the honour you have done 
us in coming to bid us farewell. I think my Battalion has behaved 
well in Madras, and I hope that the inhabitants of this city are as 
_ sorry to lose us as we are to say good-bye to them.”’ 

Then, turning to the Battalion, Lieut.-Colonel Rooth added :— 

“Men of the Old Madras Fusiliers! These walls have often 
resounded to the shouts of our forerunners. I want you now to 
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reawaken the echoes with three cheers for His Excellency Lord 
Pentland, and the inhabitants of this ancient city of our birth.” 


The men of the Battalion gave three hearty cheers, the ceremony 
ended, and ‘“‘the Blue Caps’”’ then departed in two trains for 
Bombay. Halts were made for meals on the 14th and 15th at 
Guntakal, Raichur, Dhond, and Khalyan, the companies from 
Bellary joining at the first-named halting-place, and Bombay was 
finally reached on the 16th. Here the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers embarked on two hired transports ; Headquarters and six 
companies under Lieut.-Colonel Rooth were accommodated on the 
British India steamship Malda, while Major Fetherstonhaugh 
embarked with “ A ”’ and “‘ B ’’ Companies in the P. and O. steamer 
Assaye. The following were the officers who left India with the 
Battalion :—Lieut.-Colonel R. A. Rooth; Major E. Fetherston- 
haugh ; Captains E. A. Molesworth, C. T. W. Grimshaw (Adjutant), 
A. Brodhurst-Hill, W. F. Higginson, A. M. Johnson, H. C. Crozier, 
D. French, A. W. Molony, J. M. Mood, and J. R. W. Grove ; Lieu- 
tenants G. M. Dunlop, H. M. Floyd, J. O. W. Shine, F. S. Lanigan- 
O'Keeffe, R. Bernard, H. D. O’Hara, C. G. Carruthers, L. C. 
Boustead, and R. de Lusignan; Second-Lieutenant R. V. C. 
Corbet ; and Lieutenant and Quartermaster M. J. Kennedy. 


Captain D. V. F. Anderson, who had proceeded some little time 
before to Bombay with a party of one sergeant and four privates 
to meet Territorials arriving there and escort them to Madras, 
followed the Battalion to England a month later, actually rejoining 
on February 3rd, Igr5. 

The Malda and Assaye, forming part of a large convoy of 

transports and other ships, sailed from Bombay on 
Ph catiay pod the 19th, escorted by the French cruiser Dupletx, and, 
being joined on the 21st by seven more ships from 

Karachi, these made up a fleet of thirty-two ships in all. 


The homeward voyage was wholly uneventful, the outstanding 
event being the meeting with the Australian Corps at Suez, where 
news was received of the sinking of the Emden. 


HANDING OVER THE COLOURS TO SAFE CUSTODY OF 
THE MAYOR OF TORQUAY, JANUARY 7TH, 1915. 
LIEUT -COLONEL R. A. ROOTH, COMMANDING, IN FRONT. 
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Plymouth was reached on December 2ist, and, disembarking, 
the Battalion entrained for Torquay, where it was billeted, and 
from here all ranks were permitted to proceed on short furlough in 
small parties at a time. 


While the Dublin Fusiliers were in India, and during their 
voyage to England, the British Army had been greatly expanded 
and many new organizations had been created. Among these was 
the 29th Division, the formation of which had been authorized in 
November, 1914, and which was now to be composed of the 86th, 
87th, and 88th Brigades, made up, with two exceptions only, of 
infantry battalions which on the outbreak of war were serving in 
Eastern garrisons. 


In anticipation, therefore, of an approaching move from 
1915 Torquay, where the Royal Dublin Fusiliers had already made 

themselves exceedingly popular, Lieut.-Colonel Rooth, on 
January 7th, 1915, handed over the Colours to the safe keeping 
of the Mayor, and in doing so said :— 


“We are, as you know, an Irish Battalion, and we are far from 
home—we are a long, long way from Tipperary. I cannot conceive 
of a better temporary home for these Colours than this county of 
fair women and brave men. Some day some of us may come back, 
I hope, to claim these Colours at your hands, and I trust that by 
then we shall have gathered fresh honours to add to their record.” 


The orders for the Battalion to move to Nuneaton to join the 
86th Infantry Brigade were issued on January rith, and, parading 
that day at midnight, the companies left Torquay in two trains, 
and again went into billets on arrival at their new station. Here 
the Battalion joined the 86th Brigade, containing the 2nd Battalion 
Royal Fusiliers, rst Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers, 1st Battalion 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, and 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers— 
all battalions lately arrived from India; the Brigade Commander 
was Brigadier-General S. W. Hare, and the 29th Division was at 
this time in charge of Major-General F. C. Shaw (now Lieut.-General 
the Rt. Hon. Sir F. C. Shaw, K.C.B.). 
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Immediately prior to leaving Torquay Major C. R. L. Ronayne, 
M.B., R.A.M.C., reported his arrival, and was taken on the strength 
of the Battalion as Medical Officer. 

From various signs and portents, it now really seemed that the 
time for the departure of the Division to an overseas theatre of 
war was at hand; all ranks were permitted the retention only 
of such scale of kit and baggage as might be taken on field service ; 
furlough was now only given for very brief periods and under 
exceptional circumstances ; all ranks underwent anti-typhoid inocu- 
lation ; while identity discs were now invariably to be worn on the 
person. 

On February 11th Major-General C. D. Cooper, C.B., the Colonel 
of the Regiment, came to Nuneaton and inspected the Battalion, 
which paraded by wings. In the course of the address which he 
made to the men of each half-battalion, the General said that he 
was glad to hear that the Battalion was reported as being so fit ; 
he knew that all ranks would give a good account of themselves 
on active service, and add fresh honours to those already gained 
by ‘“‘ the Blue Caps ”’ ; he wished them Godspeed and a happy return 
to this country. 

By the middle of February the 29th Division was completed 
in all respects, and it seems by this to have been an accepted belief 
among all ranks that the Division was shortly to go to the Dar- 
danelles,* but the time was not yet, for on March 6th the Battalion 
marched to Kenilworth, and then early on the morning of the 12th 
proceeded by train to Brandon, in the neighbourhood of which the 
Division was inspected by His Majesty the King. On this day 
Major-General Shaw, who had been severely wounded in France 
and was not yet wholly recovered, handed over command of the 
Division to Major-General A. G. Hunter-Weston, C.B., D.S.O., 
described by General Sir Ian Hamilton as “ a slashing man of action, 
an acute theorist.’ f 

The 29th Division, immediately after this royal inspection,

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received orders to prepare for embarkation for an “ unknown 
destination ’’ ; but it was an open secret that its destination was 
actually the Dardanelles, and something must now be said of the 
circumstances which had arisen calling for the necessity of the 
employment of large allied forces in this obscure corner of South- 
Eastern Europe. 

When in the opening months of the European War—-so soon, 
that is, as Turkey had entered into alliance with the Central Powers— 
the British Government decided in favour of the project of attempting 
to force the passage of the Dardanelles, it was confidently believed 
that success would bring about the collapse of the Ottoman Power 
and would lead to the capitulation of Constantinople, while an 
' ice-free route to Russia through the Black Sea would at once be 
opened. It is to be noticed that those who pressed for the under- 
taking did not contemplate merely the closing of the Straits, which 
might have been effected by the military occupation of the Gallipoli 
peninsula, but the actual opening of the Dardanelles from the Medi- 
terranean to the Black Sea—an operation for the complete and 
permanent success of which it was essential that naval command 
of the Straits should be established, and, further, that both the 
European and Asiatic shores should be held by military forces. 

The operations, when finally initiated, opened not with a naval 
attack, but with a mere long-range bombardment of the forts at 
the western entrance of the Straits, carried out early in November, 
1914. This served no useful purpose whatever, and did no more 
than put the Turks on the alert ; and during the three and a half 
months that ensued, and during which no further offensive operations 
were taken in hand, the Turks and their German allies worked hard at 
the effective fortification of the Straits and the Peninsula. On 
February 19th and 25th, 1915, the naval bombardment was repeated, 
and on each of these days it appeared that the forts had been 
silenced ; but on several successive occasions up to March 18th, 
when the allied squadrons attempted to move further in to the 
attack of the main fortifications, great difficulty was experienced 
in Manceuvring so large a number of heavy ships of war in such 
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narrow waters, while floating mines were encountered and several 
vessels were sunk or injured. The fleets were then withdrawn, and 
the attempt to force the Straits was not renewed. 


Those members of the British Cabinet who had pressed for 
the purely naval attack now decided that military assistance on a 
tolerably large scale must be afforded. On March 12th General 
Sir Ian Hamilton was informed by Lord Kitchener :—‘‘ We are 
sending a military force to support the Fleet now at the Dardanelles, 
and you are to have command,” adding later, “I hope you will 
not have to land at all; if you do have to land, why then the 
powerful Fleet at your back will be the prime factor in your choice 
df time and place.”’* 
The following were the troops placed at Sir Ian Hamilton’s 
disposal :— 
The 29th Division. 
The 42nd East Lancashire Division 
The Royal Naval Division. 
An Australian Division. 
A Division of Australians and New Zealanders. 
Two French Divisions. 
Some Indian troops. 
Of the above, Sir Ian remarks in his Diary :—“ Of these the 
29th Division are extras—diuision de luxe.” 
‘“‘ A military force of all arms, comprising seven divisions with 
a few additional units, ought to have represented a total of fully 
140,000 men. But the divisions did not for the most part consist 
of the full number of units that a division is supposed to include. 
They were very weak in artillery. A proportion of the battalions 
were below war establishment when they started. From the nature 
of the enterprise on which they were about to embark, it was 
expedient for them to leave a large part of their impedimenta and 
animals in Egypt. The consequence was that the whole army 
numbered less than 100,000 officers and men, and it is well to

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remember that, throughout the campaign that was to follow, the 
expression ‘ division ’ was always a somewhat delusive one.’’* 

General Hamilton and his staff left London on March 13th, 
and reached the base at Tenedos in time to witness the naval attack 
of the 18th, and as a result of what he saw he cabled to London 
that the whole of the troops which had been placed under his 
command would be needed to enable the fleet effectively to force 
the Dardanelles. 

In the meantime the force intended to co-operate with the 
fleet had left England, and was making for the appointed rendezvous 
in the waters of the AZgean Sea. 


On March 12th orders were received at the headquarters of 
the 86th Brigade at Coventry to entrain for the port of embarkation 
on the 14th, but on the next day the move was postponed for twenty- 
four hours, and it was not until the 15th that the Battalions finally 
left their stations. The rst Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers pro- 
ceeded to Avonmouth in three trains, the first at 5.30 p.m.; the 
port was reached between 9.50 p.m. on March 15th and 6.10 a.m. 
on March 16th, and the Battalion embarked in the Ausonta (hired 
transport), which also accommodated Brigade Headquarters and 
three companies of the Royal Munster Fusiliers. The rest of the 
Brigade embarked in the Alaunia and Haverford, while in the 
Mercian were all the horses and transport ; the fleet then sailed at 
7.30 p.m., escorted by two destroyers. 


The following are the names of the officers of the rst Battalion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers who left England with it on this great 
adventure :—Lieut.-Colonel R. A. Rooth, Major E. Fetherston- 
haugh ; Captains E. A. Molesworth, W. F. Higginson (Adjutant), 
C. T. W. Grimshaw, D.S.O., A. M. Johnson, H. C. Crozier, D. French,

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and W Andrews; Lieutenant and Quartermaster M. J. Kennedy ; 
Lieutenant de Boer, R.A.M.C., in medical charge ; and the Rev. 
Father Finn, chaplain. 


It is recorded in the Brigade Diary that the stores and vehicles 
were loaded under no particular system, while tents were put on 
board by the Ordnance Department and not by the troops. Helmets 
were issued on board the transports, as were also silk handkerchiefs 
to all ranks of the Battalion, these being a gift of the citizens of 
Madras. 


The voyage was a very calm and peaceful one ; the Ausonsa 
put into Gibraltar on the 2oth, and here Lieutenant Lanigan- 
O’ Keeffe was landed by reason of ill-health ; sailing on eastward, 
Malta was reached early on the morning of the 24th, and left again 
at 7.30 on the 26th. 


In the early hours of the 29th the Ausonia reached the harbour 
of Alexandria, where the Alaunia had arrived, and where the 
Royal Fusiliers and Lancashire Fusiliers had already commenced 
disembarkation. Private Kavanagh, of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
died of pneumonia on March 28th, and was buried at sea. 

On the 30th the remaining battalions of the 86th Brigade began 
unloading baggage and disembarking, the Mercian, with horses and 
vehicles, having only come in that morning. The troops marched 
out to camp at Mex, where, however, owing to some insufficiency 
in the water-supply, only the 86th and 87th Brigades could be 
accommodated, the third Brgade of the 29th Division (the 88th) 
being camped at Mustapha, on the other side of Alexandria. Second- 
line vehicles only were taken to camp, the first line being left on 
board the transports. 

The strength of the Battalion was now 25 officers, exclusive of 
the medical officer and chaplain, with 987 other ranks. On battalion 
charge were 220 rounds per man and 11,500 per machine gun, 
Ir riding horses, 53 draught horses, 19 wagons, 4 machine guns, 
and 16 tool-carts. 


While lying in camp at Mex the two brigades there stationed 
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Worn by “ THE BLUE CAPS” on the back of the S.D. Jacket below collar, 
throughout the Great War. This badge was also painted on the sides of the 
steel helmets. 


The badge was the suggestion of the late Major E. Fetherstonhaugh, Ist 


Royal Dublin Fusiliers, who was killed in action at Gallipoli on the 
25th April, 1915.

Major-General Sir W. de S. Cayley, K.C.M.G., C.B. 
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were practised in embarking and disembarking operations from small 
boats, and in forming up and advancing rapidly after a landing. 

On April 16th the troops at Mex were reviewed by General 
Sir Ian Hamilton, and of this inspection he has recorded :—‘‘ There 
was a strong wind blowing which tried to spoil the show, but could 
not—that Infantry was too superb! Alexander, Hannibal, Cesar, 
Napoleon: not one of them had the handling of legionaries like 
these. The Fusilier Brigade were the heavier. If we don’t win, 
I won’t be able to put it on the men.”’* 

Everything was now ready for the important operations in which 
the Expeditionary Force under General Hamilton’s command was 
about to take part, and on April 7th orders were issued to leave 
camp and march early that afternoon to the harbour. 

At 4.30 p.m. the Battalion re-embarked in the Ausonia at a 
strength of 26 officers and 953 other ranks, while 1 officer and 38 
men proceeded on board the Marquette, which carried 52 horses and 
19 vehicles belonging to the Dublins. 4,800 gallons of drinking 
water in 1,200 kerosene tins in 600 boxes were taken on board, also 
timber and material for the construction of barrel piers. 

At rr a.m. on April oth the Ausonsa sailed from Alexandria, 
and on the afternoon of the 11th the transport came to an anchor 
in Mudros Harbour on the island of Lemnos.

CHAPTER II 
THE GALLIPOLI LANDING 


SOME description must now be given of the country in which the 
Ist Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, with the other regiments of 
many races composing the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, 
was to fight and die. 

“The peninsula of Gallipoli is a tongue of hilly land, about 
fifty-three miles long, between the A°gean Sea and the Straits of the 
Dardanelles. At its north-eastern or European end it is four or 
five miles broad ; then, a little to the south of the town of Bulair, 
it narrows to three miles in a contraction or neck which was fortified 
during the Cnmean War by French and English soldiers. This 
fortification is known as the lines of Bulair. Beyond these lines, 
to the south-west, the Peninsula broadens in a westward direction, 
and attains its maximum breadth, of about twelve miles, some 
twenty-four miles from Bulair, between the two points of Cape 
Suvla, on the sea, and Cape Uzun within the Straits. Beyond this 
broad part is a second contraction or neck, less than five miles across, 
and beyond this, pointing roughly west-south-westerly, is the final 
tongue or finger of the Peninsula, an isosceles triangle of land with 
a base of some seven miles and two sides of thirteen miles each, 
converging in the blunt tip (perhaps a mile and a half across) 
between Cape Helles and Cape Tekke. ... Bad roads, possible 
for wheeled traffic, wind in the valleys, skirting the hills, and linking 
up the principal villages... . 

““ The seashore, like the Straits shore, is mainly steep-to, with 
abrupt sandy cliffs rising from the sea to a height of from 100 to 
300 feet. At irregular and rare intervals these cliffs are broken 
by the ravines and gullies, corn which the autumnal and winter 
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rains escape; at the sea-mouths of these gullies are sometimes 
narrow strips of stony or sandy beach... . 

‘‘ Those who look at the south-western end of the Peninsula, 
between Cape Suvla and Cape Helles, will see three heights greater 
than the rolling wold or downland around them. Seven miles south 
east from Cape Suvla is the great and beautiful peaked hill of Sari 
Bair, 970 feet high, very steep on its sea side and thickly fleeced 
with scrub. This hill commands the landing-place at Suvla. 
Seven miles south from Sari Bair is the long dominating plateau of 
Kilid Bahr, which runs inland from the Straits, at heights varying 
between 500 and 700 feet, to within two miles of the sea. This 
plateau commands the Narrows of the Hellespont. Five miles 
farther to the south-west and less than six miles from Cape Helles 
is the bare and lonely lump of Achi Baba, 590 feet high. This 
hill commands the landing-place at Cape Helles.”’* 

“‘ The plan of operations for securing a footing at the extremity 
of the peninsula was a somewhat elaborate one. Three main 
landings were to take place, and these were to be supplemented by 
a minor landing on either flank. The principal disembarkations 
were to be undertaken respectively at Beaches ‘V,’ ‘ W,’ and 
‘X,’ all three of which were in themselves favourable places, apart 
from the opposition that might be offered. Comparatively gentle 
slopes rose from the actual beaches in the case of ‘ V ’ and ‘ W,’ and 
promised facilities for moving impedimenta forward as soon as a 
footing had been made good. In the case of ‘ X,’ on the other hand, 
the ground abutting on the beach rose somewhat abruptly, giving 
it the character almost of a bluff; but this circumstance, coupled 
with the fact that the beach faced west, concealed the environs of 
the landing-place from Kum Kale, and gave reason to hope that the 
disembarkation at this point would not be interfered with by hostile 
artillery on the Asiatic side. 

“‘The minor landings were to take place at Beaches ‘S’ and 
‘YY.’ ‘S’ Beach was narrow, and was obviously much exposed to 
fire from across the Dardanelles. ‘ Y’ Beach was situated at the

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foot of the cliffs, was not for that reason adapted for the landing of 
troops other than infantry and mountain artillery, and was not the 
kind of spot that would naturally be selected to put troops ashore 
at. Sir Ian Hamilton hoped by means of these two secondary 
operations to protect the flanks, to disseminate the forces of the 
enemy, and to interrupt the arrival of hostile reinforcements.’’* 

In Operation Order No. 1 issued to the 29th Division it was 
stated that the object of the expedition was to assist the fleet to 
force the Dardanelles by capturing the Kilid Bahr plateau and 
dominating the forts of the Narrows. The general plan to achieve 
this object included the following operations taking place simul- 
taneously :— 

(a) The bombardment of Bulair Lines, followed by a feint 
landing by the Royal Naval Division on the mainland north of 
Xeros Islands. 

(b) The bombardment of the heights commanding the beach 
between Gaba Tepe and Nibrunesi Point, and the landing of the 
Australian and New Zealand Army Corps. 

(c) The bombardment of the southern extremity of the Penin- 
sula, and the landing of the 29th Division. 

(Z@) Demonstration by the French Fleet at Besika Bay, and the 
landing of a portion of the French Expeditionary Force in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kum Kale. 

“ The task of the 29th Division,” so runs the Order, “ is the 
attack of the Kilid Bahr plateau from the south. The general plan 
to carry out this task is to land, under cover of the bombardment 
of the fleet :— 

(a) A force on the coast west of Knithia ; 

(b) A force on the coast near Eski Hissarlik ; 

(c) The remainder on three beaches on the southern end of the 

Peninsula. 
“‘ The lines to be successively gained are :— 
(a) The hills 141, 138, and 114 ;

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The Commander issued the following General Order to his 
troops :— 

“* Soldters of France and of the King ! 

“‘ Before us les an adventure unprecedented im modern war. 
Together with our comrades of the Fleet, we are about to force a landing 
upon an open beach in face of positions whitch have been vaunted by 
our enemtes as impregnable. 

“ The landing will be made good by the help of God and the Navy ; 
the posstions will be stormed, and the war brought one step nearer to a 
glorious close. ‘ Remember,’ said Lord Kitchener when bidding adteu 
to your Commander, ‘ Remember, once you set foot upon the Gallipols 
Peninsula, you must fight the thing through to a finish.’ 


“ The whole world will be watching your progress. Let us prove 
ourselves worthy of the great feat of arms entrusted to us.” 


What is very suitably described as ‘‘a personal note” was 
addressed by Major-General Hunter-Weston to each man of the 
29th Division on the occasion of their first going into action 
together :— 


““ The Major-General Commanding congratulates the Division on 
being selected for an enterprise the success of which will have a dectsive 
effect on the War. 


“ The eyes of the world are upon us, and your deeds will live in 
history. 

“To us now is given an opportunity of avenging our friends and 
relatives who have fallen in France and Flanders. Our comrades 
there willingly gave thestr lives in thousands and tens of thousands for 
our King and Country, and by their glorious courage and dogged 
tenacity they defeated the invaders and broke the German offensive. 


“We also must be prepared to suffer hardships, privations, therst, 
and heavy losses by bullets, by shells, by mines, by drowning. But +f 
cach man feels, as 4s true, that on him individually, however small or 
however great his task, rests the success or failure of the Expedition, 
and therefore the honour of the Empire and the welfare of his own folk 
at home, we are certain to win through to a glorious victory. 
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They had said good-bye to home, that they might offer their lives 
in the cause we stand for. In a few hours at most, as they well 
knew, perhaps a tenth of them would have looked their last on the 
sun, and be a part of foreign earth or dumb things that the tides 
push. ... As they passed from moorings to the man-of-war 
anchorage on their way to the sea, their feeling that they had done 
with life and were going out to something new welled up in those 
battalions ; they cheered and cheered till the harbour rang with 
cheering. ... They left the harbour very, very slowly; this 
tumult of cheering lasted a long time ; no one who heard it will ever 
forget it, or think of it unshaken. It broke the hearts of all there 
with pride and pity. ... Presently all were out, and the fleet 
stood across for Tenedos, and the sun went down with marvellous 
colour, lighting island after island and the Asian peaks, and those 
left behind in Mudros trimmed their lamps, knowing that they had 
been for a little brought near to the heart of things.’’*

z. The landing in one trip of 2,900 troops at Beaches “ S,”’ 
es Vv,” a W,” and a xX.” 

3. The landing of 2,100 troops in the steam collier River Clyde, 
to be run ashore on Beach “ V.” 

4. The landing in one trip of the remainder of the covering 
force on Beaches “ V,” “‘ W,” and “ X.” 

The rendezvous at the island of Tenedos was eae early on 
the morning of the 24th, when the wind was getting up and the sea 
was very choppy, but during the day the wind dropped, and the 
night that followed was very still. “‘ The three-quarter moon set 
soon after 3 a.m., and there was total darkness over sea and moun- 
tains, until a cold and windless dawn gradually appeared. The 
water was smooth as a mirror, and a thin veil of mist covered the 
shore. Just before the sun rose in a blaze of gold, four of the battle- 
ships and four cruisers opened fire upon the defences at the main 
landing-places round Cape Helles, and continued a heavy bombard-

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ment. At the same time the landing of the covering parties at the 
five selected points round the end of the Peninsula began.”’* 

The following is the detail of the troops to be set on shore at 
Beach “ V ” :— 

Ist Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers. 
Ist Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 
Wing, 2nd Battalion Hampshire Regiment. 
Part of the Anson Battalion, Royal Naval Division. 
A Signal Section. 
West Riding Field Company, Royal Engineers. 
Three Bearer Subdivisions. 
Of the above troops, three companies, with the headquarters, 
of the Dublin Fusiliers and a party of the Anson 
be ceeee Battalion were told off to proceed from Tenedos to the 
neighbourhood of the landmg-place on the Dardanelles 
in two minesweepers—the Newmarket and Clacton—while the rest 
of this force embarked on the steam collier River Clyde. These 
troops were all on board their respective ships on the night of 
April 24th-25th. On the River Clyde was “ W”’ Company of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, with Captains Crozier and Molony, Lieu- 
tenants O’Hara and Boustead. 

The River Clyde had been specially prepared for the rapid 
disembarkation of the troops on board her, and large openings had 
been cut in her sides from which the soldiers could pass to the 
lighters which she towed with her, by a hopper, and which it was 
hoped, on nearing the shore, to so place in position beyond the 
bows as to form a pier. To cover this landing, machine guns, 
protected by sandbags, were mounted in the bows of the River 
Clyde and also on the bridge. While lying in Mudros harbour, the 
troops had frequently been exercised in hasty landings from this 
vessel. 

The headquarters staff of the 29th Division was at the first 
accommodated in H.M.S. Euryalus, and was eventually landed on 
Beach “‘ W,” where also the commander and staff of the 86th Brigade

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were put on shore from the mine-sweeper Whstby Abbey. Owing to 
this, and to the very heavy casualties sustained by the troops which 
landed on Beach “ V,”’ it is almost impossible to get any very clear 
account of all that there happened. 

General Sir Ian Hamilton gives in his despatch of May 2oth, 
1915, the following description of the place where “ the Blue Caps ”’ 
were to land :— 

‘“‘*V’ Beach is situated immediately to the west of Sedd-el- 
Bahr. Between the bluff on which stands Sedd-el-Bahr village and 
that which is crowned by No. 1 Fort the ground forms a very regular 
amphitheatre of three or four hundred yards’ radius. The slopes 
down to the beach are slightly concave, so that the whole area 
contained within the limits of this natural amphitheatre, whose 
grassy terraces rise gently to a height of a hundred feet above the 
shore, can be swept by the fire of a defender. The beach itself is a 
sandy strip some 10 yards wide and 350 yards long, backed along 
almost the whole of its extent by a low sandy escarpment about 
4 feet high, where the ground falls nearly sheer down to the beach. 
The slight shelter afforded by this escarpment played no small part 
in the operations of the succeeding thirty-two hours. 

“At the S.E. extremity of the beach, between the shore and 
the village, stands the old fort of Sedd-el-Bahr, a battered ruin 
with wide breaches in its walls and mounds of fallen masonry 
within and around it. On the ridge to the N., overlooking the 
amphitheatre, stands a ruined barrack. Both of these buildings, 
as well as No. r Fort, had been long bombarded by the Fleet, and 
the guns of the fort had been put out of action ; but their crumbled 
walls and the ruined outskirts of the village afforded cover for 
riflemen, while from the terraced slopes already described the de- 
fenders were able to command the open beach, as a stage is over- 
looked from the balconies of a theatre. On the very margin of 
the beach a strong barbed-wire entanglement, made of a heavier 
material and longer barbs than I have ever seen elsewhere, ran right 
across from the old fort of Sedd-el-Bahr to the foot of the north- 
western headland. Two-thirds of the way up to the ridge a second 
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and even stronger entanglement crossed the amphitheatre, passing 
in front of the old barrack and ending in the outskirts of the village. 
A third transverse entanglement, joining these two, ran up the hill 
near the eastern end of the beach, and almost at right angles to it. 
Above the upper entanglement the ground was scored with the 
enemy’s trenches, in one of which four pom-poms were emplaced ; 
in others were dummy pom-poms to draw fire, while the débris of 
the shattered buildings on either flank afforded cover and conceal- 
ment for a number of machine-guns, which brought a cross-fire to 
bear on the ground already swept by rifle fire from the ridge.” 


The operations connected with the landing at Beach “ V,”’ with 
which this history is specially concerned, commenced at daybreak 
with a very heavy bombardment of the beach, the old castle, and 
the village of Sedd-el-Bahr by the guns of the Queen Elszabeth, 
Albion, and other warships ; but to this the defence made no reply 
whatever, and there seemed reason to hope that the Turkish works 
had been abandoned. 


The three companies of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers and the 
party from the Anson Battalion thereupon transhipped rapidly from 
the mine-sweepers into boats forming six tows, each made up of a 
pinnace and four cutters, and carrying 125 men apiece.* Captain 
Unwin, R.N., in command of the River Clyde, had been ordered to 
run his ship hard aground so soon as the tows had landed their first 
party, but actually the ship and the tows touched the shore practi- 
cally at the same moment, and it was then that the defence first 
showed any sign of life, the assailants being greeted with a terrific 
fire as the troops scrambled out of the boats or endeavoured to 
reach the shore from the River Clyde. ‘‘ A tornado of fire swept 
over the beach, the incoming boats, and the collier.” 

In his address before action, Brigadier-General Hare made use 
of one quotation from Napier’s matchless prose ; there is another 
which comes naturally to the minds of those who read of the landing 
on ‘‘ V’”’ Beach—“ Many died, and there was much glory.”

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“Only a very few of the Fusiliers succeeded in reaching the 
cover of the four-foot escarpment, mentioned in General Hamilton’s 
despatch, where they found shelter. The majority were either shot 
down in the water or else as they reached the shore, or they were 
placed hors de combat while still in the boats. Many of these were 
seriously damaged, and most of them were rendered unmanageable 
owing to the sailors in charge being struck down or else by the 
rowers being killed or wounded. Within a few minutes this portion 
of the attack had been, to all intents and purposes, defeated, the 
troops detailed for the operation were almost wiped out of existence, 
and the few survivors were at the water’s edge under the inadequate 
cover of the lip scooped by the waves.”’* 

In a letter home from Captain Molony, of the Battalion, who 
was with the party in the River Clyde, and who seems to have been 
in a good position to see much that was transpiring on this beach, 
he wrote :— 

“The boats came in; they were met by a perfect tornado of 
fire, many men were killed and wounded in the boats, and wounded 
men were knocked over into the water and drowned, but they kept 
on, and the survivors jumped into the water in some cases up to 
their necks, and got ashore; but the slaughter was terrific. Most 
of the officers were killed or wounded. Colonel Rooth, the C.O., 
was shot dead at the edge of the water ; Major Fetherstonhaugh, 
second-in-command, was mortally wounded in his boat ; Captain 
Johnson badly wounded while still in his boat ; Captain French, 
the biggest man in the Battalion, got ashore with a bullet through 
the arm ; Captain Anderson was shot dead on the beach, and many 
others were wounded. The machine-gun detachment worked des- 
perately to get their guns ashore, but they were nearly all killed or 
wounded ; both the officers, Captain Dunlop and Lieutenant Corbet, 
were killed. It was a terrible affair, and a few minutes of such fire 
decimated the Battalion. The people who got ashore established 
themselves on the beach as best they could under a bank which ran 
along the shore for some distance and was from four to five feet 
hig nag * Callwell, p. 80. 
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Those who gained this cover were out of immediate danger, 
but they were no more than a handful. 

Lieutenant Maffett, who landed with the companies from the 
mine-sweeper, has given the following account of his experiences :— 

‘“* When the picquet boat cast us off we all rowed for the shore 
as hard as we could. The Turks let us get very close, and then they 
opened a terrible fire on us with machine guns and pom-poms, 
the shells of which contained an incendiary mixture. They began 
to hit the boat I was in very frequently, and killed many of my men 
as we were rowing ashore. We were also unlucky enough to lose 
several of the blue-jackets who were rowing us in, and the men had 
to take over their oars, and as they did not know much about 
rowing the result was that we often got broadside on to the shore 
and presented a better target tothe enemy. Just before we grounded 
the boat got hit once or twice with incendiary shells, and commenced 
to go on fire. She was also half full of water from the many holes 
in her by this time. Several of the men who had been wounded fell 
to the bottom of the boat, and were either drowned there or suffo- 
cated by other men falling on top of them ; many, to add to their 
death agonies, were burnt as well. 

“We then grounded, and I jumped out of the bows of the boat 
and got hit in the head by a machine-gun bullet, others going into 
a pack that I was carrying on my shoulders. I went under water 
and came up again, and tried to encourage the men to get to the 
shore and under cover as fast as they could as it was their only 
chance. I then went under again. Someone caught hold of me 
and began pulling me ashore, and as I got to dry land a blue-jacket 
joined him. When I recovered a bit I found it was my platoon- 
sergeant, Sergeant Willis. I did not see him again that day as 
far as I remember. Two men got ashore beside me, and then two 
more that were wounded. We took cover under a low sort of bank 
that was about ten yards from the water’s edge, and bound each 
other up as best we could. Looking out to sea I saw the remnants 
of my platoon trying to get to the shore, but they were shot down 
one after another, and their bodies drifted out to sea or lay immersed 
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a few feet from the shore. I found myself at the extreme left 
of the beach, and put the men I had around me on the alert for a 
rush from the enemy: of course we could not have done any 
good. ... 
“IT lay under cover for the greater part of the morning, and 
tried to get into touch with some of the others. After a bit I 
crawled along towards the fort at Sedd-el-Bahr, and there found 
Captain French. He had been hit in the wrist with a bullet which 
had driven bits of his wrist-watch into him. I lay under cover with 
him for a time. ... I then went to the left of the beach to see if 
I could collect any men there, but all I found were either wounded 
or dead. At the part almost under the lighthouse I found a boat 
that was nearly all submerged, and in it were some of our machine- 
gunners under Lieutenant Corbet ; they were all dead as far as I 
could see, and the machine guns useless. I then went back to 
where Captain French was lying, and spent the rest of the afternoon 
under cover beside him. We had a man near us with a pocket 
periscope, which we put over the top of the bank from time to time 
to see if the Turks were coming down on us, but there was no move 
on their part. We had no food or water with us, as the sea water 
had destroyed it all... |§ The whole beach was strewn with dead, 
and there were very few hale men amongst us. One had to keep 
down the whole time, as the Turks were firing at us all the day . . 
Night fell at length, and shortly after a large number of men came 
off the River Clyde without mishap ; these joined us on the beach, 
and we formed a sort of defensive line for the night.” 

The landing from the River Clyde had progressed no more 
favourably than had that from the boats. 

The collier had taken the ground rather nearer to Sedd-el-Bahr 
than had been intended, and the water at the bows of the ship being 
too deep for the men to land, the lighters which had accompanied 
her had to be brought into position to establish a pier. A strong 
current, however, hindered the work, and the enemy’s fire was so 
intense that almost every man engaged upon it was immediately 
shot Owing, however, to the splendid gallantry of the naval 
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working party, the lighters were eventually placed in position, 
and then the disembarkation began, the companies of the Munsters 
leading, but incurring very heavy losses. 


The following account is taken from a letter by Lieutenant 
O’Hara :— 

“‘ The idea in the case of our ship, the River Clyde, was that she 
was to be run ashore at full speed, and then the sides were partly 
arranged on hinges which were to open, and then we were to get 
ashore and dig ourselves in. The rest of the Regiment was to be 
towed ashore by steam pinnaces in boats. The latter arrived before 
we did, and you never saw such a shambles as that beach was when 
the boats got in. The whole of the high ground round was honey- 
combed with the enemy’s trenches, and they waited till the boats, 
which were crammed full, got about five yards from the shore, when 
they let drive at them with nifles, machine guns, and pom-poms. 
Numbers of men were killed in the boats, others as they waded 
ashore, and more on the sand before they could take cover behind a 
sandbank some twelve or fifteen yards from the shore. ... Mean- 
while, our ship, instead of grounding as had been arranged, 
struck about fifteen yards from the shore, and it was that that saved 
our lives, as we had to stay where we were. Colonel Carington- 
Smith,* Hampshire Regiment, was killed on the bridge as he was 
looking through his field-glasses. Eventually Crozier, Boustead, 
and I got our company ashore about twelve o’clock that night by 
means of a gangway along the ship’s side which connected with some 
lighters. Crozier went first and got his platoon on shore; Boustead 
got his into the lighters ; and I was on the gangway with mine when 
suddenly the Turks opened fire, bullets simply whizzing up against 
the sides of the ship. Crozier shouted to me to take my platoon 
back into the ship, which I did, though not before three men had 
been hit, including Redmond, my soldier servant, who was standing 
beside me: the bullet caught him under the ear and came out just 
behind the nose without doing him much damage.”

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Lieutenant C. McCann, who at the time of the landing was a 
sergeant in ‘‘ W ” Company, writes :— 

“It was about 4.30 a.m. on the 25th when we were beached ; 
then came the dreary wait for orders ; several times the order was 
passed down to get dressed and immediately countermanded. At 
about Io a.m. someone came aboard from the beach with the sad 
news that our Colonel, Adjutant, and most of our officers were killed. 
The effect of the news of Colonel Rooth’s death could be read plainly 
on the faces of all ranks, as they had such faith in him as their com- 
manding officer, and would have followed him to the ends of the earth. 

“‘ It must have been about 7 p.m. that the final order came to 
get dressed. We filed up out of the hold, where we had been in 
semi-darkness all this time, Captain Crozier leading, followed by 
Company Sergeant-Major C. Smith (who did splendid work all 
through the landing), myself, and No. x Platoon, of which I was in 
command, there being no officer with the platoon. As we filed out 
of the holes cut in the side of the old Clyde and down the gangway, 
machine guns opened fire, and we threw ourselves flat where we 
stood ; two of my platoon were hit, and one of them fell headlong 
into the sea. After about ten minutes we moved on, but had only 
reached the two barges that formed the landing stage when we came 
under heavy rifle and machine-gun fire again. 

“* We threw ourselves flat on the barges and lay still for some 
time ; I was between two men of the Munster Fusiliers who were 
dead, but I did not realise this until I asked one of them to make 
more room, and as he did not move I pushed him with my hand, 
and then found that his head was blown away. 

‘“‘Captain Crozier now passed the word to get ashore; we 
moved off the barges over the small rowing boat, scrambled ashore 
through the water, and lined up along the beach. All this time we 
were under a very heavy rifle and machine-gun fire, several of the 
company being hit. 

“I was then posted by Captain Grimshaw with six men as a 
look-out post till morning, when we attacked the fort and village of 


Sedd-el-Bahr.”’ 
D 
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To quote again from Captain Molony :—‘ Meanwhile the men 
on shore had attempted to advance, but any movement was impos- 
sible, for as soon as a man showed himself he was bowled over. 
Captain Higginson was shot through the head while endeavouring 
to knock out a Turkish sniper, and died instantly. By this time the 
beach was a harrowing sight ; bodies were lying all over it, in some 
places in little clumps, in others half in and half out of the water. 
Wounded men were all over the place, and it was impossible in most 
cases to bring them aid.” 

An historian*® tells us that “ nearly all the boats in the tows 
had been destroyed, and some were idly dnfting, manned only by 
the dead. The dead lay upon the lighters, and below the water, 
and awash upon the edge of the beach. The ripple of the tormented 
sea broke red against the sand.” 

“One of the tows had taken half a company of the Dublin 
Fusiliers ”’ [under Captain Mood, with Lieutenant de Lusignan] “ to 
a point called ‘ the Camber Beach,’ just N.E. of the Sedd-el-Bahr 
castle. Perhaps they were intended to threaten the enemy’s 
position from his left flank by creeping round the castle and attacking 
the village streets. This they proceeded to do, and, as the Turks 
had not entrenched this position, the Inshmen with great skill 
crawled from cover to cover till they reached the village wind- 
mills and the entrance to the houses. There they were overwhelmed 
by the crowd of snipers. Many were killed, some cut off, and 
twenty-five returned.’’t 

When that Sunday evening closed—one wonders on how many 
occasions in the long history of the British Army have our most 
desperate battles taken place on this day—the general situation 
was briefly as follows :—The landing at ‘‘ V ”’ Beach had failed, all 
attempts to effect any further landing had been abandoned, and the 
main body of troops which was to have followed the covering force 
on shore had been diverted to ‘‘ W ” Beach ; ‘‘ W.”’ Beach was held, 
though the position of the partially entrenched troops on the 
plateau above it was precarious ; ‘‘ X ’”’ Beach was fairly safe; at

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“YY” and “ Z” Beaches the diminishing companies clung desper- 
ately to their gains against almost irresistible numbers and persistent 
onsets ; while at Kum Kale the French were fulfilling their task, 
but were under orders to withdraw. 

During the night of the 25th-26th the Turks became more 
daring, and at midnight they gathered in numbers unobserved, came 
down from their high ground to the beach, and in the darkness much 
hard fighting took place, when quarter was neither asked nor given. 
Then the attack would melt away and the Turkish machine guns 
would reopen ; but while fighting went on during nearly the whole 
of that night, it had been found possible to get many wounded off 
the beach and back to the River Clyde, whence they were evacuated to 
the hospital ships. When day dawned on the 26th the survivors 
of the landing party were still crouched under the shelter of the 
sandbank ; they had had no rest, food, or water ; the majority of 
them had been fighting all through the night; the 2gth Division 
had lost all three brigadiers—one killed and two wounded—while 
two of the commanding officers of the three battalions concerned 
in the landing at “‘ V ” Beach had been killed. 

Retreat was unthinkable, while to stay on the beach was hope- 
less, and Lieut.-Colonel Doughty-Wylie of the staff, the senior 
officer on the beach, set about to organize an attack on the fort 
and village and the entrenchments of the Turks. The ships of the 
Fleet, so soon as visibility permitted, opened a heavy bombardment 
upon the old fort, Sedd-el-Bahr village, upon the castle north of the 
village, and upon the ground leading up from the beach. 

‘“‘ The naval gunners having done their work, the remnants of 
the three Battalions, their spirits wholly unsubdued by what they 
had gone through, rushed the castle, and by g a.m. they were already 
beginning to force their way into the village. It was only by slow 
degrees, and after gaining the mastery in an infuriated house-to- 
house contest, that the assailants had by about noon succeeded in 
gaining possession of the place. The triumph had, moreover, been 
somewhat dearly purchased in respect to killed and wounded.’’*

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Of the attack on the village Company Sergeant-Major Baker 
wrote :—“ Lieutenant Bernard and Second-Lieutenant Andrews were 
together with about 20 men of ‘ X’ and ‘ Y’ Companies, and they 
took cover behind a wall 5 ft.6in. high. They were being fired at from 
a house in the village. Andrews stood in a gap made by a shell, 
and was directing the fire when he was shot through the heart. 
Lieutenant Bernard called on the others to follow him, and saying 
‘Come on, boys,’ he dashed through the gap when he was shot. . . . 
On the left flank poor Grimshaw was leading a party when he got 
a-bullet through the brain.” 

In the attack on the village, conspicuous where all showed great 
gallantry, were Corporal Cummins, Privates Oliver and O’Toole, 
also Company Sergeant-Major Fergusson and Sergeant Doyle. 

No. 10113 Private T. Cullen, of the Battalion, was the first man 
into the fort at Sedd-el-Bahr, and was awarded the medal for 
Distinguished Conduct in the Field. Here, too, Lieutenant Bou- 
stead distinguished himself. Leaving the men, who had momen- 
tarily taken cover from the heavy machine-gun fire, he ran fearlessly 
to the opening in the fort, repeatedly firing his revolver at the enemy 
within and causing their fire to slacken. 

Major Farmar, staff captain, and, on the death of Major Frank- 
land, Brigade-Major 86th Brigade, has given an account of the landing 
and of the operations that immediately followed,* and writes of the 
attack of the 26th as follows :—‘‘ The Royal Munster Fusiliers and 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, with a half-battalion of the Hampshire 
Regiment, organized by Colonel Doughty-Wylie, and led by him 
and such officers as Majors Grimshaw and Molesworth, Tomlinson, 
Nightingale, and Waldegrave, did magnificently. Their force of 
arms drove back superior numbers of the Turks from their points 
of vantage and into headlong rout. The fallen Grimshaw was 
spoken of as might have been Roland of Charlemagne’s day by the 
witnesses of his deeds in the throes of close combat. The position 
won was quickly secured and consolidated under the direction of 
Sir Ian Hamilton’s staff and the Brigade-Major of the 86th Brigade,

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Major Molesworth and a few remaining officers doing the work of 
a score in reorganizing. The men, though deprived of their accus- 
tomed leaders, worked quietly according to their thorough training.” 

By the evening of the 26th the situation of the invading army 
was decidedly better than it had been on the preceding night ; in 
every direction a footing had been gained, and the Allies now held 
all the ground near the coast from “‘ X ’’ Beach to De Tott’s battery ; 
the whole of the infantry of the 29th Division was ashore, as were 
also several French battalions, some guns had been landed, and a 
considerable amount of stores was already collected and collecting 
on ““ W ” and “‘ V ” Beaches. 

On the 27th there was a general advance, the opposition met 
with was of a half-hearted character, and by the evening of this day 
the landing at Helles might be regarded as consolidated, a front 
having been secured that extended from near De Tott’s battery 
across to the mouth of the Zighin Dere about two miles north of 
Cape Tekke, the allies now occupying the toe of the Gallipoli penin- 
sula for a depth of about two miles, while the Beaches ‘‘ V”’ and 
““'W ” were at least safe from musketry and machine-gun fire. 

In his despatch on these operations Sir Ian Hamilton states 
that “it was so vital to make what headway we could before the 
enemy recovered himself and received fresh reinforcements that it 
was decided to push on as quickly as possible. Orders were there- 
fore issued for a general advance to commence at 8 a.m. next day ” 
[the 28th]. ‘‘ The 29th Division were to march on Krithia, with 
their left brigade leading, the French were directed to extend their 
left in conformity with the British movements, and to retain their 
right on the coast-line south of the Kereves Dere.”’ 

The following extracts are taken from Major Farmar’s account 
of the events of this day—an account from which quotation 
has already been made :—“ On April 28th the 86th Brigade, having 
reorganised, was at first employed in reserve. At 8 a.m. they 
entrenched a position in support of the main attack, which was being 
pressed forward by the French on the right, the 88th Brigade in 
the centre and 87th Brigade on the left.... The attempt. in 
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spite of slender numbers, achieved much success. At II.30 a.m. 
Major-General Marshall, temporarily commanding the three bngades 
of British infantry, gave orders for the 86th Brigade to join in the 
main attack. The 88th Brigade were in difficulties, and were short 
of ammunition. The 86th Bngade received orders to take forward 
ammunition for the 88th, and to carry the latter on in the advance 
to the objective given. This was a spur lying N.E. of Krithia, 
and involved the capture of this village. . . .””. The Royal Fusiliers 
and Lancashire Fusiliers formed the firing line and supports; the 
Royal Munster and Royal Dublin Fusiliers formed the reserve. 

When the advance began it was seen that the French appeared 
to be retiring from the ground they had taken earlier in the day. 
“‘ The 88th Brigade were in difficulties, and a staff officer sent back 
for assistance. Unluckily the message did not reach Headquarters, 
but did reach some portions of both the Royal Munster and Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, and some of these were diverted, unorganised, 
into the 88th Brigade, and lost touch with their own. These bat- 
talions had lost many officers on the 25th and 26th, and were moving 
in small parties, in artillery formation, to avoid the effect of shrapnel 
fire. In consequence, the 86th Brigade lost the power of giving 
effect to their movement. .. . 

“Major Pearson had now got up some ammunition on pack 
animals. ... Major-General Marshall gave orders for the ammuni- 
tion to be taken forward and for the 86th Bngade to pushon. Some 
fifty of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers loaded themselves with bandoliers 
full of ammunition, and were led to the firing line by the Brigade- 
Major. .. The ammunition was passed down the line and the 
party sent back under Sergeant Fergusson, Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
whose services were most valuable. . . . When the Brigade-Major 
went to arrange for the consolidation of the position, only one officer 
of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers was left, Lieutenant O’Hara, who 
rose to every occasion with the greatest coolness and competence, 
from commanding a platoon at the terrible landing from the River 
Clyde to the command of a company the next day, and after April 
28th to commanding the Battalion.” 
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CAPTAIN HENRY DESMOND O'HARA, D.S.O. 
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(The youngest Officer to obtain that honour at that period.) 


Lieut H.D. O'Hara, D.S.O, ‘On April 2¢th, 1y15, at Sedd el-Bahr, he took command of his 
Battalion when all the other ottieers had been killed or wounded = At might, when the enemy broke 
through the line, he displayed great imitative and resource ino organizing a successtul counter:

THE CASUALTIES 39 


Here is this highly-tried young officer’s own brief story of the 
happenings on April 28th and following days and nights :— 

“It was an awful time, and at the end I was the only officer 
left in the battalion, as Grove and Molesworth were both wounded 
though only slightly. The Turks made no attempt to follow up 
their advantage, and we were able to dig in. We remained there 
for two nights, and on the third the Turks advanced, 20,000 strong, 
and tried to break through the line. The fight went on from 10.30 
at night till 5 o’clock next morning—a desperate fight the whole 
time. My regiment alone got through 150,000 rounds, and they 
were only 360 strong. The Turks were simply driven on to the 
barbed wire in front of the trenches by their German officers, and 
shot down by the score. At one point they actually got into the 
trenches, but were driven out by the bayonet. They must have 
lost thousands. The fighting is of the most desperate kind—very 
little quarter on either side. The men are absolutely mad to get 
at them, as they mutilate our wounded when they catchthem. For 
the first three nights I did not have a wink of sleep, and actually 
fell asleep once during the big night attack. We had no food for 
about 36 hours after landing, as we were fighting incessantly. My 
remnants have joined up with the Munsters as a composite bat- 
talion.”’ 

The Royal Munster Fusiliers and Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
were temporarily amalgamated into one battalion under Major 
W. A. Hutchinson, of the first-named regiment, and now held 
the right of the section allotted to the Brigade, the strength of 
which had by this time been very greatly reduced, that of battalions 
being as under :— 

2nd Battalion Royal Fusiliers—12 officers, 481 other ranks. 

1st Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers—11 officers, 399 other ranks. 

Ist Battalion Royal Munster Fusiliers—1z2 officers, 596 other 

ranks. 

Ist Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers—1 officer, 374 other ranks. 

The casualties in the “ Blue Caps’”’ had been terribly heavy, 
for in the operations ending on the last day of April there had 
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been killed or died of wounds 10 officers and 152 other ranks, the 
officers being Lieut.-Colonel R. A. Rooth, Majors E. Fetherston- 
haugh and C. T. W. Grimshaw, Captains W. F. Higginson, D. V. F. 
Anderson, and G. M. Dunlop, Lieutenants R. Bernard, R. de 
Lusignan, and R. V. C. Corbet, and Second-Lieutenant W. Andrews ; 
while the following 13 officers and 329 non-commissioned officers 
and men were wounded :—Major E. A. Molesworth, Captains A. M. 
Johnson, H. C. Crozier, D. French, A. W. Molony, J. M. Mood, and 
J. R. W. Grove, Lieutenants Lanigan-O’ Keeffe, C. G. Carruthers, 
and L. C. Boustead, Second-Lieutenants C. W. Maffett, J. P. Walters, 
and J. Hosford ; 2 non-commissioned officers and men were also 
reported missing. 

This does not exhaust the list of those who fell with the 1st 
Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, for the Rev. Father Finn, chaplain 
to the Battalion, was one of the first to give his life in the landing. 
In answer to the appeals that were made to him not to enter the 
boats, but to remain on board the ship, he replied : “‘ The priest’s 
place is beside the dying soldier,’” and, embarking in one of the 
first boats, he was shot immediately on setting foot on the shore. 
“The men never forgot him, and were never tired of speaking of 
him. I think they felt his death almost more than anything that 
happened in that terrible landing off the River Clyde.... It 
seemed to me that Father Finn was an instance of the extraordinary 
hold a chaplain, and especially perhaps an R.C., can have on the 
affections of his men if he absolutely becomes one of them and 
shares their dangers.’’* 

Lieutenant de Boer, R.A.M.C., the medical officer, was among 
the wounded. . 

May Ist was spent in consolidating the ground gained, in resting 
the men, and in landing reinforcements, stores, and guns. On that 
day Lieutenant O’Hara wrote home :—“ We are now back in the 
reserve trenches about 14 miles from the firing line.” But the 
respite was only a very brief one, for on the gth he wrote again :— 
‘‘ We have made some 5 miles of ground and have had a most awful

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time—fighting by day and night—appalling casualties. Ourselves 
and the Munsters are a composite battalion—strength 400 in all and 
hardly an officer left. We are absolutely worn out, mind and body. 
They are up against a big proposition here, and are pouring in re- 
inforcements. Our Brigade has been merged into the 87th Brigade. 
We have 1,400 left out of 4,000. We have been with the firing line 
for the last fortnight, and it is rumoured that we go into reserve 
to-night.” 

But even this remnant of a regiment was still able to give a 
good account of itself, for Major Farmar describes how, during some 
very fierce fighting of these latter days, when, from copies which 
were found of the Turkish orders for the attack, it was learnt that 
this had been made by 16,000 of their best troops with 2,000 in 
reserve, ‘‘ the fiercest fighting was against the Irish regiments who 
were defending the weakest part of the line and bore the greatest 
weight of the attack. When the masses were checked close to the 
British line, the Germans could be heard cursing, and the sound of 
blows as they tried to urge on the Turks. In the moming there 
were dead in piles close to the British trenches.”’ 

Of the share of the Battalion in this fighting Captain Devoy 
writes :—‘* The 21 men who garrisoned one particular bit of trench 
died to a man in the trench. One man, I recollect, a signaller, 
had as many as nineteen wounds. Of course, it was hand-to-hand 
fighting—no quarter was asked or given. Towards morning several 
of us were using Turkish nfles and ammunition, our own from over- 
work refusing to function. The following morning a patrol of twelve 
of us, under Company Sergeant-Major Fergusson, sallied out [it was 
Fergusson’s own idea] to chase away one or two snipers, and if my 
memory serves me rightly, our total bag of live captives was 38, 
gleaned from all sorts of holes and corners.” 

And so, when after fifteen days and nights of hard fighting all 
that was left of the Battalion was at last withdrawn from the imme- 
diate front into what was at Gallipoli regarded, for want of a better 
name, as a back area, the Divisional General expressed his admiration 
of the valour of the Dublin Fusiliers in the following address :— 
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“Well done, ‘ Blue Caps’ ! 

“I now take the first opportunity of thanking you for the good 
work you have done. You have achieved the smposssble. You have 
done a thing which will live in history. When I first vissted this place, 
with other people of smportance, we all thought a landing would never 
be made, but you did st, and therefore the impossibilities were overcome— 
and tt was done by men of real and true British fighting blood. You 
captured the fort and village on the right that were simply swarming 
with Turks with machine guns, also the hill on the left where the pom- 
poms were. Also the amphitheatre in front which was dug line for 
line with trenches, and from where there came a terrific rifle and machine- 
gun fire. You are indeed deserving of the highest praise. I am proud 
to be 1m command of such a distinguished regiment, and I only hope 
that when you return to the firing line after this rest, which vou have well 
earned, that you will make even a greater name for yourselves. Well 
done, the Dubs! Your deeds will live in history for Time Immortal. 
Farewell [’’ 


On May gth the Commander-in-Chief issued the following 
Special Order to his troops :— 


“Sir Ian Hamilton wishes the troops of the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force to be informed that in all his past expersences, 
which snclude the hard struggles of the Russo-Japanese Campaign, he 
has never seen more devoted gallantry displayed than that which has 
characterised thetr efforts during the past three days. He has informed 
Lord Kitchener by cable of the bravery and endurance displayed by 
all ranks here, and has asked that the necessary reinforcements be 
forthwith dispatched. Meanwhile, the remainder of the East Lanca- 
shire Division 1s disembarking, and will henceforth be avatlable to help 
us make good and smprove upon the positions we have so hardly won.” 

The following appeared in Battalion Orders of May 22nd :— 

“* Major-General Cooper, C.B., Colonel of the Regiment, wishes to 
express to all ranks his very sincere sympathy at the terrible losses of 
the Battalion. He knows very well how all ranks must have fought, 
and how they kept up the great traditions of the ‘ Blue Caps.’ He 
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again wishes to convey hts heartfelt sympathy and condolences to all 
the relatsves who may have lost their dear ones.” 

On the body of a dead Turkish officer was found a letter which 
contained this sentence :—‘' These British are the finest fighters in 
the world. We have chosen the wrong friends.” 


CHAPTER Ill 


GALLIPOLI 
THE LONG STRUGGLE—THE EVACUATION 


On May 12th the following Special Order was issued by the 
General :—- 

““ For the first tume for eighteen days and nights st has been found 
possible to withdraw the 29th Diviston from the fire fight. During the 
whole of that long period of unprecedented strain the Division has held 
ground or gained tt, against the bullets and bayonets of the constantly 
renewed forces of the foe. 

“ During the whole of that long period they have been slluminating 
the pages of military history with their blood. The losses have been 
terrible, but mingling with the deep sorrow for fallen comrades artses 
a feeling of pride in the invincible spirit which has enabled the survivors 
to triumph where ordinary troops must inevitably have farled. 

“I tender to Major-General Hunter-Weston and to his Division 
at the same time my profoundest sympathy with their losses and my 
warmest congratulations on their achievement.” 

The rest was for five days only, and it was used by the Division 
and the Brigades in general, and by the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers in particular, for purposes of much-needed reorganization 
and reconstruction, for the collection and distnbution of such scanty 
reinforcements as during these early days reached the attenuated 
battalion holding the lip of the beaches of the Gallipoli peninsula, 
and in making appointments for the command and administration 
of the units which had been so continuously engaged, and which 
had suffered so many and such heavy casualties. 

Bngadier-General Hare had been wounded in the early hours 
of the landing, and Lieut.-Colonel D. E. Caley, Worcestershire 
Regiment, had on April 27th been appointed to the temporary 
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command of the 86th Brigade ; but three days later this officer was 
relieved by Colonel H. G. Casson, C.M.G., of the South Wales 
Borderers. | 

On May 4th, however, the Brigade was temporarily split up, 
when the above appointment naturally and automatically lapsed, 
as did those minor ones which had been made to the Brigade staff ; 
and the battalions of the Royal and Lancashire Fusiliers were 
attached to the 88th, and those of the Munster and Dublin Fusiliers 
—already, as stated in the last chapter, merged into one battalion— 
were posted for duty to the 87th Brigade. The amalgamated 
Battalion was known among the rank and file composing it as ‘‘ the 
Dubsters.”’ 

The operations at the outset of the Dardanelles campaign had 
left only three officers with the Royal Dublin Fusiliers—Lieutenant 
O’Hara in command ; Lieutenant Floyd, who was promoted Captain 
from April 28th, and who had remained at sea in charge of regi- 
mental transport ; and Lieutenant and Quartermaster Kennedy— 
but during May certain rather meagre reinforcements joined. Of 
the Regiment there came three officers—Captain C. B. J. Riccard, 
A. A. C. Taylor, and W. F. Stirling—with 1 sergeant, 2 corporals, 
and 43 privates—while during the early part of the month five 
officers of other regiments were attached to the Battalion for duty ; 
from the 3rd Battalion, Captain G. E. Bruce; and from the goth 
Battalion Somerset Light Infantry, Captain L. E. George, Lieu- 
tenant A. G. Cripps, Second-Lieutenants H. G. Rogers and F. G. 
Young. 

On May 19th the Battalion was reconstituted as a separate 
unit. 

While the 29th Division was “ resting ’—the Dublin Fusiliers 
at Gully Beach—its place in the front line was taken by the 29th 
Indian Brigade and by the 42nd Division, which had arrived two 
days previously ; but the 29th Division was soon back at the front, 
though during the remainder of the month of May and until the 
middle of the first week in June the operations were confined to 
minor raids and to methodical sapping work, in which the Allies 
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contrived from time to time to gain a little ground. About May 22nd 
there intervened a four-days’ suspension of arms, while both sides 
buried the dead lying out between the front-line trenches. 

On June 5th the 2gth, the 42nd, and the Royal Naval Divisions 
were formed into the VIIIth Army Corps, under Major-General 
Hunter-Weston, Major-General H. de B. de Lisle, who had just arrived 
from France, taking over command of the 29th Division. On this 
day the 86th Brigade was re-formed, and Colonel O. C. Wolley-Dod, 
D.S.O., was placed in charge, with the rank of Brigadier-General. 
At this date the Royal Dublin Fusiliers were 750 strong, a strength 
which was raised on the following day to 830, with 19 officers, many 
officers of the New Armies having arrived for attachment. 

On June goth the Battalion was moved to “‘ X ”’ Beach ; three 
days later, on the 12th, it was again in the first-line trenches, and 
held the so-called ‘‘ Turkish Trench,” repulsing one serious attack 
made by the enemy, but being driven slightly back by a second, 
which immediately followed the first. Casualties were daily, hourly, 
incurred ; thus, on June 7th the “‘ Blue Caps ”’ had 6 men wounded 
and 5 missing ; on the 16th 12 were killed, 31 were wounded and 
4 men were missing ; on the 23rd Captain Bruce was wounded, as 
was three days later Lieutenant Sellars, of the King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers, who was attached for duty to the Battalion. 

At the end of June some important operations were projected 
and carried out, and in these the Dublins were engaged and suffered 
heavy losses in officers and men. General Hunter-Weston had 
“‘ formed a scheme for pushing forward on the left, so as to clear the 
obstacles which had hitherto checked our advance along the coast, 
and so reduce the salient in the centre. ... While the centre 
remained steady about a mile from the sea, the left was to swing 
forward upon it as upon a pivot, covering less ground as the pivotal 
point was approached. Thus five Turkish lines had to be captured 
by the 29th Division on the extreme left, and two by the 156th 
Brigade (52nd Division), which had been inserted on their nght.’’* 

The operations which began on the 28th were entirely successful,

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and marked perhaps the most distinct advance which so far had been 
made on the peninsula ; the Dublin Fusiliers were at the commence- 
ment in brigade reserve, and, the objective having been gained, 
went back on the 29th into bivouac in Gully Ravine. But on the 
two following nights the Turks attacked with great fury and despera- 
tion, and on the 30th the Battalion was ordered to remain on 
Geoghan’s Bluff as a reserve to the 87th Brigade. During the 28th 
and 29th the casualties in the Battalion amounted to 9g officers and 
45 other ranks killed, 1 officer and 138 non-commissioned officers 
and men wounded, 1 officer and 42 men missing. By June 30th the 
strength of the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers had fallen 
again to 8 officers and 595 other ranks. 

The names of the eleven officers above mentioned are as 
follows : Killed—Capts. L. E. George (gth Somersets), E. Dickenson 
(11th Yorks), R. J. Rogers (14th Rifle Brigade), H. M. Floyd (Dublin 
Fusiliers) ; Lieutenants L. C. Boustead (Dublin Fusiliers), H. G. 
Rogers (9th Somersets), A. L. Halsted (15th Rifle Brigade) ; died 
of wounds—Lieutenants A. K. Kingcombe (11th Yorks), A. E. 
Knight (14th Rifle Brigade) ; wounded—Lieutenant C. E. S. Rucker 
(15th Rifle Brigade) ; and missing—Captain A. A. C. Taylor (Dublin 
Fusiliers). 

On the first day of this action a message from General de Lisle 
ran :— 

‘ General de Lisle sends congratulations to the Brigade, and says 
they have done splendidly. Keep st up!” 

On June 29th the following Special Force Order was pub- 
lished :— 

‘‘ The General Officer Commanding feels that he vosces the sents- 
ments of every soldier serving with this Army when he congratulates 
the incomparable 29th Division upon yesterday's splendid attack, 
carried out, as it was, in a manner more than upholdsng the best trads- 
tions of the distinguished regiments of which tt 1s composed. 

‘* The 29th Division suffered cruel losses at the first landing. Since 
then they have never been made up to strength, and they have remained 
under fire every hour of the night and day for two months on end. 
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Opposed to them were fresh troops holding line upon line of entrench- 
ments flanked by redoubts and machine guns. 

‘“ But when, yesterday, the 29th Diviston were called upon to 
advance, they dashed forward as eagerly as tf this were only thet 
baptism of fire. Through the entanglements they swept northwards, 
clearing our left of the enemy for a full thousand yards. Heavily 
counter-attacked at night, they killed or captured every Turk who had 
penetrated their stncomplete defences, and to-day stand possessed of 
every yard they had so hardly gained. 

“* Therefore it 1s that Sir Ian Hamilton ts confident he carries 
with him all ranks of hts force when he congratulates Generals Hunter- 
Weston and de Lisle, the Staff, and each officer, non-commisstoned 
officer and man in this Diviston, whose sustained efforts have added 
fresh lustre to British arms all the world over.”’ 

Since the landing of the vanguard of the Expeditionary Force 
on the Gallipoli peninsula at the end of April certain reinforcements 
had arrived ; thus, the 29th Indian Brigade had joined from Egypt, 
under Major-General Sir Herbert Cox, on May Ist; a few days 
later the 42nd Division was landed, under the command of Major- 
General Sir William Douglas ; early in June Major-General Egerton 
brought out the 52nd Division; while the 13th Division arrived 
under Major-General Shaw, the one-time commander of the 29th 
Division, the 11th under Major-General Hammersley, and the roth 
commanded by Lieut.-General Sir Bryan Mahon, all at intervals of 
some ten days in July. But these reinforcements, satisfactory as 
they seemed on paper, and all-sufficient as they doubtless appeared 
to the authorities at home who had the providing of them, hardly 
did more than replace the wastage incurred by the divisions which 
formed the original expeditionary force. 

On July 17th Lieut.-General Hunter-Weston, commanding the 
VIIIth Corps, left the peninsula for a few days’ rest, and was sub- 
sequently invalided to England, the command of his corps being 
assumed first by Lieut.-General Sir Frederick Stopford, and later 
by Major-General Douglas. 

After the action of the latter half of June, it was decided to 
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withdraw the brigades of the 29th Division by turns to Lemnos 
for a brief rest, and accordingly, on July 16th, the 86th Brigade 
sailed for Mudros harbour, and on arrival there disembarked and 
went into bivouac near the beach. 

The battalions comprising the 86th Brigade had been a bare 
four days on the island of Lemnos when a telegram was received 
warning them to be ready to return to the peninsula next day should 
their presence there be required ; and accordingly they were, on 
July 21st, directed to commence embarkation at Ir a.m. The 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers went on board their ship at 2 p.m., and the 
different battalions of the Brigade landed on ‘‘ V ” Beach between 
II p.m. on the 21st and 4 a.m. on the 22nd, and marched thence to 
Gully Beach. During the afternoon of July 22nd intelligence came 
in that the enemy was preparing a supreme effort to drive the 
British into the sea during the ensuing forty-eight hours, and that 
he had concentrated a force of 100,000 men for this purpose. 

The 86th and 87th Brigades were now in Corps Reserve. 

With the troops already at his disposal, the reinforcing divisions 
now on their way, and with those which had been promised him, 
Sir Ian Hamilton should have had available for future operations 
an infantry force of thirteen divisions and five independent brigades, 
representing on paper a strength of approximately 160,000 bayonets. 
But not only were the units nearly always below establishment on 
landing, but drafts in replacement of wastage were invariably 
seriously in arrear, and actually the Commander of the Mediter- 
ranean Expeditionary Force had never more than 110,000 bayonets 
under his orders, and could never reckon upon the employment of 
even this number for more than a very few days ata time. Further, 
it had for some weeks past been abundantly clear that no help from 
the direction of the Black Sea was to be expected from Russia, and 
that thus several extra Turkish divisions would be set free for the 
Dardanelles—that the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force must 
face Turkey on its own resources alone. 

So far from the British forces having to await a serious attack, 


as rumour seemed to suggest at the moment when the 86th Brigade 
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rejoined from Mudros, it was the invaders who were to make an 
attack upon the Turks, and General Hamilton had decided upon the 
reinforcement of the Australian and New Zealand Army Corps, 
combined with a landing in Suvla Bay. Then, with a strong push 
to capture Hill 305, or Khoja Chemen Tepe, the culminating point 
of Sari Bair, and working from that dominating point, to grip the 
waist of the peninsula. The main strategical conception was then :— 
“‘(r) To break out with a rush from Anzac and cut off the bulk of 
the Turkish Army from land communication with Constantinople. 
(z) To gain such a command for my artillery as to cut off the bulk 
of the Turkish Army from sea traffic, whether with Constantinople 
or with Asia. (3) Incidentally, to secure Suvla Bay as a winter base 
for Anzac and all the troops operating in the northern theatre.’’* 

August 6th was the day fixed for the new enterprise, and on 
this date the troops of the Expeditionary Force were thus dis- 
tributed :— 

At Anzac: The Australian and New Zealand Corps, the 
13th Division, the Indian Brigade, and a brigade of the 
roth Division. | 

At Helles: The 29th, 42nd, 52nd, and Royal Naval Divi- 
sions, with two French divisions. 

At Mitylene: The 31st Brigade and half the 30th Brigade. 

At Lemnos: The other half of the 30th Brigade. 

At Imbros: The 11th Division. 

The infantry of the 53rd and 54th Divisions, the last reinforce- 
ments now due, were then at sea approachmg Mudros, and were 
intended to be kept as a general reserve, but on reaching Mudros 
harbour they were hurried on to Suvla without disembarking. 

On August 5th Sir Ian had issued a characteristic Order calcu- 
lated to stir the spirit of his troops ; it ran as under :— 

‘* Soldiers of the Old Army and the New ! 

‘* Some of you have already won tmperishable renown at our first 
landing, or have since built up our footholds upon the Peninsula, yard

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by yard, with deeds of heroism and endurance. Others have arrived 
just tn time to take part in our next great fight against Germany and 
Turkey, the would-be oppressors of the rest of the human race. 

““ You, veterans, are about to add fresh lustre to your arms. 
Happen what may, so much at least ts certain. 

““ As to you, soldsers of the new formations, you are privileged 
sndeed to have the chance vouchsafed you of playing a decisive part 
sn events which may herald the birth of a new and happier world. You 
stand for the great cause of freedom. In the hour of trial remember 
this, and the fasth that 1s in you will bring you victoriously through.” 

The primary purpose of the attack to be delivered by the 
Anglo-French force at Helles was to hinder the enemy from sending 
any troops from that area to aid those defending Sari Bair ; but 
the Higher Command also hoped that ground would be gained by 
the attack, and that the front would be improved locally in conse- 
quence. 

When on August 6th the attack commenced against the Turkish 
trenches, the Dublin Fusiliers were commanded by Lieut.-Colonel 
T. Ward, of the Reserve of Officers of the West Yorkshire Regiment ; 
the first assault failed, and various orders for its renewal were 
issued and as often cancelled. Then, at 2 a.m. on the 7th, the 
order was finally cancelled, and then an hour later the Battalion 
was directed to take over the whole firing line allotted to the 86th 
Brigade. This was done, and just before daybreak the Adjutant 
of the Essex Regiment (belonging to the 88th Brigade) reported 
to Colonel Ward that a party of the Essex were still holding the 
enemy’s communication trenches leading from our southern barri- 
cade. Lieutenant Hannen and two platoons were passed through 
the barricade, and the party of the Essex Regiment was relieved 
and withdrawn. Later, however, a heavy shrapnel fire and bombing 
was opened on Lieutenant Hannen’s party, which was driven back, 
followed up by the Turks, leaving about thirty dead and badly 
wounded in the trench they had held. Some twenty Turks got into 
the British trenches, and were at once bombed out, good work being 


done by Captain Carruthers. The following casualties were incurred 
E2 
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by the Battalion :—25 non-commissioned officers and men were 
killed ; 3 officers—Captain N. P. Clarke, Lieutenant W. F. Hannen, 
and Second-Lieutenant C. A. Copland—and 150 other ranks 
wounded, with 30 missing. 

The Battalion remained in the firing line until it was withdrawn 
to ‘‘ Y ” Beach, preparatory to transfer to another part of the penin- 
sula, where the situation seemed to demand the services of the 29th 
Division and other reinforcements. 

The force to be landed in Suvla Bay, the third of the three 
operations designed by General Hamilton, was composed of the 
1oth and 11th Divisions commanded by Lieut.-General Stopford. 
At the outset everything went as well as could have been hoped ; 
the actual landing was the most successful operation of its kind 
which up to this had been attempted, and since the Turks had 
been largely taken by surprise the losses were comparatively trifling ; 
but the ground was very difficult, there was great lack of water, 
and while the divisional commanders and brigadiers were as anxious 
to press on as was General Stopford himself, the exhaustion of the 
troops and the lack of artillery support seem to have combined to 
induce the leaders to decide that it was better to make good the 
ground gained rather than at all hazards to push on. The day of 
the 8th, then, was lost, and when next morning the advance was 
resumed it was clear that important Turkish reinforcements had 
arrived, and the British force was thrown back with very severe 
losses from the attempt on the Anafarta Ridge. 

On the morning of the oth the 53rd Division was disembarked 
to reinforce the 11th Division, and on the 11th the 54th Division 
also arrived at Suvla, and it was now intended that the r1th and 
§4th Divisions should move on Ismail Oglu Tepe, while the troops 
from Anzac made a fresh attack upon Sari Bair; but for reasons 
which need not here be gone into these good intentions did not 
materialize. At Suvla there was now the greater part of four 
infantry divisions, but these did not number more than at most 
30,000 bayonets by reason of the casualties sustained, and Sir Jan 
now called up the 2gth Division and a division just arrived from 
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Egypt, and placed the force at Suvla under the command of Major- 
General de Lisle. 


In his final despatch General Hamilton wrote :—‘' It was not 
until the 21st that I was ready to renew the attack. ... I decided 
to mass every available man against Ismail Oglu Tepe. ... The 
scheme for this attack was well planned by General de Lisle. 
The 53rd and 54th Divisions were to hold the enemy from Sulajik 
to Kiretch Tepe Sirt, while the 29th and 11th Divisions stormed 
Ismail Oglu Tepe. ... I arranged that General Birdwood should 
co-operate by swinging forward his left flank to Susuk Kuju and 
Kaiajik Aghala.”’ 

Ismail Oglu Tepe is thus described :—‘‘ The hill rises 350 feet 
from the plain, with steep spurs jutting out to the west and south- 
west, the whole of it covered with dense holly-oak scrub, so nearly 
impenetrable that it breaks up an attack and forces troops to move 
in single file along goat-tracks between the bushes.” 

On August 18th the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
embarked from ‘‘ W”’ Beach in H.M. transport Prince Abbas, and 
landed therefrom at Suvla Bay on the early morning of the roth, 
moving at once to Chocolate Hill and thence into the first-line 
trenches on Hill 53, where all ranks were busily employed in im- 
proving the firing and communication trenches. This position was 
held during the assault on Hill 112 by the other battalions of the 
brigade, the casualties in the Battalion being 5 men killed, Lieu- 
tenants G. S. Fenning and E. Osborne and a few men wounded. 
The Dublins were relieved at night by the 5th Battalion Royal 
Irish Fusiliers, and then proceeded to fire-trenches two miles north 
at Kuchuk Anafarta Ova. 

On August 21st the 2gth Division was detailed to storm 
Scimitar Hill, the possession of which was essential to the attack 
on the main Turkish positions. ‘“‘ The 2gth Division,” says an 
historian,* ‘“‘ now contained far less than half of the troops who 
landed in April. Few indeed of their original officers were left,

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few of the trusted sergeants and corporals whom they knew. They 
had been brought hurriedly into the midst of an unknown scene, 
and found themselves included between lines of unknown and untried 
battalions. . . . None the less, this indomitable Division, in this 
its last battle upon the Peninsula, displayed to the last the indomit- 
able spirit habitual to its nature, and fought with the same proud 
self-sacrifice and confident enthusiasm as had distinguished it at 
the landing.”’ 

The 87th Brigade attacked the left front of Scimitar Hill, 
while the 86th was intended to storm the position from the right. 
“But as they advanced they found their progress hindered by 
battalions of the 32nd and 33rd Brigades, which had edged off to 
their left instead of keeping their direction straight forward and 
working on parallel lines with the 29th Division. Battalions in the 
three brigades thus converged and became confused. ... Instead 
of being covered by the r1th Division as intended, the right flank 
of the 29th Division was hampered and almost paralysed... . 
The confusion was increased by a raging fire, which with long 
tongues of flame consumed what was left of the bush... and 
entirely cut off co-operation with the 87th Brigade. Such parties 
as reached the broad bare patch of ravine from which the name 
of ‘ Scimitar’ was derived became at once exposed to the storm 
of shrapnel and rifle fire. ... The leading troops were simply 
swept off the top of the spur, and had to fall back to a ledge 5.W. 
of Scimitar Hill, where they found a little cover. ... This un- 
successful attempt to capture the hill so ominously known as 
‘ Scimitar ’ cost little less than 5,000 casualties.” 

During these operations excellent work was done by Captain 
de Wolf, Lieutenants Tooth and Hawes, Sergeant O’Connor (killed), 
and Corporal Doyle, of the Battalion. During the latter part of 
the time the Battalion was commanded by Lieut.-Colonel O’Dowda, 
West Kent Regiment, who had relieved Colonel Ward. 

The ‘ Blue Caps”? remained at Suvla until September 8th, 
when at night they marched to the beach for embarkation to Imbros, 
one man being killed by shell-fire during embarkation. Imbros 
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was reached during the oth, and the Battalion, having landed, 
went into camp at Kephalos for rest. 

On September 18th, while at Imbros, the following was received 
from H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, Colonel-in-Chief of the 
Regiment :— 

‘“‘ His Royal Highness ts proud of the magnificent behaviour of 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, and hopes you will on the first opportunsty 
convey to the Regiment his apprecsation of all they have done at the 
Dardanelles and in France, and hts sincere sympathy at the sad losses 
sustained.” 

Next day it was announced in Battalion Orders that a return 
to Suvla would take place on the following night, and the baggage 
was taken down to the beach to be put on board, but was sent 
back again, as it was then considered too stormy to embark for 
the Peninsula. But on the afternoon of the 21st embarkation took 
place, the Battalion landing again at Suvla at 11 at night and 
marching to Reserve Nullah, where the night was passed. Next 
evening the Battalion relieved the rst Battalion King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers in the fire trenches, and at once set to work to improve 
and extend them. During the next few days there was very little 
rifle fire from the Turks, simply intermittent shelling and persistent 
sniping, Second-Lieutenant J. A. H. Taylor being killed by a sniper 
on the night of the 23rd-24th. The plague of flies was very dis- 
tressing, dysentery was rife, and men went sick daily, and by the 
end of September the strength of the Battalion was down to 15 
officers and 608 other ranks, despite the fact that during the last 
two months upwards of 300 non-commissioned officers and men had 
reached the Battalion in drafts from home. 

The Battalion remained in the front line, work went on, there 
were days of quiet, days of outbursts of heavy fire and accompanying 
losses. On October 2nd Corporal Byrne, Privates Irwin and 
McGuire behaved in a very gallant manner, and brought in two 
wounded men from the open under a very heavy fire. 

On October r1th Lord Kitchener cabled to General Hamilton 
asking for an estimate of the losses which would be involved in an 
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evacuation of the peninsula, and Sir Ian replied estimating these 
at 50 per cent., and giving his opinion that such a step as evacuation 
was “ unthinkable.”” Five days later—on the 16th—Lord Kitchener 
again telegraphed saying that the War Council wished to make a 
change in the command, and later he was informed that General Sir 
Charles Monro had been appointed to relieve him, and that, pending 
this officer’s arrival, General Birdwood was to assume command on 
the Peninsula ; and on the 17th General Sir Ian Hamilton issued 
the following farewell order :— 

“On handing over the Command of the Mediterranean Expedi- 
tionary Force to General Str C. C. Monro, the Commander-in-Chief 
wishes to say a few farewell words to the Allied troops, with many of 
whom he has now for so long been associated. First, he would like 
them to know his deep sense of the honour st has been to command so 
fine an Army tn one of the most arduous and difficult campaigns 
which has ever been undertaken ; secondly, he must express to them 
hts admtration at the noble response which they have invariably given 
to the calls he has made upon them. No risk has been too desperate, 
no sacrifice too great. Sty Ian Hamilton thanks all ranks, from 
Generals to private soldiers, for the wonderful way they have seconded 
his efforts to lead them towards that decisive victory which, under their 
new Chief, he has the most wmplicst confidence they will achieve.” 

General Monro reached the Peninsula on October 30th with 
orders (1) to report on the military situation ; (2) to give an opinion 
whether on purely military grounds the Peninsula should be 
evacuated, and, in the event of his deciding against this last, to 
estimate the number of troops required to carry the Peninsula, to 
keep the Straits open, or to take Constantinople. For many and 
cogent reasons which will be found set out in detail in Sir Charles 
Monro’s despatch of March 6th, 1916, but which need not here be 
repeated, he condemned the whole expedition root and branch ; 
but before coming to any conclusion as to the military policy to 
be adopted, the Cabinet commissioned Lord Kitchener to visit the 
Dardanelles in person and assume the responsibility of decision. 

The Field-Marshal left England on November 5th, and on 
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reaching Mudros consulted with Sir Charles Monro, who meantime 
had visited Egypt, and now returned accompanied by General 
Maxwell, commanding the forces in Egypt. ‘ Purely military con- 
siderations apart, Kitchener was an opponent of immediate evacua- 
tion. He thought, too, there was still room for further resistance, 
and before leaving London had even urged Mr. Balfour to consider 
the possibility of another enterprise by the Navy to force the 
Straits.”” * But on talking the matter over with the senior officers 
on the spot, Lord Kitchener finally and reluctantly decided in favour 
of evacuation, and the necessary orders were accordingly given. 

While on the Peninsula the Field-Marshal visited Helles, Anzac, 
and Suvla, and on November 11th caused the following to be 
published :— 

‘ At the conclusion of his visit to Suvla to-day Field-Marshal 
Lord Kitchener instructed the Corps Commanders to express to all 
vanks of the corps and troops attached, His Majesty the King’s deep 
appreciation of the ceaseless and arduous work performed by them 
during the past three months in the face of a determined enemy. His 
Majesty graciously directed Lord Kttchener before he left England to 
convey this message to the troops concerned.” 

On November 19th Lieut.-Colonel O’Dowda was appointed to 
act in command of the 38th Brigade, 13th Division, and Captain 
de Wolf assumed command of the Battalion in his place. 

During the remainder of the stay of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
on the Peninsula there were no more desperate actions such as 
were some of those in which the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’”’ had earlier been 
engaged ; but there was a ceaseless round of hard work in pre- 
paring new defences and in the improvement of those already 
existing, and the troops were always opposed to, and under the fire 
of, a brave and untiring foe. Casualties were occurring daily— 
almost hourly—not, indeed, in any large numbers, but there was 
a constant drain or wastage which such drafts as at long intervals 
arrived did little to make good. By the end of November the 
strength of the Battalion had fallen to 12 officers and 332 other

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ranks, but there was no withdrawal to rest-quarters, and the men, 
if taken from the fire trenches in one part of the line, were merely 
transferred to others where equal vigilance was called for. 

To the end of November the weather remained generally fine, 
but on the 27th and the four following days there was a heavy south- 
west gale and torrents of rain; piers and landing-stages were 
destroyed, light craft were driven ashore, trenches were filled with 
water, and streams roared down the gullies. At Suvla the havoc 
wrought was exceptionally heavy. ‘‘ Across a long and deep ravine 
leading obliquely down from the whale-back ridge of Kiretch Tepe 
Sirt, high parapets had been constructed by Turks and Britons 
alike. Against these parapets the water was dammed up as in a 
reservoir. They gave way, as when a reservoir’s embankment 
bursts, and the weight of accumulated water swept down the ravine 
into the valley, and from the valley into the Salt Lake and the shore, 
bearing with it stores and equipment, mule-carts and mules, and the 
drowning bodies of Turks and Britons, united in vain struggles 
against the overwhelming power of nature. Along the other sections 
of the lines the men stood miserably in the trenches, soaked to the 
skin, and in places up to their waists in water. 

‘“‘ Then, of a sudden, the wind swung round to the north and fell 
upon the wrecked and inundated scene with icy blast. For nearly 
two days and nights snow descended in whirling blizzards, and 
two days and nights of bitter frost succeeded the snow. The 
surface of the pools and trenches froze thick. The men’s great- 
coats, being soaked through with the rain, froze stiff upon them. 
Men staggered down from the lines numbed and bemused with the 
intensity of the cold. They could neither hear nor speak, but 
stared about them like bewildered bullocks. The sentries and out- 
posts in the advanced trenches could not pull the triggers of their 
rifles for cold. ... Few can realise the suffering of those four 
days. 

“‘ As though to test their power of endurance up to the very 
last, the full weight of misery fell upon the 29th Division, detained 
at Suvla since their final battle of August 2zst.... The dead 
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in the I[Xth Army Corps alone numbered over 200. From the 
Peninsula about 10,000 sick had to be removed. Many were frost- 
bitten ; many lost their limbs ; some, their reason.’’* 

In the rst Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers several men died 
of exposure, and the Battalion War Diary says, under date of 
November 29th :—‘‘ Many men went to hospital and a few returned. 
Impossible to estimate number of sick.” Indeed, by the end of 
November the Battalion was, as has been stated, so seriously reduced 
in numbers that it is difficult to see how it could have kept the field 
as a serviceable unit had it not been for the opportune arrival on 
December 2nd of a draft of three officers—Second-Lieutenants G. B. 
Hollom (5th Middlesex), R. G. S. Durward (14th Royal Scots), and 
C. F. Greenlees (gth Queen’s)—and 168 non-commissioned officers 
and men. 

By many people the mere landing on the Peninsula had been 
looked upon as an operation almost impossible of achievement, but 
to bring away an army from open beaches in the face of a resolute 
enemy seemed a task of even greater difficulty, involving risk of 
the heaviest losses, or even of disaster. It has been done before 
in military history, but only after the enemy has suffered serious 
defeat, and here there was of this no question. Competent 
authorities had estimated that the loss might be anything from 15 
to 50 per cent., and at Mudros preparation had been made for 10,000 
wounded. It must be remembered that at Suvla and Anzac alone 
more than 83,000 men had to be embarked, with some 5,000 horses 
and mules, 2,000 carts, 200 guns, and 30 days’ supply for the troops, 
with great quantities of engineering and medical stores; and all 
this had to be done under the very nose of a brave and vigilant 
enemy who was nowhere more than 300 yards distant from our 
front, and at many points no more than Io or 20 yards ! 

It was decided that Anzac and Suvla should be the first places 
on the Peninsula to be evacuated, and when definite instructions 
to this end were issued there were no fewer than five divisions then 
at Suvla, all now under the command of General Byng. These were,

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counting from left to right, the 11th, the 29th, the 53rd, the 13th, 
and the 2nd Mounted Division, and it was decided that of these 
the 29th and 53rd should first be sent away, the 29th returning to 
the scene of its early triumphs at Helles. 

On December 13th, then, orders were received by Captain de 
Wolf that the Battalion was to leave next day, and accordingly, 
about 7.30 on the night of the r4th, a start was made from Reserve 
Nullah, and, embarking in H.M. transport Hazel at midnight, they 
reached Mudros harbour the next morning. The Battalion re- 
mained all that day on board the ship, which sailed again at 7.30 p.m. 
for Helles ; this was reached about midnight, and the troops, at once 
landing, marched to and bivouacked at the old French Head- 
quarters; but in the course of the next forty-eight hours they 
moved, first, to the lines of the Royal Fusiliers above ‘‘ X ’’ Beach, 
and then to those which had been previously occupied by the 
Royal Marines. From here the Battalion moved up to the firing 
line, its effective strength being now 590 all ranks, and at once came 
under heavy rifle fire, the support and reserve trenches being also 
continuously shelled, though casualties were happily few in number. 

On December 22nd there was again a very heavy rain-storm, 
resulting in the trenches becoming 2 to 3 feet deep in mud and 
water; the front and communication trenches were shelled inter- 
mittently during the day, and just before dawn on the 23rd “ the 
Turks bombed us out of two saps in ‘Z’ Company’s lines, but 
were at once again driven out by a bombing party under Lieutenant 
H. L. Ridley, who behaved with great gallantry. Casualties: 12 
killed and 18 wounded ; enemy—zo dead bodies either brought in 
or seen in No Man’s Land.” 

On this day Major H. Nelson, Ist Battalion Border Regiment, 
arrived and took over command of the Battalion, with the tem- 
porary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 

By 5.30 a.m. on December 2oth every single soldier had been 
withdrawn from Suvla and Anzac, and four days later General 
Birdwood was directed to make al] preliminary preparations for the 
immediate evacuation of Helles in the event of orders to this effect 
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being received. These orders arrived on the 28th, and General 
Birdwood proceeded immediately to carry them into effect. 

The troops at Helles on this day consisted of the 29th, 42nd, 
52nd, and Naval Divisions, with a comparatively small body of 
French troops ; but on December 29th the 13th Division, which had 
moved to Imbros from Suvla, was shipped across in relief of the 42nd. 
To make sure of rapid embarkation, it was proposed to use four 
beaches—Gully Beach, ‘‘ X,’”’ ‘‘W,” and “‘ Y” Beaches—and at 
each of these many piers had been placed in position, while defensive 
positions were selected and prepared for covering the embarkations 
at each beach. 

It had been intended that the 13th and 29th Divisions 
1816 should be the last troops to leave, but with the New Year the 
weather showed signs of breaking, and certain modifications 
had to be made in the arrangements ; so that while the rearguards 
of these two divisions did not actually leave the Peninsula until the 
night of January 8th-gth, when the evacuation was finally and most 
successfully completed, the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
sailed away just a week earlier. 
It was on January Ist, 1916, that the Battalion, when 
‘eave Game: working on the defences, suddenly received orders to 
embark at “‘V” Beach at midnight. Here, after 
considerable delay, the Battalion was placed on board the Rtver 
Clyde, and thence on tugs which took the troops to the Ausonia, 
the usual difficulties of transhipping at night being aggravated by 
a choppy sea. All, however, were safely on board the transport 
just as day was breaking. Mudros harbour was reached about 
noon on January 2nd, when the Battalion disembarked and marched 
to camp at Mudros East. 

On the 5th Captain Carruthers, with ro officers and 100 other 
ranks, sailed for Egypt as an advance party in the Caledonia, being 
followed by the rest of the Battalion in the Serangbee on the 8th. 
During the voyage a zig-zag course was pursued from fear of sub- 
marines, some of which were known to be in these waters; but 
Alexandria was safely reached on the afternoon of the roth, the 
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troops disembarking next day and entraining during the afternoon 
for Suez. On arrival at a railway siding some three miles from Suez, 
the train was left, and the Battalion moved into a camp which had 
been pitched in readiness for its arrival by the advance party under 
Captain Carruthers. 

During the comparatively brief stay of the Fusiliers in Egypt 
they were a good deal moved about. On February 13th they moved 
across the Suez Canal to El] Kubri; on the 2oth they relieved the 
Lancashire Fusiliers in the front-line trenches at Darb-el-Haj ; on 
March 3rd, during a very heavy sandstorm, they marched back again 
to El Kubri, and on the next day to their first camp near Suez. 
Here orders were received for the 29th Division to prepare to proceed 
to an “ unknown destination,” and on March 11th the Battalion 
entrained at Suez, and travelled right through to Alexandria in 
two parties. The port was reached at daybreak on the 12th, and 
embarkation took place forthwith on the transport Mtnominee. 
Alexandria was left on the 13th, and, pursuing the usual zigzag 
course, the ship sailed for a port in Southern France. 

The following are the names of the officers who appear to have 
landed in the new theatre of war with the Battalion :—Lieut.- 
Colonel H. Nelson ; Captains A. S. Trigona, C. G. Carruthers, C. E. 
Hawes, G. M. Moffatt, H. L. Ridley, and C. Maffett ; Lieutenants 
G. C. Jacobs and F. H. McCormack ; Second-Lieutenants C. F. 
Greenlees, D. F. Scott, T. W. R. Neill, F. R. Oxley, A. M. B. B. 
Rose-Cleland, W. J. Robertson, H. V. Spankie, R. G. S. Durward, 
J. Trotter, D. R. Warner, G. B. Hollom, A. J. W. Pearson, A. G. 
Tooth, and C. A. Copland ; Second-Lieutenant and Adjutant F. A. 
Wilson ; Lieutenant and Quartermaster C. W. Armstrong ; Captain 
the Rev. D. Power, Roman Catholic chaplain; and Lieutenant 
L. D. Shaw, R.A.M.C., in medical charge of the Battalion. 

The strength of the Battalion on February 29th, the nearest 
date for which any return appears to be forthcoming, was I warrant 
officer, 30 sergeants, 40 corporals, 9 drummers, and 1,335 privates, 
so that the ‘‘ Blue Caps ”’ were once again a really strong unit ; but 
the personnel of the Battalion had undergone an almost complete 
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change since it had landed in Gallipoli rather less than eleven months 
previously. Of those who had then stormed ashore from the boats 
or from the River Clyde, there remained at the final evacuation no 
more than eleven non-commissioned officers and men who had served 
continuously throughout the campaign without having been 
invalided by reason of wounds or sickness ; while of those who, 
having landed with the Battalion, had been invalided, but had 
returned to duty in time to leave the Peninsula on evacuation, there 
were but I officer and 78 other ranks. Lieutenant O’Hara, who was 
the only officer left after the fierce fighting of the early days, had 
died on August 29th, 1915, of wounds received in action. 

Of those of the Battalion who died we can hardly more fittingly 
take leave than in the words with which the Commander of the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, in the concluding paragraph 
of his final despatch, pays his tribute “ to the everlasting memory 
of my dear comrades who will return no more.” Of them Sir Ian 
writes :— 

‘“* So I bid them all farewell, with a spectal Godspeed to the cam- 
paigners who have served with me right through from the terrsble yet 
most glorious earlier days—the sncomparable 29th Division; the 
young veterans of the Naval Divsston ; the ever-victorious Australians 
and New Zealanders ; the stout East Lancs, and my own brave fellow- 
countrymen of the Lowland Division of Scotland.” 


CHAPTER IV 


MARCH, 1916—OCTOBER, 1917—FRANCE. 


THE BATTLES OF THE SOMME, 1916; BATTLES OF ARRAS, 1917; THE 
BATTLES OF YPRES, 1917. 


THE voyage through the Mediterranean was eventless, and 
Marseilles was reached early on the morning of 
Battalion March igth. Here the Battalion was landed during 
ove the afternoon and entrained, leaving Marseilles very 
March, 1916. early in the morning of the 2oth. Travelling 
steadily northward for forty-eight hours the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers arrived at Pont Rémy just before daylight on 
the 2and, detrained and marched to Domqueur, where they went 
into billets: battalion training was at once commenced, and leave 
was for the first time opened to the United Kingdom. On the 
last day of the month the whole of the 86th Brigade moved up to 
Beauval, whence on April 4th the Battalion marched to Acheux 
preparatory to going up into the front line. 

During the past winter considerable reinforcements had 
reached the British Army in France, while the incessant strain of 
the recruiting service had been eased by the recent introduction 
in the United Kingdom of compulsory service. At the time when 
the 29th Division was brought over to France from Egypt there 
were four British armies in the field, the Second (Plumer) in the 
Ypres district, the First (Monro) opposite to Neuve Chapelle, the 
Third (Allenby) covering the new French sector down to Arras, 
and the Fourth (Rawlinson) from Albert to the Somme, where the 
British line joined on to that of the French. The 29th Division was 
still in the VIIIth Corps, which had, however, been re-constituted, 
and it was now composed of two regular divisions, the 4th and 
29th, with the 31st Division of the New Army, and the 48th South 


Midland Territorial Division. 
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The spring of the year had witnessed a most determined 
attack by the Germans upon the Ypres salient, while in the middle 
of March the pressure upon the French at Verdun had become 
very severe, and in order to afford some easement to our Allies a 
French army—the Tenth, under Foch—had been drawn out of 
the line and twelve miles had been added to the British front. 
At the end of March there was heavy fighting about St. Eloi, and 
in April about the dangerous Loos salient, but it seemed that all 
the activity exhibited by the enemy was partly to hold us to our 
ground while they dealt with the French at Verdun, and partly— 
since the Germans had a shrewd suspicion that some great 
movement by the British was in contemplation—to try to 
provoke a premature offensive on our part. 

At this time the southern end of the whole British line was 
held, as has been stated, by Rawlinson’s Fourth Army. This 
consisted of five corps, each of from three to five divisions, his 
infantry numbering about 200,000 first class troops. The five 
corps, counting northwards from the junction with the French, 
were the XIIIth (Congreve), the XVth (Horne), the IIIrd 
(Pulteney), the Xth (Morland), and the VIIIth (Hunter- 
Weston); and when the preparations were set on foot for the 
Battle of the Somme, whereby it was intended to break or shift the 
western end of the German line and so relieve the pressure on 
Verdun, the front of the VIIIth Corps extended from Hébuterne in 
the north down to a point just north of the Ancre, and faced the very 
strong German positions of Serre in the north and of Beaumont 
Hamel in the centre. 

The Battalion spent the time between its arrival at the front 
from the port of disembarkation and the commencement of the 
operations known as the Battle of the Somme either in the front 
line about ‘'Auchonvillers, in the brigade or divisional reserve at 
Mailly Maillet, or in corps reserve near Louvencourt. There was 
much good work done in digging new trenches and in repairing 
existing ones. The weather was for the most part wet and stormy, 
and there was a certain amount of sickness, but the drafts were 
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strong and provided at regular intervals; and when on June 27th 
orders were received to move up next day, ready for the attack, to 
the portions of the line known as ‘‘ 88th Trench’’ and ‘‘ Essex 
Street,’’ the strength of the Battalion was probably at its highest, 
containing, as it did, 43 officers and 1,066 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men. A new second-in-command had joined 
ten days previously, Major E. F. E. Seymour, of the Regiment, 
displacing Captain Trigona, who now reverted to the command of 
**Z’’ Company. 
The opening of the battle had been planned for June 
Battle ef 2th, but the weather was so tempestuous that it was 
the Somme. put off until it should moderate, but on moving up to 
the position detailed the Royal Dublin Fusiliers were 
ordered to make a raid on the German trenches either on the night 
of the 28th or early morning of the 29th, and a party of two officers 
—Lieutenant Gun-Cuninghame and Second-Lieutenant Devoy— 
and eighty other ranks was told off for this duty. The raiding 
party reached the front line very early on the 29th, and Second- 
Lieutenant Devoy laid the tape on the enemy’s wire before our 
barrage lifted, but was wounded on his way back, Second- 
Lieutenant Pearson taking his place. On arriving near the 
enemy’s wire fire was opened upon the party with bombs, rifle 
grenades, rifles, machine guns, guns and trench mortars, and the 
party was forced to retire. All ranks behaved admirably, and 
some with conspicuous gallantry in bringing in the dead and 
wounded. The casualties were 3 men killed, 2 officers 
(Cuninghame and Devoy), and 7 other ranks wounded, while 19 
men were at first reported missing, but next day 6 of these reported 
themselves, having remained hidden from the enemy in shell- 
holes in No Man’s Land. 

The order of battle of the VIIIth Corps was as follows :— 
Counting from north to south were the 31st Division, having 
Serre for its objective; the 4th Division, opposite Beaumont 
Hamel; and south of this again the 29th; while the 48th Division 
was in reserve. ‘‘ Such was the force, comprising nearly 50,000 
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behind the 2nd Royal Fusiliers by companies and reform at Station 
Road, also by companies, ready for the assault of the enemy 
second-line system; but this could only be done after the 2nd 
Royal Fusiliers had gained their objective, the enemy front-line 
system, and this the 2nd Royal Fusiliers were unable to 
accomplish. It was very difficult for companies to move up to the 
front line owing to the trenches being blocked by a number of men 
of the Battalion in front, 86th Brigade Machine Gun Company, 
and consolidating parties. Consequently it was 8 o’clock before 
‘'W’ and ‘ X ’ Companies were able to begin moving out over the 
parapet. Our own barbed wire was cut only at intervals of about 
forty yards, and by this time the Germans had machine guns 
trained on these gaps, the result being that our casualties were 
very heavy, and only a few of our men ever got through our own 
wire, and still fewer of these succeeded in advancing more than 
fifty or sixty yards before being shot down. ‘W’ and ‘Y’ 
Companies both behaved exceptionally well under fire. At noon 
the attack here was abandoned, and we were ordered to hold and 
consolidate our own front line.’’ 


An historian of the war recounts in confirmation of the above 
that ‘‘ parties of the leading regiments were speedily up to the 
German front-line trench, but their advance beyond it was 
delayed by the fact that the dug-outs were found to be full of 
lurking soldiers who had intended no doubt to rush out and attack 
the stormers in the rear, but who were discovered in time and had 
to fight for their lives. These men were cleared out upon the 
right, and the advance then made some progress, but on the left by 
9 o’clock the 86th Brigade had been completely held up by a 
murderous machine-gun fire in front of Beaumont Hamel, a 
position which presented peculiar difficulties. . . . By half-past 
ten the action had resolved itself into a bombardment of the 
German front line once more, and the assault had definitely failed. 
There was an attempt to renew it, but when it was found that the 
86th and 87th Brigades were equally reduced in numbers it was 
recognized that only a defensive line could be held. 
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‘* All the troops of the 29th Division had lived up to their 
fame. ... There was no_ slackness anywhere, either in 
preparation or in performance, and nothing but the absolute 
impossibility of the task under existing conditions stood in the 
way of success.”’ ® 


The losses of the Division were heavy, and in the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers they amounted to :—Killed, 4 officers (Captain 
E. R. L. Maunsell, Second-Lieutenants A. J. W. Pearson, 14th 
Royal Fusiliers, C. F. Greenlees, 9th Queen’s, and A. M. B. B. 
Rose-Cleland) and 18 non-commissioned officers and men; 
wounded, 7 officers (Lieutenant R. Elphick, Second-Lieutenants 
T. W. R. Neill, 9th Royal Scots Fusiliers, W. J. Robertson, gth 
Royal Scots Fusiliers, H. V. Spankie, R. G. S. Durward, 14th 
Royal Scots, J. E. B. Maunsell, and M. H. Tighe), and 125 other 
ranks, while 1 officer (Second-Lieutenant D. R. Warner) and 63 
men were missing. 


Second-Lieutenant Neill died of his wounds on July 3rd. 


On the 3rd the following telegram was received in the 29th 
Division :— 


‘* Sir Aylmer Hunter-Weston desires all ranks to know that 
General Joffre has expressed his appreciation of the hard fighting 
carried out by our troops on the English left. Itts greatly due to 
the fact that the Germans were so strong and so well provided 
with guns in front of the VIIth and VIIIth Corps that the French 
and the British troops in touch with them on the right of the Fourth 
Army were able to make our brilliant and successful advance. 
Sir Aylmer Hunter-Weston congratulates all officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and men of the VIIIth Corps on the magnificent 
courage, discipline and determination displayed by the troops who 
carried out the attack. No words of praise can be too high, and 
Sir Aylmer Hunter-Weston considers it an honour to be the 
comrade of such heroes.”’

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On July 4th*® the Corps Commander published the following 
message to all officers, non-commissioned officers and men of the 
VIlIth Corps :— 


‘‘In so big a command as an Army Corps of four Divisions 
(about 80,000 men) tt ts tmpossible for me to come round all front 
trenches and all billets to see every man as I wish to do. You 
must take the will for the deed, and accept this printed message in 
place of the spoken word. 

‘“‘It is difficult for me to express my admiration for the 
splendid courage, determination and discipline displayed by every 
officer, N.C.O. and man of the Battalions that took part in the 
great attack on the Beaumont Hamel-Serre position on July st. 
All observers agree in stating that the various waves of men issued 
from their trenches and moved forward at the appointed time in 
perfect order, undismayed by the heavy artillery fire and deadly 
machine-gun fire. There were no cowards or waverers, and not a 
man fell out. It was a magnificent display of disciplined courage 
worthy of the best traditions of the British race. 

‘“ Very few are left of my old comrades, the original 
‘Contemptibles,’ but their successors in the 4th Division have 
shown that they are worthy to bear the honours gained by the 4th 
Division at their first great fight at Fontatne-au-Pire and Ligny 
during the great retreat and greater advance across the Marne and 
_ Aisne, and in all the hard fighting at Ploegsteert and at Ypres. 


‘“Though but few of my old comrades, the heroes of the 
historic landing at Cape Helles, are still with us, the 29th Division 
of to-day has shown itself capable of maintaining its high 
traditions, and has proved itself worthy of its hard-earned title of 
‘the Incomparable 29th.’ 


“The 31st New Army Division and the 48th Territorial 
Division, by the heroism and discipline of the units engaged in 
this their first big battle, have proved themselves worthy to fight 


* General Hunter-Weston had reassumed command of the VIIIth Corps on 
March 7th, 1916. General de Lisle was still commanding the 29th Division. 
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by the side of such magnificent regular divisions as the ath and 
agth. There can be no higher praise. 

‘* We had the most difficult part of the line to attack. The 
Germans had fortified it with skill and immense labour for many 
months, they had kept their best troops here, and had assembled 
N.E. and S.E. of tt a formidable collection of artillery and many 
machine guns. 

‘* By your splendid attack you held these enemy forces here in 
the north and so enabled our friends in the south, both British and 
French, to achieve the brilliant success that they have. Therefore, 
though we did not do all we hoped to do, you have more than 
pulled your weight, and you, and our even more glorious comrades 
who have preceded us across the Great Divide, have nobly done 
your duty. 

‘* We have got to stick tt out and go on hammering. Next 
time we attack, if it please God, we will not only pull our weight 
but will pull off a big thing. With such troops as you, who are 
determined to stick tt out and do your duty, we are certain of 
winning through to a glorious victory. 

‘* I salute each officer, N.C.O. and man of the 4th, 29th, 31st 
and 48th Divisions as a comrade in arms, and I rejoice to have the 
privilege of commanding such a band of heroes as the VIIIth 
Corps have proved themselves to be.”’ 

A telegraphic message from His Majesty the King to General 
Sir Douglas Haig was briefer, but not one whit less appreciative. 
It ran :— 

‘* Please convey to the Army under your command my sincere 
congratulations on the results achieved in the recent fighting. I 
am proud of my troops. None could have fought more bravely.’’ 

For full three weeks the Battalion remained in the same neigh- 
bourhood, when in the front line holding grimly on, and when 
withdrawn to the reserve position about Mailly Wood reorganizing 
and cleaning up, while providing large and frequent working 
parties for making, enlarging and repairing the communication 
trenches. During these three weeks reinforcements were received, 
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but these came from all corps, and only a comparatively 
insignificant proportion of them came from the Regiment, which 
was regrettable, but possibly unavoidable under the circumstances 
and in view of the pressing need of relieving the daily wastage 
incurred; thus of the reinforcements received in ‘‘ other ranks ”’ 
only 54 were provided by battalions of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
while 52 came from the Royal Munster Fusiliers, 63 from the 
Royal Irish, 18 from the Leinsters, 9 from the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers, 4 from the Royal Irish Rifles, 4 from the Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers, and 2 from the Connaught Rangers. Eleven 
young officers also joined the Battalion at the same time. 

A good deal of spasmodic shelling was done by the enemy, 
especially at night, with gas shells, heavy howitzers, field guns 
and Minenwerfers, and casualties, of course, were daily incurred, 
these amounting by June 24th to 11 non-commissioned officers and 
men killed, 2 officers (Lieutenant McCormack and Second- 
Lieutenants Addis) and 33 other ranks wounded. 

There were orders given at one time to prepare for another 
‘*‘push,’’ but nothing happened, and the Battalion moved down 
on the 23rd to Warnimont Wood on relief, and on the next day 
was directed to move to Beauval. Here, on the 26th, three more 
young officers joined. 

The reason for the move of the Battalion from the Beaumont 
Hamel front was that it had now been decided to create a Fifth 
'Army, under Lieut.-General Sir Hubert Gough, the functions of 
this army being to hold the line from La Boisselle to Serre, and to 
form a defensive flank and pivot for the IIIrd, XVth and XIIIth 
Corps to the south. The new Fifth Army was created by the 
detachment of the two northern corps of General Rawlinson’s 
army, the VIIIth Corps (Hunter-Weston) and the Xth Corps 
(Morland). 

On July 27th the rst Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
marched from Beauval to Doullens, whence it proceeded by train 
to Esquelbecq, which was reached next morning, and from where 
the Battalion moved by road to Wormhoudt, and here remained in 
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The following congratulatory messages were received by the 
G.O.C. 29th Division; from the Commander-in-Chief :— 

‘** Congratulate 29th Division on success of minor operations 
carried out on morning of February 28th.”’ 

From the General Officer Commanding the Fourth Army :— 

‘** Please convey to 29th Division, and especially to 86th 
Brigade, my congratulations on their successful attack yesterday. 
The tenacity in holding on to ‘ Potsdam Trench’ and the efficient 
support of the artillery are deserving of high praise. The plan of 
attack was well conceived by the Divisional Commander and Staff, 
and very gallantly executed by the 1st Royal Dublin Fusiliers and 
2nd Royal Fusiliers.’’ 

From the Commander of the XIVth Corps, with which the 
Division was serving :— 

** Please convey to 86th Brigade my hearty congratulations 
and thanks for grit and tenacity during a trying day. The 
capture of ‘ Potsdam Trench’ was quite up to Gallipoli form. It 
is of the utmost tmportance, and I know the 86th Brigade will hold 
and keep tt. Artillery support and barrage quite admirable.”’ 

The Battalion now had a succession of moves, consequent on 
the transfer of the 29th Division from the XIVth Corps of the 
Fourth Army to the XVIIIth Corps (Maxse) of the Third Army 
(Allenby), and to the region of Arras. 

At this time the Third Army contained the VIth, VIIth, 
XVIIth and XVIIIth Corps, while the XVIIIth Corps was 
composed of the 17th, 29th, 33rd and soth Divisions. 

As a result the Battalion marched from Ville-sur-Corbie on 
March 2oth and proceeded from there to Mericourt, thence to 
Belloy St. Léon; from there on the 29th to Soues, then to Halloy, 
and from there via Longuevillette, Beaurepaire, Beaudricourt, 
Bavincourt and Simoncourt in very heavy snow to Arras, which 
was reached on ‘April 12th. Herethe Battalion occupied quarters in 
the Citadelle, but was greeted with orders to move up into the line 
next morning, leaving behind ten per cent. of officers and men for 
reinforcing’ purposes.

THE BATTLE OF FLANDERS. SCENE ON THE BATTLEFIELD, ST. JEAN. 
JULY 31st, 1917. 
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The Battle of Arras, which raged from April 9th to 23rd, and 

in which the 29th Division had been called to take 

Battle ef 2 hand, was the result of a wide advance now intended 
Arras. by the British on a front of more than 12 miles, 
from Lens in the north to Arras in the south. Here 

very many guns had been collected, and four corps were waiting 
for the signal toadvance—three corps of Allenby’s Army and one of 
the First Army, now under Horne. Maxse’s XVIIIth Corps was in 
reserve in rear of the Third Army. There was hard fighting from 
April oth to 12th, by which latter date the British had captured 
Vimy Ridge and the village of Monchy-le-Preux, but the losses 
had not been inconsiderable, and on the evening of the 12th one 
of the divisions of the VIth Corps in the immediate front of Maxse’s 
was drawn out and replaced by the 29th Division, and on the 13th 
this portion of the front was held by two divisions only, the 29th 
to the south and the 17th to the north, covering the whole broad 
area from the north of the Cojeul River to the south of the Scarpe. 
During the next few days the Royal Dublin Fusiliers were 
constantly in the firing line, and supplied large parties daily, 
when, for brief periods, they were withdrawn, for consolidating the 
position and digging communication and other trenches. The 
position was almost incessantly shelled by the enemy, and even in 
Monchy it was found to be very dangerous to move about above 
ground, and by the 23rd the casualties incurred amounted to 
16 non-commissioned officers and men killed, 4 officers 
(Captain Lanigan-O’ Keeffe, Second-Lieutenants Baker, Kidson 
and Devoy) and 60 other ranks wounded, while 2 men were 
missing. But on the very next day still heavier losses were 
experienced. On the night of the 23rd orders had been issued 
for a general attack on the following evening. These were, 
however, cancelled later, but the Battalion was ordered to assault 
a certain hill at 4 p.m. However, owing to the brigade runner 
losing his way the orders as to a change in the time of barrage 
did not arrive, and the two companies detailed—‘ W ’ and ‘ X’ of 


the Battalion—attacked with very great gallantry, unsupported 
G2 
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of the Steenbeck. When at last relieved by the 16th Battalion 
Middlesex Regiment the losses were found to have totalled 42, of 
whom 4 were killed or died of wounds, while 1 man was reported 
missing. 

Until the evening of the 15th the Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
remained in a tolerably comfortable camp at De Witte Cross 
Roads, reorganizing the companies and enjoying a brief period 
of rest and shelter from the rain. But ‘‘ the ground was still very 
wet and the conditions deplorable, but the advance must be con- 
tinued at all costs if the preparations were not to be thrown away 
and winter to find us still within the old pent-house of Ypres. By 
the end of the second week in August the higher ground was 
beginning to dry, though the bogs in between were already hardly 
passable. One more fortnight would be invaluable, but Sir 
Douglas could not afford to waste another day. Upon August 
16th the advance was resumed . . . after the usual heavy 
bombardment the attack began at 4.45 in the morning. . . .’’ 

‘* The front of Cavan’s XI Vth Corps was formed by the erand 
old 29th Division upon the left, and the 20th Light Division, the 
heroes of many fights, upon the right. Both divisions lived up to 
their highest that day, which means that many a brave man died 
at his highest to carry onthe record. . . . The advance of the 
29th Division was begun by crossing in the early dawn the bridges 
thrown over the Steenbeck. Starting from the line of the stream 
the advanced mud-beplastered lines, extending as they crossed 
country, coalescing as they concentrated upon any obstacle, moved 
swiftly forwards to their objectives, which were taken in their. 
entirety. Passerelle Farm was carried by the veterans of the 2oth, 
and so was Martin’s Mill upon the right, many prisoners being 
sent to the rear. Another heave took them across the grass-grown 
lines of the abandoned railway, and on into the hamlet of 
Wijdendrift, the line being established well to the N.E. of that 
place.’’ * 

In this attack by the 29th Division the 87th and 88th Brigades 

* Conan Doyle, Vol. IV, pp. 162-164. 
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formed the firing line, the 86th Brigade and the rst Battalion 
Inniskilling Fusiliers being in reserve, but at night the ‘‘ Blue 
Caps ’’ moved up to the front line in relief of the 4th Worcesters, 
who were engaged in consolidating the third objective. The 17th, 
so the Battalion diary tells us, was a “‘ fairly quiet day, though 
the four companies in the front line have casualties. ‘X’ 
Company fire on enemy patrol of three, who surrender; they 
belong to the rigth Infantry Regiment, 26th Division. Second- 
Lieutenant Hawtrey, on patrol, meets an enemy patrol of three, 
fires on them, two escape, one surrenders; another of the enemy 
leaves his lines and surrenders to ‘ X ’ Company.”’ 

The Battalion remained in the front line until the night of the 
2oth, sustaining very heavy enemy shell fire, but working hard on 
the consolidation of the trenches and patrolling the Broembeck 
River, with a view of setting up bridgeheads ; but no crossing could 
then be effected as existing bridges had been destroyed by gun-fire. 
On relief by the Newfoundland Regiment the Battalion withdrew 
to camp near Elverdinghe, when the casualties during the 
operations of the 16th to 2oth were found to be as follows :— 
Killed or died of wounds, 20 non-commissioned officers 
and men; wounded, 58. The Battalion was not further 
engaged in the month of August, during which it had had some 
120 of all ranks killed and wounded, and the following letter from 
the Colonel of the Regiment, though received some weeks later, 
may well here be quoted as showing how closely friends at home 
were following the doings of the Regiment :— 

“I am indeed deeply grieved at the very heavy losses sustained 
by your Battalion, which have been brought to my notice from a 
Casualty List sent to me by the Officer in Charge of Records of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, from August 5th to 31st, 1917, received 
this morning. Kindly convey to all ranks my sincere sympathy 
and very high appreciation of their splendid gallantry and devotion 
to duty, maintaining in such a brilliant manner the great traditions 
of our grand old Regiment. Bravo the ‘ Blue Caps!’ Every 
good wish to you all.’’ 
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During the latter part of September Brigadier-General Jelf, 
the commander of the 86th Brigade, had been ill, and Lieut.- 
Colonel Nelson had taken his place from the 16th to the 23rd, 
during which time Major Clarke again took charge of the 
Battalion. On September 24th Brigadier-General G. R. H. 
Cheape, M.C., was appointed to command the 86th Brigade, and 
on the 27th Lieut.-Colonel Nelson assumed that of the 88th 
Brigade, when Major Moore again commanded the Battalion. 

During the month of September the Battalion was not 
seriously engaged, though in the last few days it sustained some 
14 casualties, 1 man being killed. The Battle of Ypres of 
this year had not yet come to an end, and on the 2oth of this 
month the British had made a fresh attack between Langemaarke 
and Hollebeck, but while the XIVth Corps still held the extreme 
north of the British line neither they nor the French on their left 
were really engaged in the advance. This corps covered the front 
as far as Schreiboom. 

Then on October 4th the corps on the right attacked, one 
battalion of the 29th Division being ordered to co-operate. The 
Ist Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers had received instructions ere 
this to join the 16th (South Irish) Division, which found itself 
unable to maintain its strength without absorbing all other Irish 
units. Hearing of this single-battalion attack the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’”’ 
sent a deputation to the divisional commander requesting permis- 
sion to make one more attack for the honour of the 29th Division, 
which all ranks were so grieved to leave. This request was 
granted, and the account of the part played by the Battalion may 
here be given as recorded in the official narrative. 

On the night of October 3rd-4th the Dublins relieved the 16th 
Middlesex in the right sector of the divisional front; the two 
leading companies for the assault—‘*' Y ’’ on the right and ‘‘ Z”’ 
on the left—moved into Eagle Trench and put out covering posts. 
The section of the Trench Mortar Battery formed up in rear of 
‘*'y ’? Company, and in rear of that again was a flanking detach- 
ment of the Middlesex; ‘‘ W’’ Company in support and ‘‘ X ”’ in 
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reserve were behind one another in shell-holes to the left rear of 
the Trench Mortar Battery. 

The companies moved forward very quietly and relieved the 
Middlesex Regiment, tools and battle stores were noiselessly 
issued, and the early hours of the 4th passed without enemy 
movement, the shelling becoming slightly more heavy at 5 a.m. 
One hour before zero all was ready, and on our barrage coming 
down in great accuracy and volume the leading companies left 
their positions and moved in lines of sections as close under the 
barrage as possible. 

‘‘'W”’ Company was the first to fener the capture of its 
objective and ‘‘Z’’ seized both its objectives, capturing 2 
machine guns and 31 prisoners, as well as 20 others in 
shell-holes, but part of the company came under very heavy 
machine-gun fire from across the Broembeck. No report came in 
from ‘‘ Y’’ Company, all the officers and the sergeant-major of 
which had become casualties, but it was found to be on its 
objective and in touch with the leading battalion of the 4th 
Division. As a matter of fact, the Battalion was the only unit 
engaged which reached its objective and maintained itself there, 
and as one of the men of the Battalion put it in a letter home when 
writing to his wife of the success of the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ attack, 
“We went through them like the way the Divil went through 
Athlone—in standing jumps! ”’ 

The Germans delivered a rather half-hearted counter-attack, 
but this was easily beaten off, and by the afternoon the companies 
of the Dublins had dug themselves in so well that though under 
tolerably heavy shelling they escaped excessive casualties. 

Lieut.-General Sir H. de Lisle writes: ‘‘ Sergeant Ockenden, 
who won his V.C. on this occasion, performed a very sensational 
act. He was officiating as company sergeant-major that day; 
seeing a platoon officer hit and the advance stopped by a machine 
gun, he charged it from a flank, killing all the detachment but 
one, who ran away. He chased this man across the whole front 
of the Battalion and bayoneted him, and in spite of the bullets the

whole Battalion rose up and cheered him. Later in the day he 
attacked a farm, killing four of the enemy himself and accepting 
the surrender of sixteen others.’’ 

The official account of the act which won the Victoria Cross 
for No. 10605 Sergeant James Ockenden is given as follows in the 
London Gazette of November 8th, 1917, Supplement No. 30372 :— 
‘‘In the attack on the morning of October 4th, 1917, east of 
Langemaarke (Flanders), Sergeant James Ockenden was acting 
company sergeant-major. Noticing the right platoon held up bv 
an enemy machine gun which was causing many casualties he, 
with absolute disregard for his personal safety, immediately rushed 
the gun, killed two of the gunners and followed and killed the 
third who was making his escape across No Man’s Land. He 
then led a party to the attack on T. Gord Tervestern Farm. This 
party was heavily fired on as it advanced. Sergeant Ockenden 
dashed ahead and called upon the garrison to surrender. They, 
however, continued to fire, and with great boldness Sergeant 
Ockenden then opened fire himself. Having killed four of the 
enemy he forced the remaining sixteen to surrender. During the 
remainder of the day Sergeant Ockenden displayed the greatest 
gallantry, making many dangerous patrols and bringing back 
most valuable information as to the disposition and intentions of 
the enemy.”’ 

The night of the 4th-5th was calm, and the next morning was 
clear with considerable enemy aerial activity. By midday the 
German fire from the Broembeck—guns, machine guns and 
rifles—was heavy, but the companies succeeded in pushing posts 
well out towards the river so as to maintain better observation of 
the movements of the Germans. 

During the night of the 5th-6th there was again heavy enemy 
gun-fire, and, owing to the relieving battalion not knowing the 
locality and the guides losing their way, the relief was not com- 
pleted until 2 a.m. on the 6th when the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ withdrew to 
Eton Camp, “‘ arriving in very good spirits.’’ 

On this day General de Lisle visited Battalion headquarters to 
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express in person his congratulations on the great success of the 
operations, in the course of which many gallant deeds were done 
and brought to notice. Second-Lieutenant Devoy was wounded, 
but refused to go to hospital and remained with his company, 
while another subaltern, Second-Lieutenant Wallis, who was 
officer in charge of ‘‘ dumps,’’ was rendered unconscious by a shell- 
burst at 1 a.m. on the 4th, and remained so until found at 10 a.m., 
‘* not reported as casualty as he remained with unit.”’ 

The following were the losses in the Battalion :—Killed, 
Second-Lieutenants A. H. Allen and A. J. McCann and 30 
other ranks; wounded, Acting-Captain McIntyre, Second- 
Lieutenants Smith, Seale, Hastings, Johnston and O’Carroll, and 
127 non-commissioned officers and men, while 17 men were 
missing. Of Seale’s wound Captain Devoy has a curious story to 
tell illustrating the complex character of the Hun :—‘‘ When I 
went back to have a wound dressed I found Seale lying in a shell- 
hole badly hit through an artery high up in the leg. Lying beside 
him was a young Boche, scarcely more than a boy, holding the 
severed ends of the artery tightly with his half-frozen fingers, which 
were blue with the cold. . . . He undoubtedly saved Seale’s 
life.’’ 

The Divisional Commander received the following message 
from Lieutenant-General Lord Cavan, commanding XIVth Corps : 
‘* My heartiest thanks and congratulations to you and all ranks. 
A very fine finish to your noble work in Flanders.”’ 

The time had now come for the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers to leave the 86th Brigade and the 29th Division in which 
they had served since arrival in England from India on the out- 
break of the war, with which they had seen such hard fighting, 
sustained so many losses, and had added so greatly to the high 
character which during so long a period the ‘‘ Blue Caps ”’ had 
maintained. On October 15th Brigadier-General Cheape took 
leave of the Battalion in a very complimentary speech, and on the 
18th, when in camp at Beaumetze, the Dublins were inspected for 
the last time by General de Lisle, who, in bidding them farewell, 
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called out all the officers of the Battalion, thanked them for the 
good work of the Regiment during the two and a half years it had 
served with the 29th Division, and expressed his deep regret at 
losing so fine a Battalion. 

Only two of the original battalions now remained in the 86th 
Brigade, the 2nd Royal Fusiliers and the 1st Lancashire Fusiliers, 
and from both of these the kindliest messages were received. 
From the first-named regiment :—‘' We all most sincerely regret 
your leaving the brigade, and wish you the best of luck and 
glory ’’; while the O.C. the last-named corps wrote :—‘‘ Just a 
line to wish you all, on behalf of the regiment, the best of good 
fortune in your new division, and to tell you how much we regret 
your departure. Hoping to meet you again in the near future.”’ 

Played out by the bands of these battalions the ‘‘ Blue Caps ”’ 
marched from Beaumetze on the morning of October 19th and 
arrived the same evening at Armagh Camp in the Croisilles area, 
some 10 miles S.E. of Arras, and here joined the 48th Brigade. 


CHAPTER V 


THE Last YEAR OF THE GREAT WAR. 
FIRST BATTLES OF THE SOMME, 1918—THE BATTLE OF THE LYS. 


THE 16th (South Irish) Division was at this time commanded by 
Major-General W. B. Hickie, C.B., and contained the 47th, 
48th and goth Brigades. It was then in the VIth Corps (Haldane), 
which, with three other corps, the IVth, Vth and XVIIth, formed 
the Third ‘Army, under General Byng, and the VIth Corps was 
now holding a front from Monchy to rather beyond Bullecourt. 
The commander of the 48th Brigade was Brigadier-General F. W. 
Ramsay, C.M.G., D.S.O., and the Brigade consisted of the Ist, 
2nd, 8th, 9th and roth Battalions of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 
The 1st Battalion reached its new unit at a strength of 32 
officers and 812 other ranks, but within the next few days several 
officers joined, some on appointment, others in consequence of 
the amalgamation of the 8th and oth Service Battalions of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, so that by October 31st the strength of 
the 1st Battalion in officers was as high as 52, while that of 
other ranks was 823. The following were the officers who on 
this day appear to have been present at headquarters :—Lieut.- 
Colonel A. Moore, D.S.O., in command; Major W. T. Rigg; 
Captains W. P. Oulton, M.C., J. C. Bonnar, G. H. Chandler, 
M.C., P. J. Shears, G. E. Cowley, J. Devoy, and A. C. Lendrum; 
Lieutenants A. M. Kneafsey, L. A. King, W. B. St. G. Cameron, 
W. E. Caldbeck, W. Kee, M.C., and G. G. T. Browne; Second- 
Lieutenants D. P. Wagner,.M.C., P. Laffan, M.C., G. H. 
Noblett, D. W. Wallis, W. F. Spiess, M. Layton, B. Ward, 
S. G. Crawford, J. St. J. G. Ervine, D. Mackillop, J. F. 
Williamson, T. Bedell-Sivright, J. J. Gyves, J. E. Johnston, 
R.S. Boles, D. W. Harris, R. H. Howell, A. Tumility, G. P. G. 
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Crawford, R. H. Burns, P. McCarthy, W. A. McWilliam, 
G. B. Barre, H. Burns, and E. W. Jackson; Acting Captain R. 
Maguire, M.C., adjutant; Lieutenant T. J. Considine, assistant 
adjutant; and Captain J. A. Clarke, quartermaster. 

At the end of the month of October the distribution of officers 
by companies appears to have been as under :— 

‘‘W” Company.—Captains Oulton, Cowley and Shears; 
Lieutenants Cameron and Browne; Second-Lieutenants Wagner, 
' Layton, Sidwell, Somers, Mackillop, Gyves, Howell and 
McWilliam. 

‘‘X ” Company.—Captains Lendrum and Holman; Lieu- 
tenants Kneafsey and Kee; Second-Lieutenants Wallis, Ward, 
Spiess (Intelligence Officer), Laffan (Signalling Officer), Boles, 
Barre, H. Burns and Jackson. 

‘“Y” Company.—Acting Captain Bonnar; einen 
Letchworth, Caldbeck and King (Lewis Gun Officer); Second- 
Lieutenants Bedell-Sivright, S. G. Crawford, Williamson, 
Johnston and R. H. Burns. 

‘*Z’’? Company.—Captains Chandler and Devoy; Second- 
Lieutenants Walker, Noblett, Ervine, Harris, Tumility, G. P. G. 
Crawford and McCarthy. 

During the month of October the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers remained quietly at Armagh Camp, engaged in battalion 
training, and was inspected by its new brigadier and divisional 
commander; but on the morning of November rst it moved off and 
relieved the 2nd Battalion Royal Irish Regiment as right support 
in the sunken road about Croisilles, sending out working parties 
to the front, which were for the most part engaged in wiring the 
position held. Then on the 7th the Battalion relieved the 2nd 
Battalion of the Regiment in the right sub-section of the front line 
N.E. of Croisilles, ‘‘ W’’ Company being on the right, ‘ Y ”’ in 
the centre, and ‘‘ Z”’ on the left, with ‘‘ X ’? Company in support. 

On the night of the gth-1oth various patrols were sent out 
from the British lines, but Lieutenant Tumility and Sergeant 
Fenton, who had gone out from ‘‘ Z’’ Company, failed to return, 
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and two days later it was learnt that they had been surrounded by 
an enemy patrol, when Lieutenant Tumility had been killed and 
the sergeant wounded and taken prisoner. 

By the 19th the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ had been again withdrawn, 
and were in rear at Railway Support, and on the next day took 
part, with the 16th Division, in an assault which was delivered in 
conjunction with some larger operations undertaken by the Third 
Army. The task allotted to the 16th Division was to carry out an 
attack on Dovis Tunnel and Tunnel Support trenches, the 47th 
Brigade being on the right, the 48th in the centre, and the 4gth 
on the left. The order of attack by the 48th Brigade was as 
under :—On the right was the roth, on the left the 2nd, and in 
support was the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, the reserve 
at Ervillers being composed of the 8th/oth Battalion of the 
Regiment. Zero hour was 6.20 a.m. Battalion headquarters of 
the 1st Battalion, with ‘‘ Y’’ and ‘‘Z’’ Companies, was in 
Railway reserve, while ‘‘W’’ and ‘‘X’’ were under cover 
adjacent to and immediately S.W. of Lincoln Support. 

The orders issued to the Battalion directed that at zero hour 
‘* XX’? Company, with ‘‘ W ’’ in rear, was to move forward behind 
any infantry assembled in ‘‘ Lincoln Trench ”’ until the latter had 
taken up their positions in the front line, after which they were to 
follow the assaulting troops, collecting the wire en route. On 
the wiring material being dumped in forward position, ‘‘ W’”’ 
Company was to move back to company lines, the O.C. Company 
having previously satisfied himself that ‘‘X’’ Company did not 
need assistance in completing its task. On the wiring being 
completed ‘‘X’* was to withdraw to Tunnel Support after 
reporting to the O.C. 2nd and roth Battalions. 

The Brigade assaulted with admirable dash and secured all 
objectives. ‘‘X’’ Company, under command of Captain 
Lendrum, followed closely behind the leading waves, and with 
remarkable rapidity put up a double belt of concertina barbed wire 
along the whole brigade front. ‘‘W’’ Company, under Captain 
Oulton, worked splendidly, making repeated journeys backwards 
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and forwards from and to the captured position with wire for ‘‘ X’’ 
Company. The G.O.C. Brigade expressed his entire satisfaction 
with the work done by the Battalion, and made very complimentary 
reference to the excellence of the wiring carried out by the two 
companies of the Battalion. 

The 16th Division secured in all 670 unwounded prisoners, and 
caused very considerable loss to the enemy. The casualties in 
the Battalion were unusually light. Second-Lieutenant B. Ward, 
‘‘X ’’? Company, who behaved very gallantly, was killed, having 
been previously wounded in the wrist but carried on; Corporal 
Wall, D.C.M., of ‘*X’’ Company, was also killed, while 
Captains Oulton and Lendrum, Second-Lieutenant McWilliam 
and 4 other ranks were wounded. 

Before the end of the month of November Lieutenant Bedell- 
Sivright and 8 men were wounded. 

On December ist the Battalion was up again in the front line, 
headquarters in Hindenburg Tunnel, described as ‘‘ quite a 
wonderful work about 4o feet deep and lit by electric light.’’ On 
the next day, at 2 a.m., the enemy made a very successful raid on 
a post held by a small party of ‘‘X’’ Company. The post was 
at the end of a T sap, and the Germans must have got in behind 
the garrison. By blood and bits of clothing it would appear that 
the enemy must have suffered some casualties, but one non- 
commissioned officer and 4 men of the Battalion were missing. 
On patrols moving out no trace could be found of the raiders ; two 
men of the post who at the time were off duty and were sleeping 
in a shelter beside the post heard nothing, and the only thing 
noticed by posts a short distance away on either flank was a shout 
of ‘‘ Stand to.’’ An officer had visited the post at 10 minutes to 
2, when he found everything quiet. 

The Battle of Cambrai had been raging since November 2oth, 
and had at the outset resulted in considerable successes to the 
British, but by degrees the enemy had brought up new divisions 
and had grown so strong that by the end of the month the initiative 
had passed to the Germans, and there were everywhere signs that 
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a great counter-offensive was about to be launched. This was 
eventually delivered on November joth, with the unfortunate 
result that three British divisions had experienced very serious 
losses, while we had been obliged to withdraw from certain 
positions we had captured and held north of the Flesquiéres Ridge. 
The event was not without its effect upon units occupying other 
portions of the long line, and early in December the 16th Division 
was at short notice moved to the neighbourhood of Epéhy. 


From Armagh Camp the Battalion marched to Rocquigny, 
where the Dublin Fusiliers Brigade found itself in camp together ; 
next day, on receipt of urgent orders, the march was renewed to 
Templeur-la-Fosse, where the Battalion ‘‘ embussed ’’ and arrived 
very early on the morning of December 4th at St. Emilie. This 
was left again on the 11th for Hamel, and Hamel on the 17th by 
road and rail for Epéhy—‘‘ the weather very cold, ground 
covered with snow, some cases of frost-bite.”’ 


The 16th Division was now in the VIIth Corps, under General 
Congreve, this corps being the northern-most unit of Gough’s 
Fifth Army. 


Christmas Day, 1917, was passed by the Battalion in the front 
line, for on December 23rd it moved into brigade support, the 
headquarters being accommodated in cellars in the village of 
Lempire, and the companies being distributed as follows :—‘‘ W’”’ 
Company in Malassise Farm and Old Copse, ‘* X’’ Company in 
Lempire village, Enfer Wood and May Copse, “‘ Y ’’ Company in 
old ‘‘Support Trench,’’ and *‘Z’’ Company in the sunken road 
near Battalion headquarters. Here all ranks were under very 
heavy shelling by the enemy of the forward and back areas, 2 
men being killed on the 26th by a high explosive shell, while the 
weather was very cold, sleet or snow falling nearly every day that 
the Dublins were up in the line. 


On December 29th the Battalion was relieved, and moved 
back to Villers Faucon, the accommodation here being Nissen 
huts for the officers and Adrian huts for non-commissioned officers 
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as yetcompleted. Behind the whole position in the south was the 
great bend of the Somme, which was also being organized as a 
reserve position, but this was equally incomplete. 

On March 2oth, in face of this 50 miles of British front 
held by 24 divisions or 200,000 British soldiers, there lay a 
German ffirst line of 60 divisions or 500,000 infantry, and, 
further, while the Germans held another 30 divisions in 
immediate support, the British reserves, particularly as regards 
the Fifth or Southern Army, were few and distant. Finally, the 
German guns were here more than twice as numerous as those 
at the disposal of General Sir Hubert Gough. 

The War Diary for March 2oth of the rst Battalion Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers contains the significant statement: ‘‘ Enemy 
attack is expected any day now. It is now stated to be certain, 
although on many previous occasions it was given out that it was 
about to take place.’’ 

At this time the front of the VI Ith Corps—14,000 yards—‘‘ went 
southward from a point about half a mile north of Gouzeaucourt, 
at the top of a hill about 400 yards west of Gonnelieu, through 
Gauche Wood to Vaucelette Farm, then south-eastward to Epéhy 
and Ronssoy. A few hundred yards south of Ronssoy the 16th 
(South Irish) Division, VIIth Corps, joined the 66th Division, 
XIXth Corps. Congreve had 3 divisions in line, the gth, first 
under General Tudor, then under General Blacklock; the 2tst, 
under General Campbell; and the 16th, under General Sir 
Amyatt Hull.* Reserves, 39th Division, under General 
Feetham.’’t 

On the night of March 2oth-21st the Battalion was holding 
the centre sub-section of the 48th Brigade front. Roughly, the 
front of the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers was from 
Malassise Farm exclusive to May Copse inclusive, the Battalion 
headquarters being in the old battery position about 200 yards in 
rear of the centre. ‘‘ Y’’ was the right front company, in shelters

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along the Lempire road; ‘‘ W’’ was on the left front about Old 
Copse; ‘“‘Z’’ was in right support near May Copse, and “* X”’ 
was in and in front of Malassise Farm. 

In the event of attack, the orders were to hold the front line 
at all costs. Should Epéhy or Malassise Farm be taken, the 
Battalion was to be prepared to form a defensive flank against the 
enemy trying to turn the flank through Lempire. 

‘* The division had two brigades in the line, the 48th 
Battle of the to the left and the 4gth to the right, and it appears to 
Somme, 1918. have sustained an attack which was of a peculiarly 
crushing nature. . . . These brigades were desper- 
ately engaged during the day, as was the 116th Brigade of the 
39th Division which came to the help of the Irish, while the 
other two brigades of this supporting division endeavoured to 
strengthen the line of defence in the rear zone with a switch line 
from Saulcourt to Tincourt Wood. . . . Especially fierce was the 
resistance offered by the 48th Brigade in the north, some units of 
which were swung round until they found themselves sharing 
with the 21st Division in the defence of Epéhy. . . . The general 
situation upon the front of the VIIth Corps on the night of March 
aist was that the 16th Division, reinforced by the 116th Brigade, 
held the main battle positions, save on the extreme right, as far 
north as St. Emilie. Thence the line followed approximately the 
railway round and E. of Epéhy, in the region of the a2ist 
Division.’’* 

‘* Shortly before 5 a.m. on March 21st a bombardment of 
great intensity, with gas and high explosive shell from all natures 
of artillery and trench mortars, was opened against practically the 
whole fronts of the Fifth and Third Armies from the Oise to the 
Scarpe River, while road centres and railways as far back as St. 
Pol were engaged by high velocity guns. Violent bombardments 
were opened also on the French front in wide sectors E. and N.E. 
of Reims, and on portions of the British front between the Scarpe 
River and Lens. Our positions from S. of the La Bassée Canal to

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the River Lys were heavily shelled with gas, and battery areas 
between Messines and the Ypres-Comines Canal were actively 
engaged. Dunkirk was bombarded from the sea.’’ * 

The 48th Brigade was on March 2oth, as already stated, 
holding the left front of the 16th Division, while the 1st Battalion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers was posted in the centre of the brigade. 
We may now describe in as great detail as possible the part which 
the Battalion played in the great events which transpired, and 
which are known as ‘‘ the First Battle of the Somme, 1918.”’ 

At 4.45 a.m. on March atst an intense barrage with gas shells 
was opened by the enemy along our whole front and battery 
positions, and at the same time visibility was greatly limited by a 
very thick mist which hung over the battlefield. Both sides have 
claimed that the presence of this mist was a very serious hindrance 
to their operations, but General Gough discusses this point at 
much length, and sums up with the remark :—‘‘ On the whole, 
then, it may be said that the fog favoured our Fifth Army.’’ t 

The British batteries at once replied, but were speedily out- 
matched, or possibly the gun detachments were overcome by the 
gas. After an hour or so the gas barrage gave way to H.E., 
which continued for a couple of hours, and by then the gas seems 
to have cleared sufficiently to permit of the men taking off their 
box respirators. 

At 10.45 and 10.55 respectively ‘‘ Z’’ and ‘‘ W ’’ Companies 
of the Battalion, on the left and centre, reported the enemy 
infantry attacking but held, and then some half-hour later a 
message came from ‘‘ Y ’? Company, on the right, that the 2nd 
Battalion, on the right, had withdrawn, and that this flank was 
exposed. ‘‘ X’’ Company, in support, then sent up two platoons 
to reinforce the exposed flank, while its remaining two platoons 
moved up to help ‘‘ Y ’’ Company, which by this time had suffered 
heavily in casualties. About midday the centre company of the 
Battalion was again attacked in overpowering strength, and was

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intense barrage on our second line, attacking it S.E. of St. Emilie, 
and half an hour later this party, finding its right turned and that 
it was impossible longer to hold the position, fell back in good order 
through the Leicestershire Regiment, and at 6 p.m. joined up with 
the rest of the Battalion on the second line. Here at 8.45 p.m., the 
47th Brigade having taken over the position, the Dublins were 
withdrawn, and having been reinforced with details of all kinds 
took up a line from the Quarry to the Sugar Factory at St. 
Emilie, being in touch on the right with the 11th Hampshires. 
Finally, at midnight, the Battalion retired to divisional head- 
quarters at Tincourt, which was reached at 4 a.m. on March 22nd. 

The general situation upon the front of the VIIth Corps on the 
night of March 21st was that the 16th Division, reinforced by the 
116th Brigade, held the main battle positions, save on the extreme 
right, as far as St. Emilie. 

At 10.30 on the morning of the 22nd the German attacks were 
renewed, and the Battalion, of which some 140 bayonets had now 
been collected, was ordered to occupy a line with the right resting 
on Hamel. Established here, a counter-attack developed about 
3 p.m. by the soth Division on the right in the vicinity of Roisel, 
but there was no infantry action on the Battalion front, and having 
maintained the Hamel position all the 22nd and following night, 
the 48th Brigade was ordered at 9 on the morning of the 23rd 
to fall back to the line Doingt-Bussu, a withdrawal made necessary 
by the retirement of the XIXth Corps on the right. The new line 
was reached at 11 o’clock without molestation, the retreat being 
covered by Tanks. The Battalion was at first placed in brigade 
reserve, but some two hours later moved S. of Doingt and took 
up to a position one mile S.E. of Peronne, with orders to cover the 
withdrawal of the brigade across the Somme should such retirement 
become necessary. About 2 o’clock this further retirement became 
inevitable by reason of the withdrawal of the 39th Division on the 
left, and the brigade was ordered across the river to La 
Maisonette, covered by the ‘‘ Blue Caps,’’ who followed through 
Peronne about 3.15 in the afternoon. 
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Some of the Battalion and details of the 48th Brigade took 
up a position on the La Maisonette line, while the remainder 
occupied one 2 miles east of Flaucourt, on to which the whole 
brigade fell back later in the day. About midnight the Battalion 
found itself in billets in Cappy. 

By the evening on the 23rd, says an historian, ‘‘ the remains 
of the 16th Division had been practically squeezed out of the line.” 

‘‘ The loss of the line of the Somme was a very serious 
matter, for the Germans now entered upon the zone in which were 
placed our depots, stores and hospitals. These had all to be 
abandoned or evacuated hastily, and consequently great quantities 
of war material of all kinds fell into the enemy’s hands; much 
suffering was caused to the sick and wounded, of whom numbers 
had to be left untended and without shelter alongside the railway 
lines in the rear until the hospital trains could pick them up; the 
telegraph and telephone communications were disorganized, and 
the difficulties of organizing defence increased as the danger grew. 
It was clear that the main object of the Germans was to reach 
Amiens, and that the weight of their attack was falling upon the 
Fifth Army.’’ * 

From early morning on the 24th until 3 p.m. next day the 
Battalion was guarding the bridgehead at Froissy; it was then 
similarly employed at Eclusier, and at 9 a.m. on the 26th it had 
fallen back to a position in brigade reserve at the cross roads 2 
miles E. of Mericourt, on a portion of the front in the Bray-Proyart 
line. This move was consequent on the decision which had been 
come to that such units of the Fifth Army as were now north of the 
Somme should become part of General Byng’s Third Army, for 
it was considered that this arrangement would allow General 
Gough to devote his whole attention to the enemy advancing 
south of the river. The greater part of Congreve’s Corps was 
then incorporated in the Third Army, but two divisions, the 16th 
and 39th, both greatly shattered and exhausted, remained with 
the Fifth Army, and were included in General Watts’ XIXth

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Corps, which, although it now contained six divisions, had no 
more than the normal strength of two. 

At 2.30 p.m. on the 26th the attack developed on the divisional 
front, but the Battalion held on to its position until dark, when it 
withdrew to the heights just E. of Mericourt, and was placed in 
brigade reserve. On the next morning the enemy came on again 
in great strength from the direction of Proyart, but were beaten 
off by artillery, machine-gun and rifle fire, valuable co-operation 
being afforded by British aircraft. In the later hours the attack 
was renewed, and about 4 to 4.30 the 47th and 4gth Brigades, on 
left and right respectively of the 48th, were forced back, while the 
Battalion held stoutly on in the centre to cover these withdrawals, 
and then, its mission accomplished, fell back and took up a fresh 
position in the sunken road about Morcourt-Cérisy, with the 11th 
Hampshires on the left. The Germans, however, were coming on 
full of fight and confidence; they now crossed the river at Cérisy, 
drove back the line of the Hampshires and attacked the tst 
Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers on the left rear, thus necessitating 
their withdrawal to the main Amiens-Peronne road east of 
Lamotte. Once established here a counter-attack against the 
enemy was launched, supported on the left by men of the 16th, 
39th and 66th Divisions, who had been hurriedly collected and 
organized by officers of the 48th Brigade. The counter-attack 
went forward for some 1,500 yards, temporarily checking the 
enemy, but being unsupported in rear or flank, and being enfiladed 
by enemy machine-gun fire, the troops were forced at 7 p.m. to 
fall back to the main Amiens road. 

Communication had been lost with the remaining units of the 
brigade, and it appearing impossible to establish a defensive line, 
the Battalion retreated between 7.30 and 8 p.m. across country 
between Lamotte and Bayonvillers to Villers Bretonneux, which 
was reached somewhere about 11.30 p.m. 

Throughout the pressure on the XI Xth Corps had been excep- 
tionally severe; reinforcements had, indeed, been sent to it from 
time to time, but they for the most part consisted of exhausted men

from decimated divisions, and the 61st Division of the XVIIIth 
Corps sent to General Watts to help him form a new line numbered 
no more than 2,400 bayonets ! 


‘* The 16th Division,’’ so writes an historian of the war, ‘* was 
now rather a crowd of warlike particles than an organized unit ”’; 
at 10 a.m. on the 28th the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’—forty-five strong !— 
reached divisional headquarters at Fouilloy, and having been 
incorporated with other details were sent into billets at Aubigny. 
From there they moved early next morning to Hamel, and took 
up a position in the Bois de Vaire in support of our line in front 
of the Bois des Tailloux. Here soon after midday on March 3oth 
they were heavily attacked again from the river to the south of 
Bois des Tailloux, following a violent bombardment, and what 
was left of the Battalion occupied with the so-called ‘ Aubigny 
details,’ a position in front of the Bois de Vaire, and helped to 
beat off the attack. 


“‘On this evening several of those heroic units which had 
fought themselves to the last point of human endurance from the 
beginning of the battle were taken from that stage where they 
had played so glorious and tragic a part. The remains of the 
39th, soth, 16th and 66th Divisions were all drawn back for 
reorganization. It was theirs to take part in what was a defeat 
and a retreat, but their losses are the measure of their endurance, 
and the ultimate verdict of history upon their performance lies in 
the single undeniable fact that the Germans could never get past 
them. Speaking of these troops an observer remarked: ‘ They 
had been fighting for nine days, but were very cheerful and full 
of vigour.’ The losses of some units and the exertions of the 
individuals who composed them can seldom have been matched in 
warfare.’’ * 


On the 31st the ‘‘ Aubigny details ’’ joined their own units, 
and battalions were as far as possible reformed, when the 
Dublins, reinforced by 23 men who had been fighting with the

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and Battalion, relieved a squadron of the Queen’s Bays in front 
of Hamel. 

The enemy continued their offensives up to April 5th, when 
the great Battle of the Somme may be said to have come to an 
end. During its progress Marshal Foch had assumed supreme 
control of the operations of the Allied Armies in France and 
Belgium. 

The losses on either side had been exceptionally heavy, 
Congreve’s Corps alone—the gth, 16th, 2ist, 35th and 3o9th 
Divisions—having lost 25,000 men and 135 guns, 27 of the latter 
being heavies. 

The casualties in the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
were as under :— 

Killed or Died of Wounds.—7 officers and 46 non- 
commissioned officers and men. The officers were Second- 
Lieutenants G. 'A. Clarke, R. C. W. Belas, W. S. Roberts, E. 
Murphy, S. Lowe, F. H. Howden and R. H. Howell. 

Wounded.—g officers and 253 other ranks, the officers 
being Captain and Adjutant R. Maguire, M.C.; Lieutenants 
G. W. Bolster, F. M. Kiernan and W. F. MacHutchinson; 
Second-Lieutenants J. Nolan, J. F. Williamson, R. F. A. 
Dickson, J. A. Greaney and D. MacKillop. 

Missing, believed Killed.—5 non-commissioned officers 
and men. 

Wounded and Missing.—7 officers and 6 other ranks. 
The officers were Captain G. E. Cowley; Acting-Captains G. H. 
Chandler, M.C., and W. Kee, M.C.; Second-Lieutenants G. P. G. 
Crawford, P. McCarthy and R. G. Hunter; and Lieutenant O. L. 
Milburn, R.A.M.C. 

Missing.—4 officers and 290 non-commissioned officers and 
men. The names of the officers were Acting-Captain H. M. 
Letchworth; Lieutenant R. S. Peacey; Second-Lieutenants W. N. 
Gourlay and W. R. W. Briscoe. 

The total casualties in the Battalion thus reached the grave total 
of 28 officers and 600 non-commissioned officers and men. 


- —_—— 
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The Battalion remained at Hamel until the evening of April 
3rd, receiving while there a reinforcement of 200 men, and then 
marched via Aubigny and the cross roads Blangy Thronville— 
main Amiens road, and thence by Saleux, Rambures, Feuquiéres, 
Moincourt, Wizernes and Assinghem by march route, train and 
omnibus to Campagne les Boulonnais, which was reached on the 
11th, and where some few days were to have been spent in rest 
and reorganization. But on the afternoon of the 13th sudden 
orders were received for the Battalion to march within an hour and 
a half for ‘an unknown destination.’’ Accordingly the whole 
brigade moved off at 3.30 p.m., and arrived at Cléty on the 
afternoon of the 14th. 


Here the 1st and 2nd Battalions Royal Dublin Fusiliers were 
formed into a composite battalion, two companies being made up 
from each and the 2nd Battalion providing the headquarters and 
staff; Lieut.-Colonel K. Weldon, D.S.O., assuming command, 
and the new unit being described as the rst/2nd Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers. 


‘At 9 a.m. on the 15th the Composite Battalion marched to 
Boeseghem, where it was at once employed in digging and wiring 
a defensive line in front of Thiennes. The headquarters, staff and 
transport of the original 1st Battalion marched to and were billeted 
at Wavrans. 


On the 18th there was a general move via Aire to Boeseghem 
of the cadre of the 1st Battalion, and at this last-named place fresh 
orders as to reorganization were received, and it was now given 
out that the 1st and 2nd Battalions of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
were to be amalgamated to make up a new ist Battalion— 
strength 940 other ranks—under Lieut.-Colonel A. Moore, D.S.O., 
then commanding the Ist Battalion, with existing 1st Battalion 
staff, while the headquarters 2nd Battalion was to organize as a 
Battalion Training Staff, with 10 officers and 43 non-com- 
missioned officers and men. All the units of the 16th Division 
were to reorganize on similar lines. 
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On the 21st an order was received by the 1st Battalion which 
gave the greatest pleasure to all ranks. This was to the effect 
that the Battalion was to proceed at short notice to rejoin the 29th 
Division, with which, except for a comparatively brief interval, 
the ‘*‘ Blue Caps ’”’ had served throughout the war, and accordingly, 
on April 26th, it marched to Hurdeghem and rejoined the 29th 
Division, being played in by the divisional band. 


Here the Battalion found awaiting it the following message, 
which had been received two days previously from General Sir A. 
Hunter- Weston, the first commander of the 29th Division :— 


‘* On this the eve of the anniversary of the historic landing at 
Cape Helles your old Divisional Commander sends to every officer, 
warrant officer, non-commissioned officer and man who took part 
in that marvellous feat of arms his greetings and best wishes.”’ 


To this the Brigadier added : ‘‘ The men who have joined the 
Brigade since that day have worthily upheld the reputation then 
established.’’ 


General de Lisle, the former commander of the division, was 
now in charge of the XVth Corps, and the division was commanded 
by Major-General D. E. Cayley, C.M.G. The rst Battalion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers now returned to the 86th Brigade, which 
was constituted much as when the Battalion left it, the other units 
being the 2nd Battalion Royal Fusiliers and the 1st Battalion 
Lancashire Fusiliers, with the 86th Trench Mortar Battery. 


The commander of the Brigade was_ Brigadier-General 
Cheape. 


On May rst the Battalion was moved up to the front line, 
remaining here until the 9th. Its headquarters were on the 
western fringe of the Forest of Nieppe, near the village of La- 
motte, the companies occupying what was really no more than an_ 
outpost line on the edge of the Bois d’Aval. Of the position 
Lieutenant O’Donnell writes :—‘‘ We had been given instructions 
to make as little movement as possible. This warning was, to my 
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mind, unnecessary, as the trench we occupied was only about 3 
feet deep, and we were told not to deepen or widen it, as new soil 
would give our position away to the enemy. The weather, 
fortunately, was very fine at this time; the Boche was holding 
Vieux Berquin and some farm-houses about 200 yards in front of 
our outposts. We got only one meal a day during our tour in the 
line, and this was brought to us at about 2.30 in the morning.”’ 


During these days the enemy artillery was very active, the 
front line and even the Battalion headquarters were repeatedly 
shelled, and the casualties in consequence were by no means light. 
Lieutenant Thompson was killed and Second-Lieutenant Boles 
died of wounds, 4 men were killed, while Second-Lieutenant Ervine 
and 28 other ranks were wounded, and even when the Battalion 
was relieved and withdrawn to brigade reserve at Papote the 
Germans sent many thousands of gas shells over the back areas. 


While up in the line 11 officers and 138 other ranks joined. 
The officers were Second-Lieutenants Guret, McAllen, J. Kirwan, 
C. Kirwan, Condron, Cooney, McGowan, Martin, Ross, Lennon 
and Chudleigh. 


On the night of the r1th direct hits were obtained on 
numerous company billets, causing the following heavy 
casualties :—6 killed, 11 wounded and 231 ‘‘ gassed,’’ some of 
the latter dying later from the effects of the gas, in spite of the 
fact that all the usual precautions were taken; but owing to the 
nature of the gas used (yellow cross, mustard) many men were 
severely burnt and blistered about the body. Immediate orders 
were given for the evacuation of the gas-affected areas, and the 
Battalion was moved to billets S.W. of Papote. 


During the early hours of May 15th the Marquette area 
was badly gas-shelled, and 39 men were ‘‘gassed.’? Even 
this does not exhaust the number of those who suffered from this 
form of warfare, for when on the 19th the 86th Brigade moved back 
into divisional reserve, the Battalion to hutments by the cross 
roads Grand Hazard on the main Hazebrouck-Morbecque road, 
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the operations had 1 officer and 7 men killed, 1 officer and 44 other 
ranks wounded, and 1 officer missing. 

The Battalion remained generally in this sector of the front 
until the afternoon of June 29th, when it moved a short distance 
to the Campagne area, where the accommodation was good, while 
the weather was fine and warm. On this date the strength of the 
Dublins was 42 officers and 939 non-commissioned officers and 
men. 

In this area the Battalion remained throughout the month of 
July, training for the general advance or war of movement which 
it was expected would shortly commence, and also taking part in 
boxing and other competitions, in which the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ more 
than held their own. On July 4th there was a brigade ceremonial 
parade, at which General Sir Herbert Plumer, commanding the 
Second Army, presented decorations which had been awarded for 
gallantry and good work during the recent operations. Of the 
ist Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 2 officers and 8 warrant, 
non-commissioned officers and men were thus decorated. 

Towards the end of July the 29th Division left the Campagne 
area and the XVth Corps, and moved in great heat to Noordpeene 
by march route, coming here into the Xth Corps, and from 
Noordpeene, on August Ist, the Battalion marched to Hazebrouck, 
having several bombs dropped very close to it from enemy aircraft, 
whereby 2 men were slightly wounded. At Hazebrouck, where 
the 29th Division again reverted to the X Vth Corps, the Battalion 
was accommodated in tents and shelters. 

On August 6th, when the Battalion was up in the front line, 
patrols sent out met with varying fortune: one from ‘‘Z”"’ 
Company, under Second-Lieutenant Reilly, rushed an enemy post, 
killed three of the enemy and captured a machine gun; but anothes 
from ‘‘ Y ’’ Company, under Captain Hughes, M.C., taking a 
Lewis gun, went out to Célery Copse. Here it unexpectedly 
encountered heavy machine-gun fire and bombs, and Captain 
Hughes was killed, Company Sergeant-Major Kavanagh died of 
his wounds, 2 men were wounded and 2 missing.

REGIMENTAL DOG “JACK” 


Found wounded in a German dug-out beside a wounded German Sergeant-Major at Festubert 

on April 12th. 1917. Wounded again at Locre, July 12th, 1918. Brought home by Pte. Carroll 

to Neath Hospital. South Wales; and, on the re-enlistment of this soldier into The Royal 

Dublin Fusiliers, became the mascot of the “Old Toughs.’’ Given over to the “ Blue Caps " 
when the “Old Toughs"’ proceeded to Constantinople on December 4th, 1919. 
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This attack had taken place early in the afternoon, and about 
midnight a youngster of ‘‘ Y’’ Company reported at Battalion 
headquarters, bringing with him a note from a captain of the 
Middlesex Regiment, which was holding the line about a mile to 
the south, and explaining that the lad had entered the line in his 
area. This young soldier had been cut off during the attack, and 
in the attempt to get back had lost his direction and got into 
and behind the enemy lines. He was repeatedly challenged and 
pursued by the Germans, but escaped, holding on to his rifle 
throughout, and was able to give accurate and valuable information 
as to various enemy dispositions and strong points. This boy— 
for he was only 17—was complimented by Brigadier-General 
Cheape, particularly for having stuck to his rifle throughout, and 
was recommended for and received the Military Medal. 


During the remainder of the month of August there were raids 
almost nightly from the British trenches, and the divisional line 
was everywhere advanced, the enemy appearing to be retiring on 
this front. The advances were usually made by whichever 
battalion of the brigade happened to be up in the front line, the 
remaining units finding large parties for carrying up stores and 
rations and supplies of all kinds. 


On September 2nd the Battalion moved to the 

Battle ef the Outtersteene area, on the front of which the enemy 

Lys. = _ was reported to be retiring, and on the night of the 

3rd-4th moved up into position ready to attack the 

village of Ploegsteert. The following is an account in detail of 
the operations which ensued :— 


The Battalion was in position at Romarin Camp at 11.15 p.m. 
on the 3rd, ‘‘Z’’ Company sustaining 7 casualties from heavy 
gas shelling on the march to the position of assembly. The 
distribution of the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ was as follows :—Two companies 
were in front, ‘‘W”’ on the right, its left flank resting on the 
main Ploegsteert road, in touch with ‘‘ X’’ Company on the left, 


with its right on the road. ‘‘ Y’’ Company was in support on 
12 
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Neuve Eglise road, while ‘‘ Z ’’ Company was in reserve on Neuve 
Eglise road N. of Ploegsteert road. 

The 1st Lancashire Fusiliers were on the left, and the 31st 
Division on the right. 

At 3 a.m. on September 4th ‘‘ W’’ and ‘‘ X’’ Companies 
moved forward, closely supported by ‘‘ Y,’’ but the attack 
progressed only with difficulty, as very strong opposition was 
experienced. Several casualties occurred, and it was clear that 
the ground to the front was strongly held and thick with enemy 
machine guns. At 4 a.m., as casualties increased and it seemed 
impossible to reach the ‘‘ jumping off’’ place by 6 a.m. as 
ordered, an artillery barrage was asked for, but this could not be 
afforded, and the Battalion was directed to proceed according to 
plan. 

A further advance was made with great difficulty and loss, 
but was again held up about 9 a.m., a barrage which had been now 
put down on Ploegsteert village having but little effect on the 
enemy in the immediate front of the Dublins; and owing to heavy 
casualties ‘‘ W ’’ and ‘‘ Y’’ Companies had been amalgamated, 
and ‘‘ Z’’ was held in readiness to move up in support, its place 
in reserve being taken by a company of the Royal Fusiliers. 

The Battalion was now ordered to remain in its position until 
artillery assistance could be arranged, and was finally directed to 
attack again at 3 p.m. under a creeping barrage. At that hour 
the advance was accordingly renewed and carried through with 
complete success, all objectives being taken by 4.10 p.m. and a 
line established along the narrow gauge railway. In this final 
attack the casualties in the Battalion numbered 17 only, the 
majority of these occurring prior to 3 p.m. One who took 
part with the Battalion in the attack thus describes the advance :— 
‘** We moved off before dawn, and had not proceeded far when we 
were trench-mortared by the Boche. Our right was in the air as 
no other troops appeared when dawn broke. On we pushed, 
suffering severely, but never wavering until we got to a dyke 
about goo yards from Ploegsteert about 8.30 a.m. The enemy 
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shelling was very heavy, and machine-gun fire was played 
mercilessly on us. Lieutenant McNulty was in command of the 
leading platoon of ‘‘ Y ’’ Company forming the defensive flank to 
‘*'W’’ Company, under Captain Darling; Second-Lieutenant 
O’Donnell was in command of the second platoon forming the 
defensive flank, and the fourth platoon was under a non-commis- 
sioned officer. 

‘‘ The leading company had suffered severely prior to being 
held up, and the going at this point seemed rather sticky. 
O’Donnell went forward to the leading company commander, who 
was sending back a message for reinforcements, and discovered 
McNulty out in front, who had captured two enemy machine guns. 
The company commander asked me to go to McNulty’s 
assistance, he being some 4o yards out in front in a good-sized 
house on the main road to Ploegsteert, which divided the attacking 
companies. 

‘‘As soon as he saw me McNulty shouted, ‘are there any 
stretcher-bearers there?’ and on running towards him with my 
runner McNulty had fallen, wounded in the throat by a machine- 
gun bullet, and when kneeling over him to ask if he had any request 
to make, my runner, Private Coffee, was wounded in the wrist 
beside me. Poor McNulty never spoke. He had only five men 
left in his platoon, the rest were casualties. 

**T took over the remnants of his platoon, and we sheltered 
in the drain which was about 5 feet deep and contained 
some 18 inches of water, and we got touch with Captain Noblett 
in command of ‘‘X’’ Company on the left. Here we 
reorganized, formed a line and awaited orders. At 3 p.m. a 
message was received that a barrage would be sent down, and that 
we were to advance under this until Ploegsteert was taken. 
Meanwhile the 31st Division was to be seen on our right, but at 
least 500 yards behind the leading company of the Dublins, and 
I do not think the Lancashire Fusiliers had made much progress 
on our left, for they were held up. 

‘* Under the barrage the Dublins advanced. The Germans 
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had very thick wire erected in front of their position; machine 
guns seemed to spring up from everywhere, chiefly on our right 
flank. We hacked our way through the wire and got in among 
the enemy, who failed to meet us, and surrendered rather too 
willingly. We reached Ploegsteert, consolidated, and were 
relieved that night by the Royal Fusiliers, all the Battalion, that 
is, except Captain Noblett’s Company, which by some mistake 
was not relieved at that time and remained in the line for a further 
twenty-four hours.’’ 

Of the success of these operations Sir Douglas Haig writes, 
in his despatch of January 7th, 1919 :—‘‘ Thereafter the enemy's 
withdrawal continued rapidly. At certain points, indeed, his rear 
‘guards offered vigorous resistance, notably about Neuve Eglise 
and Hill 63, captured with a number of prisoners by the 36th and 
2gth Divisions; but by the evening of September 6th the Lys 
salient had disappeared. Kemmel Hill was once more in our 
hands, and our troops had reached the general line Givenchy, 
Neuve Chapelle, Nieppe, Ploegsteert and Voormezeele.”’ 

The 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers captured 4 field 
guns and 170 prisoners, including 6 officers, but their own losses 
were by no means light. Lieutenant McNulty and 23 other ranks 
were killed, Second-Lieutenants Darley (Royal Irish Regiment, 
attached) and Cooney and 89 other ranks were wounded, while 
Second-Lieutenant Owen and 14 men were missing. 

On relief by the 2nd Royal Fusiliers the Battalion marched 
back to Bailleul, and was accommodated in tents and bivouacs 
hurriedly pitched and prepared beside what had been old Swindon 
Camp, and here on the night of September 6th-7th the camp was 
shelled by high velocity guns, when 2 men were killed and 10 
wounded. In consequence, no doubt, of the exposed position of 
this camp the brigade marched on the 11th to Hazebrouck, where 
the officers and men found shelter in the badly damaged and 
deserted houses of the town. 


CHAPTER VI 
THE END OF THE WAR AND THE OCCUPATION OF GERMANY. 


THE 29th Division was now transferred from the XVth to the IInd 
Corps, and on September 19th the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers left Hazebrouck by rail and march route for Brake 
Camp in the Poperinghe area. The camp itself was new and 
comfortable enough, but the weather was overcast and showery. 

The IInd Corps was in General Plumer’s Second Army, and 
was at this time commanded by Lieutenant-General Sir C. W. 
Jacob. 

During the first few days in this new camp the Battalion was 
engaged in practising the attack in view of pending operations, 
and on the night of September 27th-28th a very heavy and 
continuous bombardment was opened on the whole front, the 
attack commencing at 5.30 a.m. on the 29th. The advance this 
day was made on a one-battalion front of 800 yards ; the Lancashire 
Fusiliers in the front line, the Dublins in support, and the Royal 
Fusiliers being in reserve. “The supporting battalion was to pass 
through the leading battalion when this should have reached the 
first objective, and then capture the second and push on towards 
the third, the Dublin Fusiliers attacking on a two-company front, 
the remaining two companies in support, while the whole advance 
was to be covered by an intense artillery barrage of high explosive 
and smoke. 

The move forward to the assembly position was very success- 
fully accomplished and without excessive casualties, but when the 
actual advance to the first objective began the losses increased, for 
the reason that the troops of the brigade had never before moved 
forward under a high explosive barrage, and owing to their 
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eagerness to get to grips with the enemy, and one of the British 
batteries firing very short, many casualties were caused by our own 
barrage. The Germans in front did not put up so good a fight 
as usual, and by the time that the third objective was reached 
the enemy opposition had been completely broken. 


Here the 88th Brigade took the place of the 86th, which re- 
organized, and then followed on in rear. 


On the 29th the advance was renewed with vigour, and the 
86th Brigade attacking again energetically by dusk the line was 
within a few hundred yards of the Dadizeele-Gheluvelt road. 
During the two following days, however, but little progress could 
be made, the enemy resistance stiffening appreciably and the 
Germans offering strong opposition by machine-gun fire from 
many ‘“‘ pill-boxes,’’ while no artillery support was at the time 
available from the British guns. On the night of October 2nd-3rd 
the 86th Brigade was relieved by the 87th, and on the afternoon 
of the 3rd the 29th Division having been relieved in the front line 
by the qist, the Battalion moved back to billets in Ypres. 


The casualties sustained were as follows :—Killed or died of 
wounds, Lieutenant Blackwell, Second-Lieutenant Nolan, M.C., 
D.C.M., and 17 non-commissioned officers and men; wounded, 
Captains Ryan and Noblett, M.C., Lieutenant Wagner, M.C., 
Second-Lieutenants Spiess, Stewart, and Semmence, and g1 other 
ranks, while 10 men were missing. 


On October 5th the 86th Brigade moved by train to the 
Ledeghem area, relieving troops of the 1o7th Brigade, 36th 
Division, and the Battalion taking the place in the line of the 
Royal Scots; during the next two nights there was very heavy 
enemy shelling, and an attack was expected but did not 
materialize. The shell fire occasioned, however, some regrettable 
casualties, §5 men being killed, while Lieutenant Layton, 
Second-Lieutenants Burke-Savage, M.C., and Conerney, and 37 
other ranks were wounded. On the 1oth the Battalion marched 
back to Ypres, where it was in divisional reserve, and 
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fellow told me he was last fighting at a place near Courtrai, and 
when he discovered that we were the people against whom he had 
been fighting he could not do enough for us... . The high 
standard of living here strikes one very much after Belgium. We 
arrived here ready for any form of unfriendliness, but we are met 
with hot coffee and cigarettes.’’ 

Then by long and hilly marches and in fine weather and 
amid beautiful scenery the Battalion tramped on by Simmerath, 
Embloen and Lechenich until, on December goth, Cologne was 
reached, and the Royal Dublin Fusiliers moved on to billets in the 
suburb of Sulz. 

To quote again from the letters home of the same officer :— 
‘We arrived to-day on the outskirts of Cologne; the people 
generally are extraordinarily friendly and cannot do enough for us 
—a good deal of it, I think, is policy. I went with another fellow 
last night to the local cinema. A Boche came in and sat down 
beside us, and after bidding us good evening insisted on 
presenting us with cigars. We enter Cologne the day after 
to-morrow... . 

**' To-day we marched through Cologne. The rain was 
pouring down insheets. We marched by the giant cathedral, with 
the towers, swathed in mist, standing out majestically and 
towering high above the city. We marched past the Army 
Commander, General Plumer, who took the salute near the 
Hohenzollern Bridge as the 86th Brigade was about to cross the 
Rhine. Though the weather was so unfavourable, a very large 
and orderly crowd of civilians had assembled to witness the entry 
of the troops, but none made any remark, disparaging or 
otherwise.”’ 

On December 13th the Brigade left Sulz and marched to 
Bensberg, where all the battalions composing it were accom- 
modated in the large local military college or cadet school; and 
here on the 16th the Commander-in-Chief, Field-Marshal ‘Sir 
Douglas Haig, paid them a visit and inspected the battalions 
drawn up round the square to receive him.

The Battalion moved from Bensberg on the 21st, but only a 
short distance—to Berg Gladbach—where it was distributed in 
comfortable but very scattered billets; but after a stay here of 
little more than a week the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’”’ relieved the Lancashire 
Fusiliers in the so-called ‘‘ outpost area,’’? when the Battalion 
headquarters was at Kurten; ‘‘ X’’ Company was on the right at 
Forsten, ‘‘Z’’ in the centre at Junkermiihle, ‘‘ W’”’ on the left at 
Wipperfeld, while ‘‘ Y ’’ was in support at Bechen. 

But while the Battalion had been almost daily on the march 
the work—which could not wait—had already commenced for 
effecting and expediting the demobilization of the huge armies 
which the British Empire had created for the war, and for taking 
the initial steps towards the resumption of the peace-time life of the 
nation. Even in the early days of the cessation of arms many 
men, and especially those concerned in the coal-mining industry 
of the United Kingdom, had been sent home for discharge. The 
number of these was daily increasing, and the office work in 
connection with this was now so heavy and absorbing that it had 
been found necessary to set aside a special and separate staff to 
deal with it under Second-Lieutenant Cassidy, M.C. 

The Battalion remained in the outpost area until January 
1819 14th, 1919, when it was relieved by the Royal Fusiliers and 

moved back to Berg Gladbach, where on the 16th a ceremonial 
parade was held for the official reception of the Colours, which had 
arrived from England, and Brigadier-General Cheape, command- 
ing the 86th Brigade, inspected the Battalion. This ceremony was 
repeated on the 2oth, when the inspection by the divisional 
commander, Major-General Cayley, took place, and this officer 
took the opportunity of presenting to officers and men the 
decorations they had won for gallantry in the field. He also 
handed over to the Dublins the silver bugle won by their drummers 
in the previous July in the Divisional Drums Competition. 

During this month men were leaving the Battalion almost 
daily for demobilization ; while other men with two years or more 
Colour service to complete were sent to England on twenty-eight 
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days’ leave. The numbers thus sent away under these two 
categories during January amounted to 150, but there had been 
changes in the demobilization arrangements as _ originally 
announced, and many false hopes in regard to early and rapid 
discharge had been raised. These it was not in all cases 
possible to gratify, and a good deal of difficulty was experienced 
in making those men understand who were unavoidably detained 
with the Army of Occupation that a state of war still existed, that 
peace had not yet been declared, and that an army had still to be 
maintained in the field. 

During the month of February company training was pro- 
ceeded with, and musketry instruction and practice was carried 
out ; competitions of all kinds were instituted ; the Battalion band 
rejoined from the Depot at Naas, County Kildare, under Band- 
master Caulfield; and the Rev. D. Power, R.C. Chaplain, who 
had served with the Dublins for three years or more, left the 
Battalion for good, and was succeeded by the Rev. E. Kelly, M.C. 

The Royal Dublin Fusiliers were still very strong in officers, 
for this rank was only very slowly demobilized, but the numbers 
of other ranks were being almost daily reduced, and on the last 
day of February, 1919, there were no more than 659 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men left in the Battalion. But in the month 
of March the processes of demobilization made very great strides, 
and it was not long before the Battalion had been reduced to little 
better than a skeleton of what it was when the Armistice was 
announced. 

The reduction in actual numbers was not at first very apparent, 
since although officers and men were almost daily proceeding to 
the United Kingdom on demobilization, drafts of officers and men 
were also arriving from the Depot and from the 2nd Battalion 
of the Regiment. Thus on March 2nd a draft of 9 young 
officers and 79 other ranks joined the rst from the and 
Battalion, the names of the officers being Second-Lieutenants 
Morris, Gibbons, Buckley, Tully, Cooke, Wood, Conran, Horrell, 
M.C., and Coakley. On the other hand, on the 8th and oth 
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Second-Lieutenant Allen and Major Dickie went home to be 
demobilized, and on the 2oth 16 more officers and 245 non- 
commissioned officers and men left the 1st Battalion Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, they having been drafted to the 5th Battalion 
Royal Irish Regiment, which was detailed to remain in Germany 
as part of the Army of Occupation. These 16 officers were 
Captains Delany and Darling; Lieutenants Neill, Arnold, Blake, 
Lord, Elliott, and Savage; Second-Lieutenants McGowan, M.C., 
Ross, M.C., Chudleigh, Bourke, Holmes, Conerney, Williamson, 
Sheehan, Dundon, Brown, Hickey, Gibbons, Buckley, Tully, 
Cooke, Wood, Conran, Horrell, M.C., and Coakley. 

On the 21st Second-Lieutenant Scott proceeded to England 
for demobilization. 

On this day the rst Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers was 
relieved by one of the newly-raised young-soldier units, the 53rd 
Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment, and proceeded to the 
cadre area, Mulheim, near Cologne, whence all releasable and 
re-engaged men were to be dispersed, and on the departure of the 
Battalion from Berg Gladbach all correspondence, mobilization 
stores, and transport were handed over to the relieving corps. 

As a consequence of all these movements of personnel during 
March the strength of the Battalion at the end of the month was 
only 12 officers and 352 non-commissioned officers and men, 
despite the fact that during the same period 11 officers and 126 
other ranks had been taken on the strength. The 12 officers 
present with the Battalion on March 31st appear to have been 
Lieut.-Colonel Heffernan, M.C., in command; Captains Considine 
and Holman, Lieutenant Morris, Second-Lieutenants Norman, 
Martin, Wallis, and Condron, Captain and Adjutant Fisher, 
M.C., Captain and Quartermaster Williams, and the Rev. E. 
Kelly, M.C., chaplain. The regimental sergeant-major at this 
time was Sergeant-Major C. Anderson. 

During the month of March the 29th Division was broken 
up, as was also the 86th Brigade, of which the Battalion had for 


so long formed part, and the following is the text of the addresses 
K 
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made respectively by the acting Brigadier, Lieut.-Colonel Ellis, 
and by Major-General Cayley, the divisional commander, on 
quitting their commands. Colonel Ellis said :— 

‘* Now that the time has come for you to leave the Army and 
go back to ctvil life, 1 wish, both personally and offictally, to thank 
you for the service you have given. 

‘* You take away with you the priceless knowledge that you 
have played a man’s part in this great war for freedom and fair 
play. You will take away with you also your remembrances of 
your comrades, your pride in your Regiment, and your love for 
your Country. | 

‘* You have played the game; go on playing it, and all will 
be well with the great Empire which you have helped to save. 

‘IT wish you every prosperity and happiness.”’ 

The address made to the Battalion by General Cayley ran as 
follows :— 

‘* On leaving the 29th Division at the time of tts being broken 
up, I wish to place on record their splendid services during the 
war. Their fighting has always been magnificent from the 
first day they were in action on April 15th, 1915, to the final 
victorious finish on November 11th, 1918. In good times and bad 
thetr spirit and discipline have been constantly maintained at the 
highest level. They can look back with the utmost pride at their 
splendid record throughout nearly four years of strenuous fighting. 
They have helped to bring to the 29th Division the incomparable 
reputation attained by it during the war. 

‘‘ In bidding the 1st Royal Dublin Fusiliers good-bye, I offer 
everyone of all ranks my heartiest thanks for their splendid services 
and wish alla prosperous future.”’ 

Demobilization had by this time progressed so far, and the 
Battalion had on this date been reduced to but little more than a 
mere cadre, so that it may here be profitable to attempt some brief 
description of the measures which had been adopted for the 
expeditious and orderly dispersal of the very large number of men 
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contained in the British armies operating in many widely separated 
theatres of war on the cessation of hostilities. 


It had early become abundantly evident that more must be 
done than had ever before been attempted to minimize the possible 
distress and confusion which might easily be occasioned by the 
sudden disbandment of men having little means and no immediate 
prospect of earning money. Still less could the ancient Israelitish 
system of demobilization be followed which was pursued when 
‘the land rested from war’’ on the conclusion of the campaigns 
of Moses and Joshua, and, as we are told, they simply “‘ let the 
people depart, every man unto his inheritance.’’ 


Already before the war had been six months in progress—in 
January 1915, to be exact—a scheme was prepared for the 
consideration of the Cabinet, containing suggestions for meeting 
the difficulties likely to be experienced on the conclusion of the 
war by the release of the large numbers of men serving in the 
Army and their return to civil life. It was resolved to follow 
generally the precedents of past wars, with, in addition, a free 
insurance against unemployment, and it was arranged that various 
existing organizations, and especially the comparatively recently 
created Labour Exchanges, should be made use of for fitting 
demobilized men into suitable employment. The proposals were 
generally approved, but as there seemed at that time no immediate 
prospect of their being put into operation they were provisionally 
pigeon-holed. 

Later on in the war committees were appointed to deal more in 
detail with demobilization, e.g., a Reconstruction Committee, an 
Army Demobilization Committee, etc., etc., and by these it was 
decided to grant to each soldier— 


1. A furlough, with pay and separation allowances, of four 
weeks, from the date of demobilization. 
2. A railway warrant to his home. 


3. A twelve months’ policy of insurance against unemploy- 
ment. | 
K 2 
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4. A money gratuity in addition to the ordinary Service 

gratuity. 

Various alternative methods of dispersal were considered, and 
the principle was at first adopted and initially followed of granting 
release from army service in an order of priority determined by 
individual industrial qualifications, with an eye at the same time 
to providing for a very early reconstruction of the Army after the 
war. It is obvious from the above that in considering and 
deciding upon the problems of demobilization the authorities had 
drawn up their scheme with a bias in favour of the national 
interests, and that the forces were to be dispersed in accordance 
with the requirements of the reconstruction of industry, and by 
individuals rather than by military units. 

The scheme, as at the outset administered, met with much 
opposition both in the Press and in the Army, while a system of 
‘**Special Releases,’? which was no part of the original scheme, 
was justly open to the charge of favouritism, and Army Order 
No. 55 of 1919 finally abolished the principle of release on industrial 
grounds, and substituted that of release on grounds of age and 
service. 

Demobilization was commenced in December, 1918, and pro- 
ceeded with, under the circumstances, remarkable expedition. By 
February 21st, 1919, 1,848,000 men had been demobilized, and of 
these 85 per cent. had then already returned to industrial occupa- 
tions; at one time between 5,000 and 6,000 men were being daily 
restored to civil life; and on July 17th, 1919, the War Minister 
was able to announce that nearly 3 million men had been 
demobilized since the Armistice, leaving 1,200,000 still in the 
Army, including 209,000 volunteer Regulars. 

In April, 1919, what remained of the rst Battalion Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers was moved from Mulheim in Germany to Le 
Quesnoy in France. During this month many officers and men 
left the Battalion, which on the 3oth contained only 4 officers, 4 
warrant officers, 8 sergeants, 5 corporals, 23 boys, and 45 privates. 

Very early in June the cadre proceeded to Wimereux and 


CHAPTER VII 


THe StormMy Days oF PEACE. 
DISBANDMENT—‘‘ AVE ATQUE VALE.”’ 


WHEN at the end of August, 1919, Lieut.-Colonel C. N. Perreau, 
C.M.G., assumed command of the ‘‘ Blue Caps,’’ the strength of 
the Battalion was, in at least one respect, something quite out of 
the common; while the Battalion contained no more than 14 
warrant officers, 31 sergeants and 537 other ranks, there were 
actually ninety officers! But on September 3rd steps were taken 
to bring down the number of the commissioned ranks to something 
like the normal, and the following were permanently posted for 
duty :—Lieut.-Colonel N. P. Clarke, Brevet-Major J. F. Plunkett, 
D.S.O., M.C., D.C.M., Captains H. A. Shadforth, O.B.E., 
M.C., P. J. Shears, A. S. Trigona, T. Brady, and C. G. 
Carruthers, M.C., Lieutenants D. R. Tittle, J. Esmonde, M.C., 
C. O. Matthews, C. McCann, D.C.M., A. G. L. Sidwell, A. V. 
Hastings, D. W. Wallis, C. A. Gamble, M. J. Price, A. W. 
McIntyre, A. Holman, U. ‘A’. F. Williamson, J. W. G. Jones, 
and G. Baker, Second-Lieutenants J. McMinamin, F. Owen, 
H. C. Franklin, M.C., and L. R. C. Watson, with Captain and 
Quartermaster A. R. Williams. 
The command of the companies was assigned as under :—

Brevet Lieut.-Colonel Clarke was  second-in-command, 

Lieutenant Matthews was acting as adjutant, Lieutenant Esmonde, 
M.C., assistant adjutant, Lieutenant McCann, D.C.M., was 
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transport officer, Lieutenant Wallis was Lewis gun officer, while 
Second-Lieutenant Franklin, M.C., was in charge of the 
signallers. 


Already in Army Order No. 266 of this year it had been 
announced that ‘‘ His Majesty the King has been graciously 
pleased to signify his pleasure that a medal be granted to record 
the bringing of the war to a successful conclusion, and the arduous 
services rendered by His Majesty’s forces,’’ the riband being 
‘* centre orange, watered, with stripes of white and black on each 
side and with borders of royal blue ’’; and in the following month 
it was announced in Army Order 301 that the services of His 
Majesty’s forces were to be further recognized by the grant of a 
second medal, to be designated ‘‘ the Victory Medal,’’ which was 
to be identical in design with that issued by the other Allied and 
Associated Powers. This medal was to be of bronze and without 
clasps, the riband to be “‘ red in the centre with green and violet 
on each side, shaded to form the colours of two rainbows.”’ 


On October 25th the following was published in Battalion 
Orders :— 


“With a view to encourage esprit de corps and perpetuate 
the memory of the immortal deeds of the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ since 
their inception in 1664, the Commanding Officer directs that 
companies and platoons will be known by the campaign and 
engagements in which the Battalion has taken part from time to 
time as under :— 


““ Companies and platoons in addition will still retain their 
alphabetical and numerical numbering. 
*“A’ Company—‘ Carnatic—Mysore.’ 
No. 1 Platoon, ‘ Arcot.’ No. 3 Platoon, ‘ Nundydroog.’

For some little time past the Battalion had been under orders 
to proceed to Bordon, and on November 7th it left Ponteland 
Camp by train and arrived at Witley Camp on the following day, 
remaining there until December 11th, when it marched to Bordon 
and occupied quarters in St. Lucia Barracks. It had, however, 
been here only exactly a week when the Battalion was placed 
under orders to hold itself in readiness for embarkation for the 

Continent for service in Silesia, but although an advance 
1920 party actually proceeded to Dover on January 18th, 1920, 

and arrived at Cologne, the move was finally cancelled on 
the 24th. The Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment, however, had 
been very anxious to inspect the rst Battalion prior to embarkation, 
the more that the 2nd Battalion was already abroad serving in the 
Black Sea area, and early in January the following telegram was 
received by the commanding officer from Field-Marshal H.R.H. 
the Duke of Connaught :— 

‘* Please convey to all ranks my regret that on account of my 
tllness I am unable to come down and inspect you prior to your 
departure for Silesia. I wish the Battalion the best of good luck 
for the future, and feel confident they will maintain the high 
standard of efficiency and discipline which has always been 
characteristic of the ‘ Blue Caps.’”’ 

The strength of the Battalion on January 31st stood at 54 
officers, 14 warrant officers, 41 sergeants, 12 drummers, and 719 
other ranks. 

During the next few weeks the sportsmen of the 1st Battalion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers proved their superiority over all comers 
in many of the events open to the whole of the ‘Aldershot

Command; thus on March roth they won the Cross-country 
Running Competition with 415 points, beating the Cameron 
Highlanders, who were second with 412; while on the 3oth the 
Battalion tug-of-war team won the r11ost. Competition, open to all 
the troops of the Aldershot district.* 

On May 2tst His Majesty the King visited Aldershot and 
held a review on Farnborough Common, on which occasion the 
‘* Blue Caps ’’ were honoured by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, 
the Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment, marching past at the head 
of the Battalion. On the 25th the following divisional order was 
published for the information of the troops concerned :— 

‘‘ The General Officer Commanding the 1st Division wishes 
to express his satisfaction with the turn-out, drill, and general 
appearance on parade of all troops under his command on the 
occasion of His Majesty’s Review on the 21st inst.” 

On September 24th Major-General C. D. Cooper, C.B., 
Colonel, Royal Dublin Fusiliers, arrived at Bordon and inspected 
the Battalion on parade, visited the barrack-rooms, regimental 
institutes, and the company gardens. The following is the text 
of the address made by the General to the Battalion :— 

‘* Colonel Perreau, officers, warrant and non-commissioned 
officers and men, 1st Battalion the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, the 
‘ Blue Caps.’ 

“I can assure you it is a great pleasure to me to be with you 
to-day. The last time I had the honour of seeing the Battalion 
was when you were at Nuneaton, Warwickshire, in February, 
1915; you had come home from India to take part in the Great 
War, and on March 17th (St. Patrick’s Day) you sailed for an 
unknown destination. I tried my best to go and see you off and 
wish you ‘God-speed,’ but the authorities were unable to give me 
permission as every move of units had to be kept very secret. 
Well, hardly a month had passed by when you were taking part 
in that wonderful feat of arms, the landing at Cape Helles, April 
25th, 1915. I feel sure that your splendid gallantry on that day

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has never been excelled by any troops, if equalled; you are, I 
know, very proud to have belonged to the immortal 29th 
Division. 

‘* I have watched your doings in the Great War very keenly, 
and well know the splendid gallantry and devotion to duty of all 
ranks at all times; you have, indeed, kept up the traditions of our 
distinguished Regiment and added lustre to them; we are all very 
proud of our ‘ Blue Caps’ and the services rendered by the 
Battalion. I sympathize very deeply with you tn your heavy 
losses, and I know that you are all with me when I say that the 
memory of those gallant heroes that have fallen for our King and 
country will ever remain with us all. 

‘* To you who have not been in the Service very long may I 
point out how very necessary it is for you to do your very best to 
get on in your profession, and to keep up the traditions of your 
distinguished Regiment—one second to none in the Service. Do 
your very best to jealously guard tts reputation, think of your 
Regiment first and yourself afterwards, carry out all orders with 
alacrity, never questioning the why or wherefore; pay every 
attention to your instructors and help your officers and non- 
commissioned officers to the utmost. You may depend that they 
will do their best for you. Take a pride in your Regiment and 
yourselves. 

‘** To-morrow you are celebrating Lucknow Day; how well all 
ranks have emulated the great example of all those who took part 
in the Indian Mutiny in 1857; it was in that campaign that you 
were called the ‘ Blue Caps,’ a name I know you are all very proud 
of. I will not detain you any longer, and I beg to thank you, 
Colonel Perreau, for the honour you have done me in allowing me 
to see your Battalion on parade, and I congratulate all ranks on 
the excellent turn-out and steadiness under arms. You have all 
my very best wishes, and never fear that my interest in the 
Battalion will ever fatl.’’ 

On Christmas Day the following message was received by the 
Commanding Officer from Lieutenant-General Sir Ayimer Hunter- 
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Weston, the former commander of the 29th Division and VIIIth 
Corps :— 

‘" A line this Christmas Day to send greetings to each officer, 
warrant officer, non-commissioned officer and man of the Battalion 
that did such splendid service tn the incomparable 29th Division. 
To that band of heroes that served with me tn the 29th Division 
and VIIIth Army Corps I send special greetings ; but all who join 
your Battalion inherit its traditions and become imbued with the 
Battalion spirit, which made the wearers of the little long red 
triangle distingutshed throughout the war for Comradeshtp, Gnit 
and Devotion to duty. Best wishes to you each and all from your 
old commander and comrade.”’ 

On the last day of the year 1920 the strength of the Battalion 
was 42 Officers, 12 warrant officers, 9 staff sergeants, 34 sergeants, 
8 lance-sergeants, 41 corporals, 18 drummers, and 628 privates. 

In the early spring of the new year there was very 
1921 considerable unrest in the coal industry, leading a little later 

to what was known as the great coal strike. On March tst 
the industry became free, after many years of control, from all 
restrictions on pithead prices and inland distribution. There had 
been an attempt in November, 1920, to put the miners’ wages on 
a better footing, but the depression of trade had caused all the 
advances secured by the miners to be wiped out; and in January, 
1921, it appeared that coal was being produced at an actual loss to 
the colliery owners. The decontrol of the mines was to have come 
in at the end of August, but Government sought to end it on 
March 31st. In the discussions between the owners and the 
miners, however, which now were hurried on to arrange wages 
and profits, no agreement seemed possible, and the miners’ leaders 
suddenly sent notices to their districts directing the men to cease 
work at midnight on March 31st. 

The Government replied by the issue of a Royal Proclamation 
declaring the existence of a state of emergency, and, in order to 
prevent the mines being flooded and a national industry 
irretrievably ruined, called for volunteers to save the mines and 
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carry on the transport services, while inviting ex-service men and 
others to enlist in a Defence Force for the preservation of order. 
Troops also were sent up from Aldershot to London, where they 
were camped in the different parks so as to be at hand in the event 
of disturbance, and among those troops sent at short notice to the 
capital was a detachment of 24 officers and 445 other ranks of the 
‘* Blue Caps ”’ from Bordon. 

This party left St. Lucia Barracks on April 16th, reached 
London on the same day, and encamped in Victoria Park. The 
following are the names of the officers accompanying the detach- 
ment :—Lieut.-Colonel Perreau, Majors Higginson, Wheeler, 
Weldon and Tredennick, Captains Watson, Carroll-Leahy and 
Braddell, Lieutenants Tittle, Byrne, O’Morchoe, Gamble, Yeates, 
Jones, McCann, and Watson, Second-Lieutenants Harrison, 
Renny, Eassie, Rooth, and Hegan, Captain and Quartermaster 
Williams, and the Rev. Father Coghlan. 

The Army Reserve having also been called up, a large 
number of reservists joined while the headquarters of the 
Battalion was camped in Victoria Park, but on April 21st, when 
all risk of disturbance of the peace appeared to be over and the 
strike showed signs of coming to an end, the detachment of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers was sent back by train to Bordon. It was 
not, however, until June 6th that the army reservists, to the 
number of 199, were finally demobilized and re-transferred to the 
Army Reserve. In consequence of the very considerable reduction 
of strength thus occasioned, the Battalion contained no more than 
something under 650 other ranks when it moved into Aldershot 
later in this month as part of the ‘‘ Experimental Brigade,’’ con- 
sisting of the 2nd Coldstream Guards, 2nd Royal Irish Fusiliers 
and 1st Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

The Battalion remained at Aldershot, occupying quarters in 
Tournay Barracks, North Camp, until August 13th, when it 
returned to Bordon. 

In December, 1921, the following officers were borne on the 
strength of the Battalion :—Lieut.-Colonel C. N. Perreau, 
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C.M.G., Majors R. G. B. Jeffreys, D.S.O., S. G. de C. Wheeler, 
O.B.E., J. P. Tredennick, D.S.O., O.B.E., and (Brevet-Lieut.- 
Colonel) K. C. Weldon, D.S.O., Brevet-Majors R. M. Watson, 
D.S.O., T. J. Carroll-Leahy, D.S.O., M.C., Captains C. H. L’E. 
West, W. H. Braddell, J. McM. Dickie, M.C., A. L. Elsworthy, 
M.B.E., and R. O. C. Bush, Lieutenants D. R. Tittle, K. G. 
O’Morchoe, U. A. F. Williamson, C. A. Gamble, R. ‘A. Yeates, 
C. McCann, D.C.M., H. C. Franklin, M.C., W. J. Shaw, 
L. R. C. Watson, and J. H. S. Harrison, Second-Lieutenants 
P. L. G. Renny, W. J. F. Eassie, K. E. Hegan, and R. G. 
Rooth, Captain and Quartermaster A. R. Williams, and, attached, 
Lieutenant W. L. Clarke, education officer, and the Rev. Father 
J. O. Herlihy, R.C. Chaplain. 

For some very considerable time past there had been a great 
deal of serious unrest, amounting at times to open rebellion, against 
the forces of government in Ireland. Martial law had for many 
months past been proclaimed in certain of the more disturbed 
areas, and had gradually been extended until the rule of the 
military had almost everywhere superseded that of the civil power. 

On June 22nd, 1921, His Majesty the King visited Belfast 
and opened the Northern Parliament in state, making a special 
appeal to all Irishmen to join in securing peace, and as the outcome 
of His Majesty’s speech the Prime Minister invited the heads of 
the Northern Government and the leaders of Sinn Fein to discuss 
matters with a view to a settlement at a conference in London. 
‘* Certain agreements ’’ were provisionally arrived at, and on July 
11th a truce came into force between the Crown forces and those 
of the Irish Republican party pending the negotiations between 
the British Government and the Sinn Fein leaders, and on the 
18th General Macready, Commander-in-Chief in Ireland, after 
interviews with the chief liaison officer of the Irish Republican 
Army, agreed to the removal of all the restrictions on fairs and 
markets which had been imposed in the martial law areas. 

On July 14th Messrs. Lloyd George and de Valera commenced 
their discussions, and some three weeks later the Government 
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decided upon the unconditional release of all members of the Dail 
Eireann, interned or imprisoned, to enable them to attend the 
meeting of the Dail; but after sitting for some days in secret 
session Dail Eireann unanimously rejected the Government's 
peace offer. At the end of September, however, the British 
Premier again invited Sinn Fein to send delegates to a conference 
in London, and this time the invitation was accepted, and the 
conference opened on October 11th. The situation was more than 
once imperilled by certain utterances made by Mr. de Valera, such 
as when in a telegram to the Pope he disclaimed, on behalf of his 
supporters, ‘‘ allegiance to the British King ’’; but the negotiations 
were continued, and finally on the morning of December 6th an 
agreement was reached, and the provisions thereof were at once 
published. The one immediately affecting the status and existence 
of those Irish regiments of the British Army which were recruited 
in that portion of Southern Ireland which was in future to be 
known as ‘‘the Irish Free State,’? was that which agreed to the 
establishment by the Government of the Irish Free State of a 
Military Defence Force, which was not, however, to exceed in size 
such proportion of the military establishments in Great Britain 
as that which the population of Ireland bore to that of Great 
Britain. 

Another matter which seemed to have some possible bearing 
upon the maintenance of the Irish regiments of the British Army 
arose from the fact that in August, 1921, a committee of business 
men had been appointed by the Cabinet to advise on questions 
of finance and to make recommendations to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer for effecting forthwith all possible reductions in 
national expenditure, in view of the urgent necessity for reducing 
expenditure in 1922 by no less a sum than one hundred and thirty 
millions. The committee was known as the ‘‘ Super-Axe”’ 
Committee or, from its chairman, as the Geddes Committee, and 
already as early as January 28th, 1922, the leading Service paper 
of the day, in writing of the forthcoming publication of the report 
of this committee, and in anticipating the particular form which 
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the expected proposals for economy would take, had spoken as 
follows :—‘‘ It seems that in any case we shall find that certain 
further reductions in battalions of infantry will almost certainly 
take place—no matter how premature and suicidal such policy 
may be, and we must, therefore, we fear, prepare ourselves for the 
worst and recognize that many historic units may be removed from 
the Army. At first sight, admitting that disbandment on the 
Geddesian scale is really to be the order of the day, it seems easy 
enough to decide upon the regiments and battalions from among 
which such disbandment can most easily occur. The recently 
concluded treaty with Ireland permits of the new Free State 
maintaining certain armed forces of its own, and doubtless the 
Irish regiments of the Imperial Army will cease to exist. .... 
An easy method for complying with the demands of any large- 
scale proposals for disbandment presents itself by virtue of the 
_ Treaty lately concluded, according to the terms of which there 
does not appear to be any provision whatever for maintaining as 
part of the British Army those Irish regiments hitherto recruited 
in Southern Ireland. The Irish regiments have done at least as 
much as have the English, the Scotch and the Welsh in the past 
to build up our Empire; they have gained fame in every quarter 
of the globe; the history of the British Army has whole volumes 
dedicated to the memory of Irish soldiers. But unless we can 
maintain depots in Ireland the Irish regiments of our Army can 
no longer be kept up, such Irishmen as desire to soldier in the 
Imperial Army must for the future serve in British regiments; 
and, taking everything into consideration, it seems practically 
inevitable that the wholesale disbandment threatened by the fore- 
casts of the Geddes report may have to be met by the disappearance 
from the Army List of the greater number of our historic Irish 
regiments.”’ 

It will'be seen from the above that the year 1922 opened 
1922 gloomily for the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 

whose existence was threatened, if, indeed, their actual . 
dissolution was not close at hand. 
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The prolonged disturbances in Ireland had had the effect of 
interrupting the flow of recruits to the home battalion of the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, which had continued none the less to supply 
drafts of the usual strength to the 2nd Battalion now in India. 
As a result the ‘‘ Blue Caps ’’ at the beginning of 1922 were very 
weak, the strength on January 31st being 27 officers, 11 warrant 
officers, 38 sergeants, 16 drummers, and only 357 other ranks; but 
on February 8th, in consequence no doubt of the changes 
inaugurated by the formation of the Irish Free State, the Depot of 
the Regiment arrived at Bordon from Naas, thus securing for the 
Battalion a very welcome and timely reinforcement of 5 officers 
and 72 non-commissioned officers and men. The officers were 
Brevet-Lieut.-Colonel Weldon, D.S.O., Major and Quartermaster 
Holloway, Captain Caldbeck, and Lieutenants Moffat and 
Lawrence. 

With the issue of the Army Estimates there was published a 
statement by Sir L. Worthington-Evans, the Secretary of State 
for War, in which it was given out that, in order to effect the 
necessary economy demanded by the condition of the finances of 
the country, it had been decided to reduce the Regular Army by 
5 line cavalry regiments, or an equivalent reduction, and 24 
line battalions and corresponding depots, and this decision 
was given effect to, so far as the infantry of the Army was 
concerned, in Army Order No. 78, published on March 11th, and 
which, in view of its historical and far-reaching importance, may 
here be given in full :— 

‘* Reduction of Establishment——His Majesty the

On April 28th the 2nd Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
arrived at Bordon from India, and both battalions then seriously 
commenced the heart-breaking processes of disbandment. 

On May 3oth it was notified in orders that ‘‘ His Majesty the 
King has honoured the Battalion by intimating his intention to 
receive the Colours of the Battalion and place them in safety in 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor Castle. The handing-over 
ceremony will take place at 11.30 a.m. on June 12th.’’ 

On the same day, in a special Battalion Order, the following 
farewell messages were conveyed to all ranks of the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers :— 

From Field-Marshal H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, K.G.., 
Colonel-in-Chief :— 

‘It ts with a feeling of deep sorrow that I bid farewell to the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

** I have been your Colonel-in-Chief for nearly twenty years, 
and have seen youin many parts of the Empire. The Regiment 
has been in existence over 250 years, and, as the Madras and 
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Bombay Fusiliers, its history ts practically the history of our 
Indian Empire. Onits Colours are names such as Plassey, Arcot, 
Wandiwash, Seringapatam and Lucknow, which shows where the 
Regiment has fought. 

‘It is always a sign of great achievement when a regiment 
receives a nickname, and the ‘ Blue Caps’ extorted that title from 
the enemy in the great Indian Mutiny, and the ‘Old Toughs’ 
earned their nickname by their tenacity in the Mahratta Wars. 

‘'As the Royal Dublin Fusiliers the Regiment continued to 
play tts part in the history of the Brittsh Empire. It earned the 
admiration of all at Talana Hill and in the battles for the Relief of 
Ladysmith. In the late war it is only necessary to point to the 
landing at Gallipoli, and to Ypres, to show that the Regiment has 
never ceased to keep up the standard of its former achievements in 
India. It was to mea source of great pride when Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria appointed me Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment. 

‘* IT have presented thetr Colours to both Battalions, and in 
the late war I inspected battalions of the Regiment in France and 
Palestine. 

‘* All ranks will share with me my satisfaction in knowing 
that His Majesty the King ts going to take charge of our Colours, 
and it is my earnest hope that, in the future, he may be able to 
restore its Colours to the Regiment should the country again need 
tts’ services. 

‘‘In wishing good-bye to all ranks I know that every man of 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers will maintain his pride in the 
Regiment, and will never forget that he has worn its uniform and 
will ever help to maintain tts glorious traditions. 


(Sd.) ‘* ARTHUR, Field-Marshal, 
“* Colonel-in-Chief The Royal Dublin Fusiliers.’’ 


From Major-General C. D. Cooper, C.B., Colonel, The Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers :— 
‘“* It is with feelings of deep sorrow that I write these few lines 


of farewell to all and sign my name for the last time as your

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Colonel, which great honour was granted me on March 13th, 1910, 
over twelve years ago. I have always had the greatest pride tn 
the Battalions and in their splendid and very old traditions. I feel 
sure that every one of you will always have a deep affection 
and pride in your old Corps. 

““ May every good luck attend you all.

On the next day, May 31st, Battalion Orders contained the 
following :— 

‘* Now that definite orders for disbandment have been received, 
the Commanding Officer hopes that all ranks will agree with his 
wish not to issue a farewell order. 

** Hits feelings about disbandment and his love for the dear old 
Regiment are shared equally by every member of tt, and cannot be 
expressed in words. 

‘** Spectamur Agendo.’ ”’ 

On this day the Battalion contained 25 officers, 11 warrant 
officers, 48 sergeants, 30 corporals, 18 drummers and 268 privates. 

In Army Order No. 179, published on May 11th, instructions 
were issued as to the disposal of the officers and men of the 
battalions to be disbanded under the Army Order from which 
quotation has already been made. Officers were permitted to 
submit applications for transfer, giving five regiments in order of 
preference, in the case of such officers as desired to continue in 
the Service, while a compensation scheme was published giving 
the rates of retired pay and gratuities for those who elected to 
retire. Soldiers serving on other than normal engagements were 
granted 28 days’ leave, with full pay and allowances, at the 
conclusion of which they were discharged; those serving on 
normal engagements were given the option of premature discharge 
to the Army Reserve or of transfer to another unit or corps; while 
men discharged compulsorily with fourteen and less than 
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21 years’ total service were considered eligible for service 
pensions on discharge under the general conditions of Army Order 
No. 325 of 1919, provided: (a) they had not less than 1o years’ 
qualifying service, (b) they were serving on engagements to 
complete at least 21 years’ total service, or (c) that they were 
serving on engagements under which they would be serving with 
the Colours on completing 21 years’ service were they not 
prematurely discharged. 

In consequence of the above orders officers and men were 
now daily being transferred to other regiments and corps from the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers,* and the strength of the Battalion was 
constantly falling. 

Monday, June 12th, was, as already stated, the day 

Ceremony at Which had been set aside by His Majesty the King 

Windsor Gastie. to receive from the disbanded Irish regiments the 

Colours which in past days they had had handed to 

them by Royal personages or by distinguished Generals or leaders 

in the field. In each case the Colour party was attended by the 

commanding officers of the battalions and the colonels-in-chief and 

colonels of the regiments, and the ‘‘ Blue Caps”’ on this day of 
solemn parting were represented by the following :— 

King’s Colour—Major J. P. Tredennick, D.S.O., O.B.E. 

Regimental Colour—Brevet-Major and ‘Adjutant T. J. Carroll- 

Leahy, D.S.O., M.C. 

Commander of Guard—Company Sergeant-Major A. Cullen. 

Escort to Colours—Sergeants T. Doyle and A. D. Connolly. 

The different Colour parties made their way from their several 
stations to Windsor by rail and road, and when all were assembled 
in the yard of the Great Western Railway Company at Windsor 
the order of route was formed and the last march commenced. 

“‘ The ceremony which took place this morning at Windsor,”’ 
wrote one who was there, ‘‘ would perhaps in pre-war days have 
been without any special significance to those who had not served 
in the Regular Army; but to-day, when practically all the

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manhood of our nation has passed through the ranks of the Army 
in the course of a great war, the outward and visible sign of the 
disbanding of ten historic infantry battalions is something which 
few can regard unmoved. 


‘* To-day the First and Second Battalions of the Royal Irish 
Regiment, the Connaught Rangers, the Leinster Regiment, the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, and the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, which 
are being disbanded, sent their Colours, their commanding officers, 
and their Colour parties to Windsor, there to hand over to the 
safe-keeping of the Sovereign the Colours which they have 
cherished and which are inscribed with the names of the battles 
in which they have been engaged from the spacious days of 
Marlborough onwards. Each Colour is in itself almost an epitome 
of the history of the British Army. 


** Forming up in the station yard at Windsor, and preceded 
and followed by escorts provided by the 3rd Battalion of His 
Majesty’s Grenadier Guards, and with the band of that regiment 
at the head of the procession, the ten Colour parties, bearing their 
Colours aloft, marched up the hill to the Castle, the band playing 
the march past of each regiment in turn. Arrived at the entrance 
to St. George’s Hall, the tune suddenly changed to ‘ Auld Lang 
Syne,’ and so the column of Colour parties passed out of the great 
quadrangle. 


** Within the ceremony was of a private—almost of an intimate 
—character. The King inspected the line of representatives of 
his Irish regiments, and then addressed them as follows :— 


‘“** We are here to-day in circumstances which cannot fail to 
strike a note of sadness in our hearts. No regiment parts with 
tts Colours without feelings of sorrow. A knight in days gone by 
bore on his shield his coat-of-arms, token of valour and worth; 
only to death did he surrender them. Your Colours are the record 
of valorous deeds in war and of the glorious traditions thereby 
created. Youare called upon to part with them to-day for reasons 
beyond your control and resistance. By youand your predecessors

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these Colours have been reverenced and guarded asa sacred trust— 
which trust you now confide to me. 

‘** As your King Il am proud to accept this trust. But I fully 
realize with what grief you relinquish these dearly-prised emblems ; 
and I pledge my word that within these ancient and historic walls 
your Colours will be treasured, honoured and protected as 
hallowed memorials of the glorious deeds of brave and loyal 
regiments.’ 

‘‘ The King and Queen shook hands cordially and in regretful 
farewell with each member of the Colour parties. Then followed 
to each commanding officer a few words expressive of very real 
sympathy; and then came again the personal touch when His 
Majesty, the head of the Army, handed to each of the several 
colonels a letter of good-bye addressed specially to each regiment, 
recalling its past history, and expressing again his grateful 
appreciation of services rendered.’’ 

The letter to all ranks of the ‘‘ Blue Caps’’ ran as follows :— 

‘‘ It is with feelings of no ordinary sorrow that I address you 
for the last time, for I know that I am taking leave, not merely of 
a fine Regiment, but of great memories and great traditions which 
hitherto have been kept alive and embodied tn you. 

‘* You are the oldest of the British garrison in India. Your 
Second Battalion dates back to the time when Queen Catherine 
of Braganza brought Bombay as part of her dowry to King 
Charles II; your First Battalion to still remoter days. Stringer 
Lawrence, the teacher of Robert Clive, won many a victory with 
you. Clive led you to Arcot and Plassey; Eyre Coote to 
Wandewash; Forde to Condore. 

** Your history ts the history of early British dominance in 
India, and you have shown abundantly that you could fight as 
sternly in South Africa and in Europe as in the East Indies. 

“* To me it ts a mournful task to bid you farewell. I have 
always taken the greatest pride in your past history, but if the 
glory of any fighting men be safe, then most assuredly safe ts 
yours. 
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‘* You have your Colours, your trophies and your household 
gods which are dear to you as Honour ttself. You have thought 
fit to entrust your Colours to me for custody, and Iam very proud 
to take charge of them to be preserved and held in reverence at 
Windsor Castle as a perpetual record of your noble exploits in 
the field. 

‘‘ Meanwhile be very sure that with or without external 
monument, the fame of your great work can never die. 

‘‘ I thank you for your good service to this Country and the 
Empire and with a full heart I bid you— 

‘* Farewell. 
(Sd.) ‘‘ GEoRGE R.I. 

‘‘ rath June, 1922.” 


‘* And so,’’ adds the writer from whom quotation has already 
been made, ‘‘the outstanding act of disbandment was accom- 
plished, and soon nothing will remain of five splendid Irish 
regiments but a memory—and those Banners in the hall at Windsor 
Castle.’’ 

But very little more remains to be told. On June 23rd the 
cadre of the Battalion was formed of the following 5 officers :— 
Lieut.-Colonel Perreau, Major Jeffreys, Brevet Majors Watson 
and Carroll-Leahy, and Captain and Quartermaster Williams, 
and these with 11 warrant officers, 8 staff sergeants, 16 sergeants, 
4 lance-sergeants, 17 corporals, 13 drummers and 187 fusiliers 
were all that was left. And so disbandment dragged on for some 
few weeks until, on the last day of July, 1922, there remained of 
the Regiment which—under the name of the Madras Europeans, 
Madras Fusiliers, the ‘‘ Blue Caps,’’ or the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers—had endured from the days of the Stuarts and 
accumulated honour and Honours in all quarters of the globe, no 
more than the officers of the cadre. 


‘‘ The 1st Battalion The Royal Dublin Fusiliers,’’ says War 
Office Letter No. 20, ‘‘ ceases to exist from this date.”’

Also five other windows erected in the same chapel by A, B, C and 
D Companies and Sergeants’ Mess in memory of the landing at Gallipoli. 
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The final effort of the four Counties was a Mammoth Auction of 
valuable gifts, held in Dublin in October, 1918, just before the Armistice, 
and which realised {15,000. The balance of this sum after paying off 
all debts amounted to {11,000 and this was handed over by the Master 
of the Rolls to the Trustees for the benefit of those men of the Royal 
Dublin Fusilier battalions who had been prisoners of war, or their 
dependents, and afterwards for the benefit and advancement of those 
of the Regiment who had served outside the United Kingdom during 
the war and who had not been prisoners of war. 


The following were appointed trustees: Lady Arnott, D.B.E., 
Right Hon. L. Jonathan Hogg, and Mr. Andrew Jameson, D.L. 


Perhaps the words spoken by a Woman to the first batch of repatriated 
Prisoners of War on arrival in Ireland from Germany, voice all that 
was felt and done for our soldiers during the tragic years of the Great 
War: “‘Soldiers, Welcome Home! All have thought of you, prayed for 
you, and now we bid you the warmest and heartiest of welcomes. We 
are thankful to see you back in Ireland ; we rejoice that your sufferings 
are over and that you are coming back to those who love and care for 
you. We trust you will have many and happy years among those who 
love you, and among your fellow-countrymen who are proud of you.” 

The Regimental History Committee have thought that the War 
Record would be incomplete did it not contain this very brief account of 
ali that Irish women did for the Regiment.

It is with a feeling of great sorrow that I bid farewell to The Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers. 


I have been your Colonel-in-Chief for nearly 20 years and have 
seen you in many parts of the Empire. The Regiment has been in 
existence over 250 years, and as the Madras and Bombay Fusiliers its 
history is practically the history of our Indian Empire. On its Colours 
are names such as Plassey, Arcot, Wandiwash, Seringapatam and 
Lucknow, which show where the Regiment has fought. 


It is always a sign of great achievements when a regiment receives 
a nickname and the “ Blue Caps” extorted that title from the enemy 
in the great Indian Mutiny, and the “‘ Old Toughs ” earned their nick- 
name by their tenacity in the Mahratta Wars. 


As The Royal Dublin Fusiliers, the regiment continued to play 
its part in the history of the British Empire. It earned the admiration 
of all at Talana Hill and in the battles for the Relief of Ladysmith. In 
the late war it is only necessary to point to the Landing at Gallipoli, 
and to Ypres, to show that the regiment has never ceased to keep up 
the standard of its former achievements in India. It was to me a source 
of great pride when Her Majesty Queen Victoria appointed me Colonel- 
in-Chief of the Regiment. 


I have presented their Colours to both Battalions, and in the late 
war I inspected Battalions of the Regiment in France and in Palestine. 

All ranks will share with me my satisfaction in knowing that His 
Majesty The King is going to take charge of our Colours and it is my 
earnest hope that, in the future, he may be able to restore its Colours 
to the Regiment, should the country again need its services.

The Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

His Majesty will also receive a Regimental Engraving offered by 
the South Irish Horse. 

The detachments from the six Regiments will travel by the 9.55 
a.m. train from Paddington Railway Station, arriving at Windsor G.W. 
Railway Station at 10.42 a.m. 

On arrival at Windsor Railway Station the Colour Parties will 
proceed to the Royal Waiting Room, where the Colours will be unfurled. 

The detachments will be met at Windsor Railway Station by an 
Escorting Party of 100 all ranks of the Third Battalion, Grenadier Guards, 
accompanied by the Band of the Regiment. 

The Escorting Party will Present Arms as the five Colour Parties 
march out of the Royal Waiting Room with the Colours. 

The six detachments of the Insh Regiments will be formed up in

In the Company Match, “‘ D ’’ Company, Major S. G. de C. Wheeler, 
O.B.E., were placed 4th, with a score of 472.

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the expected proposals for economy would take, had spoken as 
follows :—‘‘ It seems that in any case we shall find that certain 
further reductions in battalions of infantry will almost certainly 
take place—no matter how premature and suicidal such policy 
may be, and we must, therefore, we fear, prepare ourselves for the 
worst and recognize that many historic units may be removed from 
the Army. At first sight, admitting that disbandment on the 
Geddesian scale is really to be the order of the day, it seems easy 
enough to decide upon the regiments and battalions from among 
which such disbandment can most easily occur. The recently 
concluded treaty with Ireland permits of the new Free State 
maintaining certain armed forces of its own, and doubtless the 
Irish regiments of the Imperial Army will cease to exist. .... 
An easy method for complying with the demands of any large- 
scale proposals for disbandment presents itself by virtue of the 
Treaty lately concluded, according to the terms of which there 
does not appear to be any provision whatever for maintaining as 
part of the British Army those Irish regiments hitherto recruited 
in Southern Ireland. The Irish regiments have done at least as 
much as have the English, the Scotch and the Welsh in the past 
to build up our Empire; they have gained fame in every quarter 
of the globe; the history of the British Army has whole volumes 
dedicated to the memory of Irish soldiers. But unless we can 
maintain depots in Ireland the Irish regiments of our Army can 
no longer be kept up, such Irishmen as desire to soldier in the 
Imperial Army must for the future serve in British regiments; 
and, taking everything into consideration, it seems practically 
inevitable that the wholesale disbandment threatened by the fore- 
casts of the Geddes report may have to be met by the disappearance 
from the Army List of the greater number of our historic Irish 
regiments.’’ 

It will be seen from the above that the year 1922 opened 
1922 gloomily for the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 

whose existence was threatened, if, indeed, their actual . 
dissolution was not close at hand. 
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The prolonged disturbances in Ireland had had the effect of 
interrupting the flow of recruits to the home battalion of the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, which had continued none the less to supply 
drafts of the usual strength to the 2nd Battalion now in India. 
As a result the ‘‘ Blue Caps’ at the beginning of 1922 were very 
weak, the strength on January jist being 27 officers, 11 warrant 
officers, 38 sergeants, 16 drummers, and only 357 other ranks; but 
on February 8th, in consequence no doubt of the changes 
inaugurated by the formation of the Irish Free State, the Depot of 
the Regiment arrived at Bordon from Naas, thus securing for the 
Battalion a very welcome and timely reinforcement of § officers 
and 72 non-commissioned officers and men. The officers were 
Brevet-Lieut.-Colonel Weldon, D.S.O., Major and Quartermaster 
Holloway, Captain Caldbeck, and Lieutenants Moffat and 
Lawrence. 

With the issue of the Army Estimates there was published a 
statement by Sir L. Worthington-Evans, the Secretary of State 
for War, in which it was given out that, in order to effect the 
necessary economy demanded by the condition of the finances of 
the country, it had been decided to reduce the Regular Army by 
§ line cavalry regiments, or an equivalent reduction, and 24 
line battalions and corresponding depots, and this decision 
was given effect to, so far as the infantry of the Army was 
concerned, in Army Order No. 78, published on March 11th, and 
which, in view of its historical and far-reaching importance, may 
here be given in full :— 

‘* Reduction of Establishment.—His Majesty the 
Order for King has approved with great regret the disband- 
Disband ment, as soon as the exigencies of the Service permit, 
of the following corps and battalions of infantry

On April 28th the 2nd Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliers 
arrived at Bordon from India, and both battalions then seriously 
commenced the heart-breaking processes of disbandment. 

On May 3oth it was notified in orders that ‘‘ His Majesty the 
King has honoured the Battalion by intimating his intention to 
receive the Colours of the Battalion and place them in safety in 
St. George’s Chapel, Windsor Castle. The handing-over 
ceremony will take place at 11.30 a.m. on June 12th.” 

On the same day, in a special Battalion Order, the following 
farewell messages were conveyed to all ranks of the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers :— 

From Field-Marshal H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, K.G., 
Colonel-in-Chief :— 

‘‘It ts with a feeling of deep sorrow that I bid farewell to the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

‘I have been your Colonel-in-Chief for nearly twenty years, 
and have seen you in many parts of the Empire. The Regiment 
has been in existence over 250 years, and, as the Madras and 
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Bombay Fusiliers, its history ts practically the history of our 
Indian Empire. On its Colours are names such as Plassey, Arcot, 
Wandiwash, Seringapatam and Lucknow, which shows where the 
Regiment has fought. 

‘It ts always a sign of great achievement when a regiment 
receives a nickname, and the ‘ Blue Caps’ extorted that title from 
the enemy in the great Indian Mutiny, and the ‘Old Toughs’ 
earned their nickname by their tenacity in the Mahratta Wars. 

‘“'As the Royal Dublin Fusiliers the Regiment continued to 
play its part in the history of the British Empire. It earned the 
admiration of all at Talana Hill and in the battles for the Relief of 
Ladysmith. In the late war it ts only necessary to point to the 
landing at Gallipoli, and to Ypres, to show that the Regiment has 
never ceased to keep up the standard of tts former achievements in 
India. It was to mea source of great pride when Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria appointed me Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment. 

‘* TI have presented their Colours to both Battalions, and in 
the late war I inspected battalions of the Regiment in France and 
Palestine. 

** All ranks will share with me my satisfaction in knowing 
that His Majesty the King ts going to take charge of our Colours, 
and it ts my earnest hope that, in the future, he may be able to 
restore tts Colours to the Regiment should the country again need 
tls' services. 

‘‘ In wishing good-bye to all ranks I know that every man of 
the Royal Dublin Fustliers will matntain his pride in the 
Regiment, and will never forget that he has worn tts uniform and 
will ever help to maintain tts glorious traditions.

On the next day, May 31st, Battalion Orders contained the 
following :— 

‘* Now that definite orders for disbandment have been recetved, 
the Commanding Officer hopes that all ranks will agree with his 
wish not to issue a farewell order. 

‘* His feelings about disbandment and his love for the dear old 
Regiment are shared equally by every member of tt, and cannot be 
expressed in words. 

‘** Spectamur Agendo.’ ”’ 

On this day the Battalion contained 25 officers, 11 warrant 
officers, 48 sergeants, 30 corporals, 18 drummers and 268 privates. 

In Army Order No. 179, published on May 11th, instructions 
were issued as to the disposal of the officers and men of the 
battalions to be disbanded under the Army Order from which 
quotation has already been made. Officers were permitted to 
submit applications for transfer, giving five regiments in order of 
preference, in the case of such officers as desired to continue in 
the Service, while a compensation scheme was published giving 
the rates of retired pay and gratuities for those who elected to 
retire. Soldiers serving on other than normal engagements were 
granted 28 days’ leave, with full pay and allowances, at the 
conclusion of which they were discharged; those serving on 
normal engagements were given the option of premature discharge 
to the Army Reserve or of transfer to another unit or corps; while 
men discharged compulsorily with fourteen and less than

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21 years’ total service were considered eligible for service 
pensions on discharge under the general conditions of Army Order 
No. 325 of 1919, provided: (a) they had not less than 1o years’ 
qualifying service, (b) they were serving on engagements to 
complete at least 21 years’ total service, or (c) that they were 
serving on engagements under which they would be serving with 
the Colours on completing 21 years’ service were they not 
prematurely discharged. 

In consequence of the above orders officers and men were 
now daily being transferred to other regiments and corps from the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers,* and the strength of the Battalion was 
constantly falling. 

Monday, June 12th, was, as already aie the day 

Ceremony at Which had been set aside by His Majesty the King 

Windeer Gastie. to receive from the disbanded Irish regiments the 

Colours which in past days they had had handed to 

them by Royal personages or by distinguished Generals or leaders 

in the field. In each case the Colour party was attended by the 

commanding officers of the battalions and the colonels-in-chief and 

colonels of the regiments, and the ‘‘ Blue Caps’”’ on this day of 
solemn parting were represented by the following :— 

King’s Colour—Major J. P. Tredennick, D.S.O., O.B.E. 

Regimental Colour—Brevet-Major and ‘Adjutant T. J. Carroll- 

Leahy, D.S.O., M.C. 

Commander of Guard—Company Sergeant-Major A. Cullen. 

Escort to Colours—Sergeants T. Doyle and A. D. Connolly. 

The different Colour parties made their way from their several 
stations to Windsor by rail and road, and when all were assembled 
in the yard of the Great Western Railway Company at Windsor 
the order of route was formed and the last march commenced. 

** The ceremony which took place this morning at Windsor,”’ 
wrote one who was there, ‘‘ would perhaps in pre-war days have 
been without any special significance to those who had not served 
in the Regular Army; but to-day, when practically all the

manhood of our nation has passed through the ranks of the Army 
in the course of a great war, the outward and visible sign of the 
disbanding of ten historic infantry battalions is something which 
few can regard unmoved. 


‘‘ To-day the First and Second Battalions of the Royal Irish 
Regiment, the Connaught Rangers, the Leinster Regiment, the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, and the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, which 
are being disbanded, sent their Colours, their commanding officers, 
and their Colour parties to Windsor, there to hand over to the 
safe-keeping of the Sovereign the Colours which they have 
cherished and which are inscribed with the names of the battles 
in which they have been engaged from the spacious days of 
Marlborough onwards. Each Colour is in itself almost an epitome 
of the history of the British Army. 


‘‘ Forming up in the station yard at Windsor, and preceded 
and followed by escorts provided by the 3rd Battalion of His 
Majesty’s Grenadier Guards, and with the band of that regiment 
at the head of the procession, the ten Colour parties, bearing their 
Colours aloft, marched up the hill to the Castle, the band playing 
the march past of each regiment in turn. Arrived at the entrance 
to St. George’s Hall, the tune suddenly changed to ‘ Auld Lang 
Syne,’ and so the column of Colour parties passed out of the great 
quadrangle. 


** Within the ceremony was of a private—almost of an intimate 
—character. The King inspected the line of representatives of 
his Irish regiments, and then addressed them as follows :— 


‘** We are here to-day in circumstances which cannot fail to 
strike a note of sadness in our hearts. No regiment parts with 
tts Colours without feelings of sorrow. A knight in days gone by 
bore on his shield hts coat-of-arms, token of valour and worth; 
only to death did he surrender them. Your Colours are the record 
of valorous deeds in war and of the glorious traditions thereby 
created. Youare called upon to part with them to-day for reasons 
beyond your control and resistance. By youand your predecessors 
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HANDING OVER THE COLOURS TO H.M. THE KING IN ST. GEORGE'S HALL, 
WINDSOR CASTLE, JUNE 12TH, 1922. 
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these Colours have been reverenced and guarded as a sacred trust— 
which trust you now confide to me. 

‘** As your King I am proud to accept this trust. But I fully 
realize with what grief you relinquish these dearly-prised emblems ; 
and I pledge my word that within these ancient and historic walls 
your Colours will be treasured, honoured and protected as 
hallowed memorials of the glorious deeds of brave and loyal 
regiments.’ 

‘* The King and Queen shook hands cordially and in regretful 
farewell with each member of the Colour parties. Then followed 
to each commanding officer a few words expressive of very real 
sympathy; and then. came again the personal touch when His 
Majesty, the head of the Army, handed to each of the several 
colonels a letter of good-bye addressed specially to each regiment, 
recalling its past history, and expressing again his grateful 
appreciation of services rendered.”’ 

The letter to all ranks of the ‘‘ Blue Caps’”’ ran as follows :— 

‘It is with feelings of no ordinary sorrow that I address you 
for the last time, for I know that I am taking leave, not merely of 
a fine Regiment, but of great memories and great traditions which 
hitherto have been kept alive and embodied in you. 

‘** You are the oldest of the British garrison in India. Your 
Second Battalion dates back to the time when Queen Catherine 
of Braganza brought Bombay as part of her dowry to King 
Charles II; your First Battalion to still remoter days. Stringer 
Lawrence, the teacher of Robert Clive, won many a victory with 
you. Clive led you to Arcot and Plassey; Eyre Coote to 
Wandewash; Forde to Condore. 

‘** Your history is the history of early British dominance in 
India, and you have shown abundantly that you could fight as 
sternly in South Africa and in Europe as in the East Indies. 

“‘ To me it ts a mournful task to bid you farewell. I have 
always taken the greatest pride tn your past history, but if the 
glory of any fighting men be safe, then most assuredly safe ts 
yours. 
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** You have your Colours, your trophies and your household 
gods which are dear to you as Honour itself. You have thought 
fit to entrust your Colours to me for custody, and Iam very proud 
to take charge of them to be preserved and held in reverence at 
Windsor Castle as a perpetual record of your noble exploits in 
the field. 

‘Meanwhile be very sure that with or without external 
monument, the fame of your great work can never die. 

‘‘T thank you for your good service to this Country and the 
Empire and with a full heart I bid you— 

‘* Farewell. 
(Sd.) ‘* GEorRGE R.I. 

‘“‘ rath June, 1922.” 


‘* And so,’’ adds the writer from whom quotation has already 
been made, ‘‘the outstanding act of disbandment was accom- 
plished, and soon nothing will remain of five splendid Irish 
regiments but a memory—and those Banners in the hall at Windsor 
Castle.”’ 

But very little more remains to be told. On June 23rd the 
cadre of the Battalion was formed of the following 5 officers :— 
Lieut.-Colonel Perreau, Major Jeffreys, Brevet Majors Watson 
and Carroll-Leahy, and Captain and Quartermaster Williams, 
and these with 11 warrant officers, 8 staff sergeants, 16 sergeants, 
4 lance-sergeants, 17 corporals, 13 drummers and 187 fusiliers 
were all that was left. And so disbandment dragged on for some 
few weeks until, on the last day of July, 1922, there remained of 
the Regiment which—under the name of the Madras Europeans, 
Madras Fusiliers, the ‘*‘ Blue Caps,’’ or the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers—had endured from the days of the Stuarts and 
accumulated honour and Honours in all quarters of the globe, no 
more than the officers of the cadre.

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The final effort of the four Counties was a Mammoth Auction of 
valuable gifts, held in Dublin in October, 1918, just before the Armistice, 
and which realised £15,000. The balance of this sum after paying off 
all debts amounted to {11,000 and this was handed over by the Master 
of the Rolls to the Trustees for the benefit of those men of the Royal 
Dublin Fusilier battalions who had been pmnisoners of war, or their 
dependents, and afterwards for the benefit and advancement of those 
of the Regiment who had served outside the United Kingdom during 
the war and who had not been prisoners of war. 


The following were appointed trustees: Lady Arnott, D.B.E., 
Right Hon. L. Jonathan Hogg, and Mr. Andrew Jameson, D.L. 


Perhaps the words spoken by a Woman to the first batch of repatriated 
Prisoners of War on arrival in Ireland from Germany, voice all that 
was felt and done for our soldiers during the tragic years of the Great 
War: “Soldiers, Welcome Home! All have thought of you, prayed for 
you, and now we bid you the warmest and heartiest of welcomes. We 
are thankful to see you back in Ireland ; we rejoice that your sufferings 
are over and that you are coming back to those who love and care for 
you. We trust you will have many and happy years among those who 
love you, and among your fellow-countrymen who are proud of you.” 

The Regimental History Committee have thought that the War 
Record would be incomplete did it not contain this very brief account of 
all that Irish women did for the Regiment.

It is with a feeling of great sorrow that I bid farewell to The Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers. 


I have been your Colonel-in-Chief for nearly 20 years and have 
seen you in many parts of the Empire. The Regiment has been in 
existence over 250 years, and as the Madras and Bombay Fusiliers its 
history is practically the history of our Indian Empire. On its Colours 
are mames such as Plassey, Arcot, Wandiwash, Seringapatam and 
Lucknow, which show where the Regiment has fought. 


It is always a sign of great achievements when a regiment receives 
a nickname and the “ Blue Caps ”’ extorted that title from the enemy 
in the great Indian Mutiny, and the “ Old Toughs ” earned their nick- 
name by their tenacity in the Mahratta Wars. 


As The Royal Dublin Fusiliers, the regiment continued to play 
its part in the history of the British Empire. It earned the admiration 
of all at Talana Hill and in the battles for the Relief of Ladysmith. In 
the late war it is only necessary to point to the Landing at Gallipoli, 
and to Ypres, to show that the regiment has never ceased to keep up 
the standard of its former achievements in India. It was to me a source 
of great pride when Her Majesty Queen Victoria appointed me Colonel- 
in-Chief of the Regiment. 


I have presented their Colours to both Battalions, and in the late 
war I inspected Battalions of the Regiment in France and in Palestine. 

All ranks will share with me my satisfaction in knowing that His 
Majesty The King is going to take charge of our Colours and it is my 
earnest hope that, in the future, he may be able to restore its Colours 
to the Regiment, should the country again need its services. 
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In wishing Good-bye to all ranks, I know that every man of the

On Monday, the 12th June, 1922, at 11.30 a.m., in St. George’s Hall, 
Windsor Castle, the King will take over the Colours of the following 
Regiments :— 

The Royal Irish Regiment, 

The Connaught Rangers, 

The Prince of Wales’s Leinster Regiment (Royal Canadians), 
The Royal Munster Fusiliers, and 

The Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

His Majesty will also receive a Regimental Engraving offered by 
the South Irish Horse. 

The detachments from the six Regiments will travel by the 9.55 
a.m. train from Paddington Railway Station, arriving at Windsor G.W. 
Railway Station at 10.42 a.m. 

On arrival at Windsor Railway Station the Colour Parties will 
proceed to the Royal Waiting Room, where the Colours will be unfurled. 

The detachments will be met at Windsor Railway Station by an 
Escorting Party of 100 all ranks of the Third Battalion, Grenadier Guards, 
accompanied by the Band of the Regiment. 

The Escorting Party will Present Arms as the five Colour Parties 
march out of the Royal Waiting Room with the Colours. 

The six detachments of the Irish Regiments will be formed up in 
the following order, 1.¢.:— 

The Royal Irish Regiment, 

The Connaught Rangers, 

The South Irish Horse, 

The Prince of Wales’s Leinster Regiment (Royal Canadians), 
The Royal Munster Fusiliers, 

The Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

The detachments, headed by the Band and one-half the Escorting 
Party, the other half bringing up the rear of the Column, will march 
to the Quadrangle of the Castle.

On arrival in the Quadrangle of Windsor Castle, the six detachments 
of the Irish Regiments will enter by the Grand Entrance and proceed to 
St. George’s Hall, the Escorting Party, with Band, remaining in the 
Quadrangle.

It is with feelings of no ordinary sorrow that I address you for the last time; 
for I know that I am taking leave not merely of a fine regiment, but of great 
memories and great traditions which hitherto have been kept alive and embodied 
in you. 


You are the oldest of the Bnitish garrison in India. Your second battalion 
dates back to the time when Queen Catherine of Braganza brought Bombay as 
part of her dowry to King Charles II.; your first battalion to still remoter days. 
Stringer Lawrence, the teacher of Robert Clive, won many a victory with you. 
Clive led you to Arcot and Plassey; Eyre Coote to Wandewash; Forde to 
Condore. Your history is the history of early British dominance in India, and 
you have shown abundantly that you could fight as sternly in South Africa and 
in Europe as in the East Indies.

You have your Colours, your trophies and your household gods, which are 
dear to you as honour itself. You have thought fit to entrust your Colours to 
me for custody, and I am very proud to take charge of them, to be preserved and 
held in reverence at Windsor Castle as a perpetual record of your noble exploits 


in the field. 


Meanwhile, be very sure that, with or without external monument, the fame 
of your great work can never die. 


I thank you for your good service to this Country and the Empire, and with 
a full heart I bid you—Farewell.
